I*iTTsnrRCJH, Pa., June 3.— The annual 
convention of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Iron and eteel workers opened 
here today. Its most important busi- 
ness is to consider the new scale of wages 
for next jvar's work, and which has been 
prepared by the wajje committee. This 
scale, which goes into effect on July 1, 
makes many material changes from the 
present scale. 

The most important one affecting the 
puddlers advances the price of boiling 
iron from iJ5..")0 to ^ a ton. In justitica- 
of this demand it is claimed, and the 
figures are given, that the general con- 
dition of the iron busicees will warrant 
I de increase, and it is not thought that 
ihe manufacturers will raise any serious 
objections although some of them have 
given it out that the present rate is as 
much as they can afford to pay. 

An internal matter which does not af- 
fect the manufacturers, but which may 
give the convention some trouble, is the 
row between the roughers and catchers, 
and the heaters and rollers. The for- 
mer contend that they are not sutBcient- 
ly well paid, and that the other men on 
the rolls are getting too much in propor- 
tion. They want a more equal division 
and as this will be opposed by the other 
elements, there may be some warm times 
before an amicable settlement is arrived 
at. 

A member of the committee 
said today that an express- 
ion had been securetl from everj' 
subordinate lo«^lge and the committee was 
instructed to be governed by the wishes 
of the majority. There is expected to 
be a lively tight over the differences be- 
tween the roughers and catchers and 
rollers. The roughers and catchers re- 
ceive iJ2.tX) and i^i per day for seven and 
eight heats, respectively. They are ask- 
ing for a more e<iual division of the 
wages paid the rollers. Some rollers 
make as much as ?ll per ton, and the 
roughers and catchers regard this as un- 
fair. There will also be a demand for an 
advance in all departments of steel mills. 
The u^en here want a 10 per cent ad- 
vance all around in everj- department 
They will ask for this, and will compro- 
mise the matter on the adoption of a slid- 
ing scale to be governed during the year 
by the price of steel. 

Many of the manufacturers are already 
slackening up in anticipation of trouble. 
Some of the men express themselves as 
believing the manufacturers would not 
sign the scale and are beginning a dull- 
ness in trade to prevent an advance be- 
ing asked. "But," said one of them, "we 
will make our demand, strike or no 
strike, and, what is more, we will get 
about everjthing we ask for. We have 
no manufacturers' committee to deal 
with any more. We deal with the firms 
directly, and it is much more satisfac- 
tory." The convention will be in session 
ten days or two weeks. 



BUILDING SHIPS IN MAINE. 
The Indiutry Becomes Active After Tears 
of Stagnation ; VeiweU Beinc Built. 
Bath, Me., June 3.— For several years 
past the ship-building industry in Buth 
has beentrimost at a standstdl, but dur- 
ing the last year it has revived and at 
the close of 1880 the custom house reg- 
ister for the district of Bath showed' 
that there had been built one steamer, 
one bark, one barge, twenty- six schoon- 
ers and four sloops, making a total ton- 
nage of 24,58G. 

In the yard of E. 8. Crosby there are 
on the stocks a four-masted schooner of 
about 1150 tons, nearly framed, and a 
three-masted schooner of about 700 tons 
being ceiled. Killey, Spear & Co. are 
building a schooner of 250 tons. The 
keel is being laid also for a large four- 
masted schooner, it is to be 230 feet long, 
forty -six feet wide and 21 feet deep. It 
is the length of the five-masted schooner 
Governor Ames, but is not so broad or 
deep. At the New England Ship Build- 
ing company's^ard four schooners are 
on the stocks. Besides these vessels this 
company expects to close a contract with 
the Maine Steamship company to build 
a duplicate of ihe steamer Cottage City. 
This company also has contracts for two 
more four- masted schooners and for one 
barkentine. At the yard of A Sewali A 
Co., the ship Shenandoah, which will 
have four masts and be larger than the 
Rappahannock, is having the frames put 
up. Besides this ship the Sewalls are 
to build a 2200 ton ship and a schooner. 
The Morse company launched last week 
the big four-masted schooner Charles A. 
Campbell, iler measurements are 228 
feet long, 4C feet wide, 21 feet deep. Her 
gross tonnage is 1576 tons, and her net 
tonnage 1534 tons. Ciardiner G. Deer- 
ing, John McDonald, Charles B. Har- 
rington and other builders are also at 
work on large vessels.

CHic.AGo,June3.— Joseph Kaiser, the 
New Vork anarchist whom the police ar- 
rested on suspicion of knowing some- 
thing about the placing of the bomb 
near the Haymarket monument, was 
brought into Judge Tuley's court this 
morning on a writ of habeas corpus. 
Kaiser, it is claimed, was arrested more 
than a week ago and locked up on mere 
suspicion, the police refusing to book 
him or allow his friends to communicate 
with him. When the case came up 
Lieut. Kipley who was present, repre- 
senting the police, announced that he 
would drop the case against Kaiser and 
allow him to go. 

This did not suit Judge Ihiley, how- 
ever. The chancellor said: "I cannot 
too strongly denounce this practice of 
the police in locking people up, without 
charging them with any crime and with- 
out allowing their friends to come near 
them.

For years past Duluth fruit jobbers 
have borne the weight of unjust dis- 
crimination inflicted by St. Paul rail- 
roads. These roads have always given 
St. Paul shippers the advantage of fruit 
shipments at vegetable rates. Indeed, 
this rate was granted to every city in 
the West but Duluth, so that this city's 
jobbers were handicapped by such 
small towns as Ashland and Fargo. 
They even carried this injustice further. 
Duluth was not allowed a vegetable 
rate from original points, so that when a 
jobber bought fruit via St. Paul and 
Minneapolis he was obliged to have it 
rebilled from these towns, and the ex- 
pense was such that Twin City whole- 
salers would unload their product here 
at a much less cost than Duluth dealers. 
The Chamber of Commerce has been 
at work for nearly a year trying to se- 
cure justice at the hands of the St. Paul 
roads. This work has not been in vain. 
A circular has been received granting 
Duluth fruit shipments at vegetable 
rates from original points, thus placing 
this city on an equal footing with St. 
Paul and Minneapolis. This rate secures 
exclusively for Duluth the markets of 
the Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic and 
the Duluth & Iron Range towns, while' 
jobbers are placefl in equality with St. 
Paul and Minneapolis along the lines of 
the Northern Pacific and Manitoba 
roads. It also gives this city the north 
shore, and, when the Duluth & Winni- 
peg road is built, the Manitoba markets. 
By 1891 St. Paul and Minneapolis will 
poHsess no transportation advantage not 
enjoyed by Duluth. The Canadian Pa- 
cific road is now building four magnifi- 
cent sleepers, which will be used on the 
Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic between 
this city and Boston. Names have been 
given to three of these: "Duluth," "Lake 
Superior,"and"Presqueisle."Within three 
weeks a new Duluth-Boston service will 
be inaugurated. Through cars will leave 
this city in the evening, arriving in 
Boston in twelve hours less time than 
the present sc^hedule calls for. 

On June Western passenger rates on 
basis of the Dec. 31, 188!», tariff will be 
resumed. Freight rate« are likely to be 
increased also.

JUST FR OM HIN D08TAN. 
CommlsaioDer Booth-Tucker, of the Salva- 
tion Aruiy, Wants Volunteers. 
New YoHii, June 3.— Among the pas- 
sengers who arrived on the steamship 
Normandie was Commissioner Frederick 
de Latour Booth-Tucker of Hindostan, 
chief of the East Indian and Ceylon de- 
partment of the Salvation Army. With 
Mr. Tucker are Lord Ratuapala, formerly 
a Buddhist priest, but now a member of 
the Salvation Army; Capt. Kautahella of 
Ceylon, Lieut. Abdul Aziz, a convert, 
and SUff Capt. Jai Singh, at present 
assistant foreign secretary of Indian af- 
fairs in London, and his wife. 

The object of Commissioner Tucker's 
visit to this country is to get volunteers 
to accompany him back to India to con- 
tinue and help in the work of the Salva- 
tion Army in that country and Ceylon. 
Next Monday a mass meeting will be 
held in Association Hall under the au- 
spices of the Salvation Army, at which 
Tucker, or "Fakeer Singh," as he is 
known in India, and native officers from 
India and Ceylon, will speak of the work 
of the Salvation Army in those countries. 
The life of Judge Booth-Tucker is an 
interesting one. He was born in 
Moughyr, Bengal, about 300 miles from 
Calcutta. His father and grandfather 
were officers in the East India company, 
the latter being one of the company's 
directors. His first recollections are 
connected with the Sepoy rebellion and 
his narrow escape from massacre. At an 
early age he was sent to England to be 
educated, and successfully passed 
Cheltenham college. He graduated as 
an Indian civil service cadet, with a 
salary of $500 a year. He rose rapidly, 
and after several years spent in England 
was given a post in India, where he dis- 
dinguisbed himself and had every pros- 
pect of becoming a rich man. 

It was while in India that he became 
acquainted with the tenets of The 
War Cry, a Salvation Army newspaper, 
and he at once became interested in its 
work and established missions in his 
"station." About ten years ago he went 
to London on leave of absence, and there 
joined the Salvation Army and resigned 
his position in the service of govern- 
ment. 

Returning to India after some time 
spent in study in England, he at once 
started a crusade among the ignorant 
with good results, and his present visit 
here is to get intelligent and experienced 
volunteers to help. Some years ago he 
created a sensation in Calcutta by walk- 
ing barefooted through the streets while 
exhorting.

THE AS TOR HOTEL. 

About $3,000,000 to be Invested by Wlll- 
iam Astor in a Hotel 

New York, June 3.— William W. Astor 
is to build a hotel upon the site of the 
late John Jacob Astor's home at Fifth 
avenue and Thirty-third street. It will 
cost, including the land, 82,000,000, and 
will probably be ready for occupation in 
the summer of 1892. It will be ten 
stories high, and be constructed of brick 
and stone. Its only entrances will be on 
Thirty-third street Over the main en- 
trance will be a deep loggia which is to 
be filled with plants, and there will be 
another three stories higher up. On the 
ground floor there will be a large cafe 
opening upon a central court, in which 
there will be a garden. Some European 
ideas will be introduced, such as the 
concierge at the door, who will keep out 
visitors with no business at the hotel. 

George C. Boldt, who is the proprietor 
of two hotels and a restaurant in Phila- 
delphia, and a hotel in Bethlehem, Pa., 
is to be the lessee. The furniture and 
interior fittings will cost a million more. 
In honor of his father's memory the old 
home building will not be torn down 
until a year after his death, but con- 
tracts will be let at once.

London, June 3.— There are proofs 
that Prince Bismarck is intriguing at 
the little German courts as well as 
abroad to raise difficulties of all sorts in 
the way of the Emperor. There is some 
talk at Berlin of the removal of several 
high officials who have been proved to 
have been in communication wita the 
ex-chancellor and to be associated with 
his opposition to imperial decisions. 

All the delegates to the anti-slavery 
conference m seesion in Brussels with 
the exception of those representing the 
United States have formally adhered to 
the Congo tariff by vote today. 

Prince George, the second son 
of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, is 25 years old today. Ordinarily 
the fact would attract no more attention 
than do the birthdays of any other of 
the numerous brood of princes and 
princesses of the royal blood. But it is 
among the possibilities, it might be said 
the probabilities, that the young man 
whose 25th anniversary is being cele- 
brated today by the members of the 
family of the heir apparent will one day 
be the King of England. 

His eldest brother. Prince Albert 
Victor, who last week was created by 
his grandmother Duke of Clarence and 
Avondale and Elarl of Athlone, but who 
is better known to London society as 
"Collars and Cuffs," is both mentally and 
physically weak, and it is no secret that 
neither the Prince or Princess of Wales 
expect him to survive his father. His 
brother on the contrary is the very 
picture of health, sound and robust and 
with a very good mind of his own. 

Prince Victor is unmarried, and as not 
only his parents but also the Queen and 
the government object to the girl of his 
choice, the Princess of Mary of Teck, his 
cousin, there is very little prospect that 
another heir to the throne will make his 
or her appearance just yet awhile. Only, 
therefore, one weak stripling stands be- 
tween Prince George and the English 
throne at the death of his grandmother 
and father, and were it jxjssible to peep 
into the future, less than a score of years 
might reveal him presiding over the 
destinies of the country. A lawn party 
is in progress at Sandringham today and 
tonight a banquet will be given in honor 
of the evbUt. 

Paris, J une 3.— The Duke DeBroglie 
has written a letter in which he says 
that the articles recently published pur- 
porting to be extracts from the memoirs 
of Prince Talleyrand, were not genuine. 
No one but a few intimate friends who 
would not divulge the contents of the 
papers, have ever seen the manuscript. 
The alleged extracts, the duke said, were 
supplied by a man who had been sec- 
retary to Prince Talleyrand. He imi- 
tated the handwriting of the original 
manuscript, and drew on his imagina- 
for the alleged facts. 

Bayne Refuses a Sure Klection. 
Pm-suuRGVi, Pa.,June 3.— Hon. Thomas 
M. Bayne, congressman of the Tventy- 
third district, refused renominatnn to- 
day, and Col. William A. Stone, ex. 
United States district attorney, was 
nominated. Col. Bayne had two-thirds 
of the delegates to the convention in his 
favor, and being assured of the nomina- 
tion, made an address to the delegates 
withdrawing in favor of Col. Stone. Col. 
Bayne's excuse for refusing the nomina- 
tion was that he was worn out and un- 
able to work. In the Twenty-second 
district Hon. John Dalzell was renomi- 
nated.

KoKOMO, Ind., June 3. — Congressman 
Cheadle is likely to receive his political 
Waterloo at the congressional conven- 
tion of the Ninth district, which opens 
this afternoon.

Missouri Valley, Iowa, June 3.— The 
village of Loveland, eight miles from 
here, was almost totally destroyed Satur- 
day night by a cloud burst. The town 
is located on the Boyer river and to the 
east is a gully which gradually increases 
in width as it continues westward. 

The cloud burst occurred a mile or 
two up this gully and its force was ter- 
rific. As it made its way toward the vil- 
lage it swept everything before it leav- 
ing hardly a home in the town. The 
amount of water whi?h was so sudJ ly 
poured out upon the unfortunate v .ge 
was anywhere from three to ten feet, ac- 
cording to the locality. 

The house of Luke Sayles, a short 
distance from the river, was the scene of 
the direst mishap of all. The family, 
consisting of Sayles; his wife and son, 
the latter a young man of 22, were 
driven out of the house by the incoming 
flood. Finding their escape cut off in 
front, the left by the back door. In the 
backyard there is quite a downward 
slope from front to back and the current 
was so swift that all three were swept 
from their feet The old man and his 
son caught hold of a clump of bushes 
past which they were swept by the tor- 
rent and managed to save themseh >>«. 
Mrs. Sayles, however, was carried by 
this slender refuge and all that her hus- 
band and son could do was to watch the 
mad waves sweep her down into the 
Boyer to her death. So far as known no 
other lives were lost.

BREAKI NG OF A DAM. 

Meager Information and Fears Loss of 

Life Has Resulted. 

Salt Lake, Utah, June 3.— Meager 
information has reached here of the 
breaking last Wednesday of a reservoir 
dam above Gunnison, on a branch of 
the Sevier river. The reservoir covered 
an area of bearly 5000 acres, and the 
water had an average depth or perhaps 
twenty feet As there was quite a well- 
settled region below the dam, fears are 
felt that the lo^ of life is great. The 
first sign of weakness was observed 
around the pijie which is provided to re- 
lieve the dam and its supplies of water, 
and workmen had been laboring for 
some time to strengthen the structure 
and check the leakage. 

Results of Flood. 

Arcadia, Wis., June 3.— As the waters 
around this submerged village recede, 
they show traces of much larger damage 
than was at first reported. Many founda- 
tions are badly undermiredland houses are 
racked, which at first were thought un- 
injured. The lumber yards report the 
loss of many thousand feet of lumber, 
and the Iron Bay Railroad company now 
estimates its lose at $50,000. No trains 
can reach here for at least three days. 
One hundred thousand is a low estimate 
of the damage caused by floods, and it 
will take many weelis to place the vil- 
lage in the condition it presented Thurs- 
day morning last. 

Crushed in the Ruins. 

Freeport, 111., June 3.— Part of the 
ruin of an old church, near which a new 
one was being erected, fell with a crash 
yesterday, parrying down with it five 
men all of whom sustained severe in- 
juries. Their names are: John Cough- 
lin, leg fractured aud nose and face 
crushed, dangerously hurt; Fred Hill, 
injured internally, supposed to have tue- 
tained a fracture of the spine; Charles 
Rudolph, injured about the back and 
and spine, may not survive; Peter Zim- 
merman, right leg and right arm and 
spine injured, not expected to recover; 
John Popkee, a serious scalp wound and 
chest injured. The old church was 
erected thirty-five years ago. 

A Little Chap Gets There. 

Dedham, Mass., June 3.— Yesterday 
afternoon John Kane, aged G years, fell 
into Merchants' mill pond and was swept 
the whole length of the covered way, 
fully 150 feet, in a raging torrent six feet 
deep. He was taken out of the rack 
near the wheel in an unconscious condi- 
tion, but was soon resuscitated. He was 
apparently uninjured.

Isn't 
it good for sore eyes?" The speaker wan 
Judge Hammons of Duluth, formerly of 
Minneapolis, at the Merchants last even- 
ing, and he exhibited a magnificent 
specimen of gold-bearing ore. Truly, as 
he expressed it, it was i^od for defective 
eyes — not only that but a panacea for 
all sorts of ills. And his story— the 
story of possession — reminded one of the 
tales of the ".\rabian Nights." It is an 
exemplification of the axiom that 
''chance is an empire that reduces 
choice to a fool's delusion." It runy 
something like this: A month ago the 
judge was waited upon in his otlice in 
the Duluth Chamber of Commerce 
building by a gentleman, an old school- 
mate, upon whom tickle Fortune had 
not smiled with anything like marked 
favor — not in the past. He handed the 
sedate judge a piece of quartz with the 
exclamation, "I broke that from a rook 
that is full of it!" Judge Hammons, 
the story goes, examined the trophy with 
a critical tye, and came to the conclu- 
sion that there was something in it He 
did not hesitate long. The two packed 
a grip, and the next train to Winnipeg 
counted them among the passengers on 
board. From Winnipeg they backed up 
upon their course to the Lake of the 
Woods, and after a day or two on foot 
they locate*.! the new "Anaconda," where 
Midas had smitten the rock. Ilere was 
revealed to them over a mile of rich 
gold-bearing quartz. Specimens, a hat- 
ful, were broken off and sent toChii^go, 
and the assay more than confirmed their 
most sanguine hopes, and shortly there- 
after a tract of 100 acres passed into the 
possession of Judge Hammons. The 
vein is, on the surface, from 
three to six feet wide and 
extends about a mile, and 
it all belongs to the judge. The

The Rhine and Germany Are 

Very Nice in Their Way, 

But— 



Oeutsch Banks; Prices and 

Soldiers; Mr. Miller 

Talks. 



"I wouldn't live in Germany if they'd 
give me the empire," and with this re- 
mark A. J. Miller crossed his legs in a 
manner which left no doubt as to his 
speaking from experience. Mr. Miller 
returned Friday laat from a year's resi- 
dence in the country of Emperor Wil- 
liam, where he has been educating his 
children. I found him in reminiscent 
moot! yesterday, and for an hour was ex- 
tremely interested at his story of the 
"FVlerland." 

"When I went over the pond," begun 
he, throwing himself into a comfortable 
position in his chair, "I met a Denver 
gentleman who told me that I needn't 
expect to get a house in the city by my- 
self. I couldn't bring myself to swallow 
this story, but I found on my arrival in 
Coblenz that he spoke truly. 

"The city Ciermans live iii flats, over 
stores or beer gardens. Even the beet 
people reside in these places where two 
or more families make their home. 
There are no latches on the outside of 
the doors. Each house has a porter- 
house-keeper. If you wish to enter you 
must ring a bell. The porter resides in 
the back part of the building and un- 
locks the door by means of a wire at- 
tachment. If the housekeeper thinks 
the hour of the visit is an unusual one, 
you don't get in, that's all. The tirst 
time I made a call I rang, but 
couldn't get in. I told the hotel 
clerk of my experience. He advised 
me to ring, and then after waiting a few 
moments, push the door. I did so, and 
entered the building. No one awaited 
my coming, and I found myself at the 
foot of a staircase in a broad halL In- 
stead of receiving me, I had to hunt up 
the occupants. 

"I found a house, however, out in the 
oountry about two miles from Coblentz. 
It stood on the banks of the Rhine, 
whose blue waters washed the pebbles 
at the front of my yard. I had a 
three-story brick, large lawn, orchard 
and garden— and I paid 113 a month for 
it. Cheap living? Xo, I can live less 
expensively in this country or 
in Duluth. My meat there cost 
me over twenty-tive cents a pound, 
flour was $10 a barrel and other necessi- 
ties in proportion. Eggs were cheap at 
fifty cents a dozen. I remember at 
Thanksgiving time I wanted a turkey. 
For a nine-ix)und bird, uncleaned, I paid 

"The banking system of tiermany is 
peculiar. I wrote Henry Bell, telling 
him I'd bet him $10 he couldn't lind the 
Coblenz bank, without a guide, in two 
days. There are no banks on public 
streets. These Institutions are to be 
found on back streets. No signs an- 
nounce their location. If you 
want to do business with one 
of them you must go to the I 
rear of a builtling, follow a narrow lane, 
enter the block through a narrow door 
which opens near a narrow staircase, and 
after climbing two, three or four flights 
you pass into a room, in which you see 
six or eight men at work. No railing or 
screens partition the apartment. The 
cashier sits at a desk, and you do your 
business directly with him. He asks 
you what yon will have, and hands the 
money to you. The banks open at 8 
m the morning. At noon they are closed, 
and for three hours employers enjoy beer 
and cheese. At 3 o'clock they begin the 
afternoon's business, and remain open 
until 7 or S in the evening. Good bank 
clerks get ^15 a month. 

"Poor Germany! The reverence for 
the government is something servile. 
Over 5000 people are now serving out 
sentences of from four to fourteen years 
for criticizing the government. Mind 
you, their olfence is not treasonable. 
They have perhaps made the remark 
that 'William's reign wasn't everything 
it should be.' I had occasion several 
times to send a telegram. I went into 
the office with my hat on. The man- 
ager instantly demanded to know why I 
dared come into a government office 
with my hat on. Two million soldiers 
bleed the land of money and food. Dur- 
ing the great maneuvers the mayor of a 
city is informed that he must quarter so 
many soldiers, Ue goes around the 
city with a piece of chalk. He sizes up 
the dwellings and on the front door of 
each marks the number of soldiers the 
house must entertain. If the occupant 
refuses to feed the soldiers the quota 
goes to a hotel and the bill is a lien 
againjit the property, I have known a 
family to live in a bam while the 
troopers had the house. If a soldier de- 
sires to go out of a Sunday, he may, with 
perfect propriety, ask his host for the 
loan of civilian clothes, and yet the peo- 
ple are contented. .And when I told 
them about this country, and the advan- 
tages the poor man poseessed they 
laughed at me for telling them 'fairy' 
Btoriee. 

'*The last three months I was in Ger- 
many they taxed me irlM, and I left the 
country. I sold my household effects, 
but not by advertising in the papers. 1 
told just two men. They announced it 
in ch'irch. The city of 30,rX)0 people 
knew of it the next day. And on the 
day of sale my effects went in a few 
hours."

"Before we adjourn there is a little 
matter that should be attended to at 
once," remarked President Hugo last 
evening, after the usual amount of rou- 
tine business had been transacted. "I 
refer to the communication from the 
Chamber of Commerce asking for the 
appointment of a committee to confer 
with a cotumittee from that botly in the 
matter of the appointment of a railroad 
commissioner. The aldermen have dis- 
cussed the matter informally among 
themselves, and it is but fair that the 
request of the Chamber be granted." 
Upon motion of Alderman Sinclair the 
communication was taken from the table 
and a motion asking for the appoint- 
ment of the committee also prevailed. 
.\ldermen Kennedy, Dingwall and Mann- 
heim were appointed as such committee. 
The city attorney notified the council 
that suit had been brought against the 
city by William F. Phelps to recover 
3'2,.'i33.28, salary as railroad commissioner 
from Aug. 1, 18811, to April 1, 1800. The 
city attorney was instructed to fight the 
case. 

The auditing committee presented its 
report to the effect that W. D. B. Jones, 
the expert accountant, had found the 
books of the city treasurer, city clerk 
and comptroller in perfect condition, but 
his examination of the books of the clerk 
of the municipal court showed a balance 
of 8i»1.13 due to the city, because of in- 
formal bookkeeping. The clerk was in- 
structed to make this amount good. The 
monthly pay rolls were ordered paid as 
Duluth follows: Assessor, $598.75; engineer, 
$2,032.78; board of works, ^55 87- 
streets, i83,043.03; police, e.3,54,3.G8; pound 
masters, 8180; health, eS87,33; city of- 
ficers, 81,268..34. 

The report of the city treasurer showed 
the condition of city finances to be as 
follows: General fund, receipts, $2814 tti- 
disbursements, 821,290.28; on hand, 818,' 
09;).80; fire department fund, receipts, 
815,000; disbursements, 83255.20; on 
hand, 87002:48; permanent improvement 
fund, receipts, 830,717.72; disbursements, 
8u<.'oO..J7; balance, 8399.92. , 

The following contracts of the board 
of public works were confirmed: Paving 
Piedmont avenue, from Ninth to Thir- 
teenth avenue west E. J. Amory, $18,- 
8380.10; grading and sewer on Second 
alley, from Ninth avenue east to 
Chester brook, Zimmerman &. Moore 
86159.95; pile dock at the foot of 
Twenty- first avenue west F. W. Farn- 
ham, 8815.04; sidewalks on both sides of 
Fifth street, from Lake avenue to 
Twelfth avenue east, Preston &, How, at 
twenty-eight cents per lineal foot The 
ordinance regulating buildings on the 
streets was amended, so that prosecu- 
tions for violations can be matte in the 
municipal court.

Wa-siiinoton, May 29, 1890.— I have to 
advise you that, subsequent to the acqui- 
sition of title to the site of the proposed 
public building in your city, new sketch- 
plans were commenced and nearly com-

New York, June 4. — The Herald in a 
Parimaribo dispatch says: The rich- 
ness of Quiana cannot be surpassed.

Several Amer- 
ican firms and corporations holding con- 
cessions from the governor of the Brov- 
inoe are very largely engaged in theipro- 
duction of the precious metal by miping 
and by purchase from the Bush negtoee. 
But it requires a mar of cast iron con- 
stitution to get the gold, and the|i he 
has to be insured. 

No previous acconnt of the mineral 
wealth of this region has been exagger- 
ated, and long experience as an engineer 
leads to the confident belief that the dis- 
trict of Surinam has the most valuable 
placer mines of the world. Gold 
is found in "the Bush," as it is called, by 
simply washing one pan of soil from the 
banks of any creek or tributary which 
Hows into any river either in French or 
Dutch Guiana. 

The women of the Bush negro rac« 
are loaded in some cases with nuggets 
which weigh from five to twelve and 
fifteen grams, simply used as ornaments 
for the legs and arms, being strung to- 
gether only by pieces of common twine 
or string. It is a common thing to see 
the higher order of negroes wearing 
larger nuggete, which any white man 
can buy if he knows Dutch enough or 
the language of the Bush negroes, which 
is called Takitaki.

From intimations which have leaked out 
of official channels of information it is 
expected that the remarkable history of 
the marquis will be retold with new and 
startling revelations as to his connection 
with anarchistic and other revolutionary 
conspiracies. Ever since the arrest of 
the marquis the prosecuting authorities 
have been assiduous in their efforts to 
obtain evidence against him, and it is 
claimed that their efforts have been suc- 
cessful beyond expectation. 

The Newfoundland delegates, who 
are in London in pursuance of the en- 
deavor of their government to induce 
the home government to freeze lYance 
out of all tiehmg rights and privileges of 
the Newfoundland coast, are "carrying 
the war into Africa." The Morning 
Post having incautiously remarked, in 
the course of an article on the fishery 
dispute, that the French had never in- 
terfered with British subjects in British 
waters, un as^prtion the truth of which 
is generally admitted here— the dele- 
gates have addressed a letter to that 
paper denying that statement. The 
denial is couched in very strong, not to 
say violent language, and is signed by 
the full del egation.

Henry Smith will be hanged at London, 
Ont., on June 14, for the murder of his 
wife. 



Agrainstthe Dennett Law. 

Milwaukee, June 4.— Another gun in 
the war against the compulsory educi-' 
tion of children in the public schools, 
the teaching of English in the same in- 
stitutions, and incidentally the reading 
of the Bible in the schools, was fired U)- 
day when a mass state convention of 
Lutherans assembled to consider the 
Bennett bill. Christian Koerner pre- 
sided, and eveiy county in the state was 
represented. In his speech he declared 
that while the Lutherans were not prff- 
ticularly opposed to compulsory educa- 
tion, nor inclined to deny the right of 
the state to control child labor, yet they 
did question the right of the state to 
dictate what language should be taught. 
The convention will not nominate a 
ticket, bot will declare for the German 
language and in favor of non-interfer- 
ence with private or parochial schools. 
Tne convention will be in session two 
days. 

Royal An-anuni Meeting, 

Milwaukee, June 4.— Delegates are 
pouring in by the thousand to attend 
the annual meeting of the supreme 
national oouncil of the royal arcanum 
which will be in session here for the 
next ten days. A special train carrying 
1000 from Chicago arrived this afternoon 
and a boat load is on the way over from 
Michigan. A brief session of the coun- 
cil was held this morning. This after- 
noon a grand street parade is in prog- 
ress, and at its conclusion there will be 
a municipal reception in Scrultz Park. 
Mayor Peck delivers the address of 
welcome, Hon. Leigh R. Watts of Vir- 
ginia responds, Hon. Elihu Coleman 
speaks a welcome for the state lodge, 
and Hon. Charles F. Loring, Boston; 
Hon. Daniel Spry, Ontario; G. A. Skin- 
ner of New York, and representatives of 
half a dozen other states will be among 
the speakers. The city is handsomely 
decorated.

Fratenbars Divorce; Court Notes. 

The Daily News is now the official 
paper of the city, at least so .Judge Mills 
says. The injunction secured by The 
Tribune to restrain The News from pub- 
lishing the council proceedings was dis- 
solved today and it is not likely that un 
appeal will be taken. The order dissolv- 
ing the injunction has not yet been filed. 

The case of the Wells Stone Mercan- 
tile company vs. Holland ife Thompson, a 
suit to recover on a mechanic's lien is 
on trial. A transcript of judgment for 
1179.25 in favor of the plaintiff in the 
case of A. M. Morrison vs. Alfred 
Brindiz was filed. Julia May Fraten- 
burgh today filed a suit for divorce 
from her husband H. E. Fratenburgh. 
The complainant is 23 and her husband 
34 years of age and they were married at 
Duluth Feb. 21, 1889. She alleges that 
she has always demeaned herself as a 
faithful, loving wife, but that he in vio- 
lation of his obligations as her husband 
has been guilty of cruel and inhuman 
treatment on several different occasions, 
lastly on June 2, when he felled her with 
a frying pan and then kicked her in a 
brutal manner. She claims thr t he is 
worth at least $8000 and besides an ab- 
solute divorce she would hke $4000 ali- 
mony. 

The Lower Court. 

The number of bums in the police 
court was up to the usual notch again 
this morning. John E. Johnson, a for- 
mer employe at Peck's mill, was ar- 
raigned on complaint of Willis G. Peck 
who alleges tha< JohiTson with two 
other men trespassed upon his property 
and interfered with the other men who 
were taking the logs out of the water. 
The case was set for an examination on 
Saturday. Pat Welch, whose face 
strongly resembled that of a dying glad- 
iator, was charged with being drunk and 
disorderly. He went out for fourteen 
days. Wm. Wilkee on the same charge 
paid a fine of 112. N. Johnson, C. Han- 
son, Martin Kelly and George Gookin, 
plain drunks, received the usual sen- 
teni-e. Hans C. Hanson, a vag, went out 
for four days. W. J. Green pleaded 
not guilty to keeping an unlicensed dog 
and his case was continued until Fri- 
day. Johnnie Musso, a bootblack, ar- 
rested for fighting was lectured and al- 
lowed to go and fight no more. 



Illlnots Democratic Convention. 

Springfield June 4.— The state dem- 
ocratic convention was called to order at 
noon in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives by State Chairman Delos 
Phelps, after whose address the usual 
committees were appointed. The con- 
vention will endorse ex-Governor John 
M. Palmer for United States senator, 
and the compulsory education measure 
may be referred to. The platform will 
declare that, after thirty years of expe- 
rience with protection, it has been 
shown that the oft repeated assertion 
that it raises the wages of the laborer is 
a falsehood, a delusion and a snare, and 
that the national result of the system as 
applied by the republican party while 
depriving the farmer of the markets of 
the world for his products at the same 
time encourages immigration of cheap 
labor from foreign land to cempete for 
the wages of the American laborer. 



Coincident Casualties. 
Leadville, C!o1., June 4. — Scarcely 
had the city recovered from the shock 
of the accident at Arkansas Junction, by 
which two young ladies were drowned, 
when news was received last night that 
Engineer Folk, while repairing the pump 
in the Galligher shaft of the Mikado 
company mines, had fallen 209 feet to 
the bottom and was crushed into a 
horrible mass. No sooner had the 
coroner brought the remains to the city 
when he was called to go to the Antiocti 
mine, where Thomas Flanigan had been 
blown to atoms by premature explosion 
and James O'Donnell badly injured. The 
latter's recovery is doubtful. 

Dr. McVosh on Bismarcli. 

New York, June 4.— Dr. McCoeh, ex- 
president of Princeton college, read a 
paper last evening at Columbia college, 
before the American Institute of Chris- 
tian Philosophy, on the question: "What 
effect will the resignation of Bismarck 
have in allowing full liberty to the 
churches of Germany?" He believed 
that there were no hopes of more liberty 
being granted than existed during the 
period of Bismarck's supremacy inas- 
much as the young Emperor, a man of 
life and independence, was anxious to 
be looked upon as the head of the church 
in Germany.

MoHONK LtAKE, N. Y., June 4.— The 
negro conference was opened here this 
morning with a large number of distin- 
guished men from all parts of the coun- 
try present. The gathering is the first 
of its kind and was called to consider the 
question of Christianizing and educating 
the colored people. The conference was 
opened with a brief address by Mr. A. K. 
Smiley, the proprietor of the Mohonk 
Lake Mountain house, ^he following 
officers were then elected: President, 
ex-President R. B. Hayes; secretary. 
Rev. A. H. Bradford, Molitclair, N. J.; 
assistant secretaries, George P. Whit- 
tlsey, Washington, and Mrs. Isabelle C. 
B'-ows, Boston; treasurer, L. C. Warner. 
M. D., New York. 

Ex-President Hayes then made his 
opening address, speaking as follows: 

The discussion of the topic for this 
morning, "Industrial Education, What 
it is and What it Ought to be," was be- 
gun by Gen. Armstrong of Hampton in- 
stitute. He was followed by Rev. Dr. 
Allen, secretary of the Presbyterian 
board of missions, and Rev. A. F. Baird, 
secretary of the American Missionary as- 
sociation. The speakers emphasized 
the necessity of industrial education as 
a means for the development of the ne- 
gro. Three-mmute speeches followed 
from Miss Smiley, Miss Botunn of the 
Sea Islands, South Carolina; Judge A. 
W. Tourgee, President Gains of Eastman 
college and Professor Hutchinson of 
Biddle university. John G. Covert, edi- 
tor of The Cleveland Leader, then 
read a paper on the negro problem. 

Ex-President Hayes said: 
Ladies and Gentlemen— What was the 
thought— what are the facts which led 
our good friends to invite us to meet at 
their attractive home? We do not need 
to go into a lengthy review of the past 
to find answer. Let the exact condition 
of the negroes of the United States be 
known and understood, and every good 
citizen will surely be persuaded that the 
American people have a grave and indis- 
pensable duty to perform with respect to 
the millions whose ancestors our fathers 
brought from Africa. But their welfare 
and ours are inseparable. These mil- 
lions must bejifted up or we will be 
dragged aown. 

Upon the constitution and the laws 
and upon their administration, the wel- 
fare of the negroes largely depends, "rhis 
area of duty and of effort will be dis- 
cussed and dealt with by those who exe- 
cute the laws, by the press and parties. 
These agencies, we may hope, will be 
adequate to the responsibilities. Our 
Mohonk conference accepts the less con- 
spicuous but hardly less grave place of 
employing the forces which concern the 
educational, the benevolent and the re- 
ligious side. We seek to avoid what- 
ever is sectarian. If we can adhere to 
this course, we may expect to do some- 
thing on this momentous subject 
towards forming and enlightening that 
public opinion which, in a land of free 
institutions, must be regarded as the 
final sovereign— as, in fact, the govern- 
ment. 

We are met with the question: "What 
are the conditions and prospects of the 
negroes of the South?" We hear state- 
ments which challenge serious attention. 
In the Southern states are 7,000,000 of 
colored people, of whom one-half are 
unable to read and write, and illiteracy 
means far more than ignorance of let- 
ters. There may be gross exaggeration 
in the tales of the Voodoo paganism 
which lurks in the cotton and cane-grow- 
ing districts. There is enough of truth 
in these statements to call for action. It 
is safe to conclude that half of the col- 
ored population of the South still lack 
the requirements to make prosperous 
and intelligent citizenship. 

I have referred to the most unfavor- 
able reports as to the condition of the 
Southern negro. There is another and 
far brighter side to this picture, and it is 
full of encouragement. I do not try to 
tell how much of the gratifying progress 
of the last twenty-five years is to be 
credited to the great fact of freedom. 
But other causes have been at work. A 
long list could easily be made, reaching 
possibly to even more than a hundred, of 
enterprises and notable effort* by re- 
ligious sects, by educational and benevo- 
lent associations, by philanthropic and 
patriotic individuals. It is the part of 
wisdom to waste no time in complaint, 
but to make every judicious effort for 
the education and Christianity of the 
negro, for the welfare of the whole 
country. Our faith ie that no sacrifice of 
comfort, health and life, no humane 
effort, no money expended was evermore 
plainly productive of results than the 
money, the labor and the sacrifices which 
have been devoted to the uplifting of the 
colored people. 

Our wish and our prayers are that the 
good work may go on. Hence this Mo- 
honk conference. 



Wedding of a San Francisco B«U« and 
. New Tork MlUlonatre. 

San Fb^ncisco, June 4.-- Jessie Pair, 
daughter of ex-Senator James G. Fair 
of this city and Nevada, last night be- 
came the bride of Hermann Oelriohs the 
noted New York club man and million- 
aire. 

The maid of honor was Miss Birdie 
Pair, sister of the bride, and the best 
man Surgeon Melanethon L. Ruth, of 
the United States navy. Archbishop 
Riordan, assisted by Vicar General Pen- 
dergast performed the ceremony and 
Mrs. Pair, mother of the bride, who 
was divorced from her husband a few 
years ago, was present and she was at- 
tired in a magnificent gown of silk net, 
made in Paris with the trosseau, and 
costing 115,000. The elaborate embroid- 
ering of silver and Duchess point lace 
alone is valued at $5,000, and the pearls 
upon the elbow sleeves at as much 
more. 

The trosseau provided for the bride 
has been the talk of Paris, London, New 
York and San Francisco for months. 
The bills will aggregate over $150,000. It 
was Mrs. Mackay who suggested the 
milliner and dressmaker, and both are 
claimed to be the most expensive and 
stylish in the world. 

The bridal dress, which was remade 
three times before it suited the tastes of 
the bride, is of ivory satin, the front 
skirt arranged in two deep plaits, each 
turning towards the middle. The lace 
drapery over this cost $7000. The train 
is four yards long, and clusters of orange 
blossoms run lengthwise on the skirt 
and four across. The corsage opens in a 
small V, back and front turning over 
into a larger V of lace, with overlapping 
scarf ends in front. Two half moons of 
lace, delicately wired, finish the neck 
opening and edge the elbow sleeves, 
which have high puffs of wired lace. 

Although three superb veils of point 
lace had been sent from Paris the bride 
discarded them all and enveloped her- 
self in clouds of tulle. Of her thirty 
gowns which represent an expenditure 
of $50,000, there is one that is a dream. 
It is an evening costume of snowy Otto- 
man silk, with a three-yard train, sleeve- 
less corsage and decollette.

IN MEMORY OF LEE. 

That color guard without a scar, 
• Brevet-Colonel Shepard of The Mail and 
Express, and a few imitators are beating 
a wild rub-a-dub on their snare drums 
over the recent rebel rising in Richmond 
to lift the veil from the statue of the 
greatest soldier of the South, Robert Ed- 
ward Lee. Editor Shepard has shown 
before occasional signs of softening of 
the brain, but never so notably as on 
this occasion. He is plainly unable to 
distinguish between a simple memorial 
servioe and a new deolaration of war on 
the Union. 

Such stuff aa he has been dragging 
from his brain merits no serious notice 
and should neither impose on the North 
Qor otfend the South. It calls only for 
the forbearing compassion to which bud- 
ding lunacy is entitled, or else for the 
silent contempt by which vain splurging 
is best answered. 

No true lover of the Union who was 
present at the unveiling saw in it the 
slightest sign of disloyalty to the Union 
or will recall it otherwise than as a 
memorable and affecting tribute to a 
leader who won the love of every follower 
in his lost cause. It is not to a victor, 
nor a smiter of the Philistinee, nor a 
martyr in his country's cause that the 
Lee memorial statue stands, but to the 
son of Virginia who did what he believed 
to be his duty whenever and wherever 
called upon, and in extraordinary 
achievement and parity of soul holds his 
^aoe unchallenged in the front rank of 
the sons whom the Old Dominion loves 
to honor. 

It was not because Robert E. Lee 
•battered the great armies of the Union, 
aiiain and again, and for four long years 
held at bay the seemingly crushing 
array that closed in about the capital of 
tlie Confederacy— a feat at arms unsur- 
IwiMod. as we believe, in history — not be- 
cause he, above all others, was the bul- 
wark of the lost cause, that he is hon- 
ored today. A buried cause calls for no 
defenders and no glorification, and the 
Confederacy of seceding states with the 
lost cause of secession was put under 
ground twenty-five years ago without 
hope of resurrection, and has no mourn- 
ers of any account today. 

It is not, then, because Lee shielded 
the Confederacy so well and struck the 
Union so hard, as the Shepard in need 
of a keeper now babbles, that Virginia 
and her sister states of the South have 
just joined to do him honor,but because 
the man, apart from his cause, was 
without fear and without reproach, a 
marvel of merit and modesty, a shining 
light to his followers, a grand general 
and an American in whom all Americans 
North as well as South may justly take 
prida 

The war for the Union is over. The 
Confederacy is dust. There is no more 
rebellion, nor thought of rebellion, in 
the South than in the North. Not 
onoe on that memorable day 
jxmt passed was there a lisp 
of disloyalty. With every flag that mir- 
rored the dead Confederacy,a livingUnion 
flag was en twined or swung side by side in 
air. The whole great pageant was the 
r»-turning of a leaf of history, a con- 
sciously memorial service. So those 
who took part in it regarded it. So the 
orator of the day clearly declared, and 
only those who blindly or meanly or 
idiotically distort it can find anything 
else in it. The oration was in all re- 
spects worthy of the occasion, a noble 
tribute to a noble man, and the statue, 
we are glad to note, is one of the few 
works of the kind in the country which 
does not disfigure the country. It is a 
memorial which will truly cherish the 
memory of Lee the great commander. 
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THEIR INNERMOST THOUGHTS. 



Thoe. Dowse: I found a most excel- 
lent feeling existing in the money cen- 
tere of Europe. In London the bouy- 
anoy is remarkable. As I took particu- 
lar pains to note the condition I think I 
have got at facts. The same feeling ex- 
ists in New York, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more and Boston. Better times are 
looked for everywhere and if the silver 
bill becomes a law, it is agreed on every 
hand that this country will see such a 
stir in industrial and commercial growth 
as not for years. I was not particularly 
impressed with Paris. I staid too long 
in London for that. The difference be- 
tween the two cities is just the differ- 
ence between a faded and tired soul and 
a vigorous man, healthy and strong. 
Then, too, the government educational 
institutions in London, they are simply 
superb. 

B. F. Shanley: There was not much 
in the office of building inspector last 
month, but the coming month bids fair 
to be a good one. 

Chief McQuade: If they haven't got 
a better jail in Superior than they used 
to have, the sheriff had better put 
shackles on Moore and Flaherty. 

Col. George E. Welles: It makes me 
weary when I think of Duluth's miser- 
able street car service. To show you 
how far we are behind other cities in 
this respect I will quote to you from the 
seventh annual report of the Denver 
chamber of commerce and board of 
trade just received: "Since the starting 
of the first car on Dec. '23, 1888, the 
work of increasing the mileage and carry 
ing capacity has never ceased until there 
are now in actual operation 407 miles of 
track, divided as follows: Horse cars, 50; 
cable, 42; electric, 15." Just think of 
that and then close your eyes and think 
of our insignificant four miles of mulelec- 
tric line.

Archbishop 
Ryan, in an interview intended for pub- 
lication, says: "We now understand 
that the convention will open in St. Paul 
SB representing exclusively the present 
state system of schools, and impliedly 
antagonizing all others. Of course, those 
who dislike the narrow lines of the con- 
vention will withdraw all alliance from 
it."

East is Making Hay 

With a Club. 



Showing How a Little Money 

Can be Made to Go a 

Long Way. 



BoOTox, June 2,— In a letter to The 
Herald a few days ago, I referred to the 
organization of commercial cluba or like 
promoters of busineea enterprise as a 
notable feature of the time in the Eaat. 
In the progreesive towns these cluba 
have already made their mark. 
The asaociation which ia at work 
for the oldest town in New England, the 
seaport of Plymouth, ia a typical one i 
and its methods and success are well 
worth studying. 

Plymouth, a town of some 7000 people, 
saw her commerce completely stranded, 
aa I have said. Without crying over 
spilt milk she set herself to buppiy the 
place of her lost shipping. She has done 
so, and her commercial club is today a 
main factor m extending her manufactur- 
ing and general business interests. This 
club numbers over VM active members, 
including the most pushing young blood 
of the old town. Its entrance fee is ^ 
and annual dues $o, payable in advance. 
It holds regular meetings once a week in 
the evening, and special meetings on call 
of the president or executive committee. 
At these meetings, which are largely at- 
tended, matters advancing the growth of 
the town are taken up and the beat 
practical ways of advancement discussed. 
She has only a small fund for use as will 
be noted, but She pays no salaries and 
puts every dollar where it will do the 
most good. She has prepared a compact 
and cheap circular of four pages, which 
can be slipped into an ordinary envelope 
and gives in a nut-shell the attractions 
of the old Pilgrim town as a point of his- 
toric in t«rest, a summer resort, a place 
of residence and a location for business. 
This circular is presented to visitors and 
sent out by the hotels in answer to in- 
quiries, and otherwise carefully distrib- 
uted. 

The leading New England papers are 
taken by the ciub and closely read, by 
Its executive committee at least When- 
ever there is a note of the burning or 
closing up of a factory for any cause, or 
of a possible shift of location, a com- 
munication setting forth the advantages 
of Plymouth as a location for the special 
business in question is promptly sent to 
the parties interested, and this letter is 
usually followed up by some representa- 
tive of the club, who goes in person to 
see the parties addressed and put the 
advantages of locating at Plymouth in 
the clearest light possible. 

So closely and economically spent is 
the little income of the club, and so 
anxious are all concerned to make the 
burden on each member as light as pos- 
sible, that without running in debt, the 
club has been enabled to distribute its 
circulars widely through New England 
and cover every point of probable shift- 
ing of business by letter or personal caL 
and generally by both. 

The efforts of the club are ably sec- 
onded by the wide awake weekly paper 
of the town callmg attention to any 
point which might possibly be over- 
looked, and aiming unhesitatingly at 
any game, no matter how big, which the 
small shot of Plymouth can at any rate 
tickle. Of this lively snap shooting the 
following is a sample taken from the 
last issue of this paper.

The Vlty'* Eleetrlc Light Plant 1 General 
News Notes.

What John Inglls, th< Crop Expert, Says 
Abool It. 

The Chicago Hera d, in an article on 
the crop condition, lays great stress on 
the reports of John J oglis, lately of this 
city, who is probablj the beet crop ex- 
pert in the country. It says: "IngUa, 
all through the first half of April, be- 
littled the reports frxm Indiana, which 
really started wheat a Its advance. His 
explanation, however of his position 
then rather adds to t han detracts from 
the weight of his rep< rts now. He says 
that anybody who in * arly April declared 
wheat killed by froit gueesed at the 
damage, as no living man was in a posi- 
tion to make an honest positive statement. 
He thought the roots all right then. It 
was, however, the one time when the 
the crop-killer was i ight in his guess. 
Inglis says that now X is not gueesing, 
and declares that nev r before has he 
seen such widespread ruin. He risks his 
reputation upon the estimate that the 
winter wheat yield wi 1 not be over 200,- 
000,000 bushels, againtt 332,000,000 last 
year. The statement sounds very sen- 
sational. But Mr. In {lis is capable of 
intelligently, estimating the damage 
and all through ipril and May 
he has been doubii ig and redoubling 
over the winter wheat states. It is not 
likely that he is decei" ed. It is hardly 
likely that a man w tth his reputation, 
making his living because of his success 
in telling the crop TMults in advance, 
would distort the fact* . Then if he is 
not mistaken the crop tituation is worse 
a good deal than any (speculator believes 
it; a good deal woi ie than the prices 
presuppose it."

Saw Dieoo, Cal., June 5.— The investi- 
gation being made into the proposed fili- 
bustering expedition against Lower Cali- 
fornia continues to reveal startling facts, 
with which a new phase is now put upon 
the affair. 

From the evidence furnished by the 
agents of the Mexican Land & Coloniza- 
tion company, it appears that the presi- 
dent of the company had in view a plan 
to annex the peninsula to the British 
empire by pursuing the same policy 
that was followed by the East India 
company when Great Britain acquired 
possession m Asia. It was desifrned to 
colonize Liower California and secure 
concessions from the Mexican govern- 
ment and then to provoke a strife and 
foment dissensions. English capital and 
iinglish interests would then be jeopar- 
dized and the intervention of the mother 
country was to be invoked. 

In proof of this, the statements of the 
agentfi of the company substantiated by 
documentary evidence, has been secured. 
iVlajor Scott, manager of the company, 
assured the filibusters that English men- 
of-war would be in the vicinity of En- 
senada skirting the coast when the new 
republic was to be declared. As soon as 
the declaration of independence of the 
new government had been proclaimed, 
the war vessels were to enter the harbor 
and recognize the new nation. Scott 
also stated that the nucleus of the armory 
was already in Lower California stored 
in a warehouse of the EngUah company 
at Ensenada. Three cases of 
rifles were shipped to Ensenada, 
billed to the English company some 
time ago. Major Scott supposed that 
after the republic had been established 
the United States government would 
join with the Mexican government in 
Buppreesing the invaders, then Great 
Britain would be appealed to, to protect 
the interests of her subjects, and would 
establish a protectorate over the penin- 
sula. 

This, up to the present development, 
isasfar as Major Scott is implicated in 
the affair. This much is easily proven 
by the correspondence over his own sig- 
nature. It all goes to show that Major 
Scott was only using the American con- 
spirators. Smith, Merrill, Worthington 
and others to give the plot an appear- 
ance of being an American movement

There is much feeling expressed 
Mrainat the policy of allowing the In- 
dians to leave the reservation on passes 
especially if they are armed.for the ranch- 
ers, miners and travelers have no means 
of knowing whether they are hostile or 
^lendly. A large party of citizens of 
lucson, ranchers and stockmen are or- 
ganizmg to interview a band near here, 
and It will have to return to the reserva- 
^on or fight within the next few hours. 
The people are determined to keep them 
on their reservation.

It has beea st«adily maiatained by 
The Herald that 1800 would aee the first 
pap^r mill eetabliahed at the head of 
the lakes. \nd its prediction has come 
tme. 

Yesterday afternoon a contract was 
closed by the New Duluth Land com- 
pany with one of the larijest paper man- 
ufacturing companies in the United 
Stat*6, and by Dec. 1 Duluth's first 
paper mill will be in full operation. The 
land company has been negotiating 
with the paper company for the past 
month, and yesterday the deal was con- 
summated. Tne effect upon the com- 
merce of Duluth of the locating of this 
mill here can not be over-esti mated. It 
will prove the weilge which will open 
this field to many similar industries, 
and center around Duluth the paper in- 
terests of the West. 

Work on the manufactory will begin 
within sixty days, and it is e.x- 
pected that paper making will be under 
way in November. The cost of the plant 
will depend on two matters to be settled 
by the company within the next month. 
If it is decide<l to make only print and 
wrapping paper a plant to coat 3'250.(XX) 
will be built. But if the manufacture 
of book paper is added to the output, 
then it will be necessary to expend $375,- 
000. The New Duluth company be- 
sides a bonus, has donated a site on the 
banks of the St. Louis which takes in 
ten acres. The location is near the joint 
tracks of the St Paul & Duluth, the 
Duluth & Winnipeg and the Northern 
Pacific roads, and side tracks through 
the site will be laid at once. The build- 
ings, etc. will cover four acres 
while the remainder of the 
land will be usetl for storage 
and warehouse purposes. The company's 
Extern plant covers eight acres, and 
this large site is found too crowded. 
The buildings will be of brick and stone. 
The machinery will be of the latest im- 
proved kinds, and will cosi over half the 
value of the plant. Directly at the 
mills about 325 men will be employed. 
The output will be forty tons per day, 
or ten tons for each of the four machines 
to be used. The manufacture of book 
paper depends largely on the analysis of 
the water of the St. Louis. It has 
already been found out that the water is 
perfectly suitable for wrapping and 
pnnt paper, and it is being now ex- 
amined by experts in regard to its purity 
for book paper uses. 

At present the company will procure 
its pulp from the East by boat, but ne- 
gotiations are now pending for the use 
of the dalles for power. Pulp wood can 
be procured in northern .Minnesota at 
lees than half its Eastern cost. In Du- 
luth's territory there is at least 6,000,000 
acres of pulp-wood land, and its trans- 
[lortation is at a minimum cost. The 
pulp mill of the company will either be 
located at the foot of the dalles, or, if 
this site cannot be procured, lands will 
be purchased on the Duluth & Winni- 
peg. .\bout lijOO horse power is needed 
to run such a mill as the company will 
build. While it will not require many 
hands to operate the pulp mill, yet in 
the woods a large force will be employed.

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A document has just been issued by 
the city of Duluth in the matter ot the 
proceeding to acquire certain lands 
or lands covered by water for the pur- 
pose of building and operating a bridge 
over the ship canal across Minnesota 
Point. It is addressed to the widow 
and children of Wilhelm Boeing, J. D. 
Howard, G. N. Brookins, J. P. Segog, 
A. .\. Hall, EL R Jefferson, H. A. Kiiohli, 
M. Palconer, Anna McGann, C. L. 
Wilds, C. Squyer, C. W. Squyer, the 
Wielands, W. L. Banning, W. Is. Branch, 
M. E. Davidson, L. M. Dunn William 
and Sohier A. Dean. 

On the 16th of July the city will apply 
at chambers for the appointment of 
three appraisers to assess damages to be 
paid to the owners of lands described in 
a map now on tile m the otBce of the 
clerk of court. The object of the peti- 
tion is that the city may acquire the 
right to use said lands as a site for a 
drawbridge and approaches over the 
canal. This proceeding is undertaken 
under authority of the act of the state 
legislature entitled ".\n .\ct to Author- 
ize the Construction of a Bridge in the 
City of Duluth." The property sought is 
described as follows: 

All lands included within the circum- 
ference of a circle drawn in a radius 300 
feet long from a center m the dividing 
line between lots 247 and 249, Lake ave- 
nue. Upper Duluth, extended 230 feet 
east of Lake avenue; a strip *30 feet wide 
parallel with Lake avenue and from the 
southerly line of Oak atreet easterly; a 
strip 60 feet wide and 100 feet long nec- 
essary to extend Oak street to the east- 
ward to connect with thestrip last noted; 
lots 241, 243, 245, Lake avenue. Upper 
Duluth; rectangular strips 80 feet long 
by 60 feet wide, lying along the lake 
shore and adjacent to the eastward of 
lots 262 to 2SiL) inclusive. Lake Shore, 
Upper Duluth, being in most cases 
riparian accretions to the shore line.

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Habitne Steps on a Fallen Wire 
•nd Dies. 

An almost instant death from elec- 
tricity occurred last evening about 9:30 
o'clock near one of the houses of prosti- 
tution on the Point. A woman who has 
been living under the name of Ida Proc- 
tor, tne housekeeper in May .^ttison's 
house ot ill-fame on St. Croix avenue 
was the victim. It appears that one of 
the electric light wirss of the Kartman 
Electric company became disconnected 
and had set hre to a wixnlen sidewalk, in 
an alley next to the .\ttison house. The 
Proctor woman went out with the inten- 
tion of extinguishing the fiames, and 
probably being unaware of the conse- 
quences, seized the burning wire. In- 
stantly she was thrown to the ground 
where she lay writhing in the death 
throes. Several persons who attempted 
to remove the woman receive<l severe 
shocks. Pinally she was removed to an 
adjoining house, still showing some signs 
o' life, but all attempts to resuscitete 
her were in vain. 

There were no marks of violence on 
the body with the exception of the left 
hand with which she had grasped the 
heavily charged wire. The palm of the 
hand was burned to a crietp and the fin- 
gers were horribly burned and distorted. 
Deputy Coroner Sherwin, who was sum 
moned, ordered the body removed to 
tvandall's morgue. 

The woman was about 40 years of age 
and comes originally from Milwaukee. 
She was marriei^l in Ashland and has a 
daughter living who is now in a convent 
in Milwaukee. A telegram in her pocket 
was addressed to Ida Hofel and this is 
supposed to be her true name. She was 
convicted and served a term of years in 
Waupun prison for her connection with 
the dives near Hurley. 

Coroner McComb decided an inquest 
unnecessary, but the body will not be 
interred until something is heard from 
the relatives of the woman.

New York, June 6. — The Uuited 
States ships of war Dolphin and Galena 
arrived at Charleston from Port Royal. 
The Baltimore, also from Port Royal is 
off the harbor. They will go on to New 
York in a day or two, and by Monday 
the Brooklyn navy yard will have the 
largest number of modern ships of war 
ever seen in America. 

It is expected that the North Atlantic 
squadron will have arrived then, and the 
navy will be represented by all of the 
kinds, ancient and modem, of ships, and 
all of the various officers in the line, en- 
gineer, medical, pay, marine corps, war- 
rant officers, from the (jrade of rear-aid- 
miral down. There will b© 
the modern steel steam crui- 
ser of the first class, repre- 
sented in the Baltimore; there will be 
the battle-ship class, in the Maine, now 
being constructed, the steel cruiser of 
the second class, in the No. 7, also bein^ 
built; the wooden sloop Kearsarge; the 
modern dispatch boat, m the Dolphin; 
the barbette vessel, in the Puritan; the 
double-turreted monitor, in the Mianto- 
nomah and the Terror; the cheeee-box 
monitor, in the Nantucket; the old line- 
of-battle-ship, in the Vermont, and 
Ericsson's latest idea of a torpedo boat, 
in the Destroyer. 

All these vessels will make the navy 
yard a decidedly interesting place to 
visit. The Baltimore, the Hagship of 
Rear-Admiral Gherardi, together with 
the other vessels of the North Atlantic 
squadron, the Dolphin, the Kearsarge 
and the Galena, are to leave Charleston 
for New York tomorrow. The vessels of 
the squadron are to remain here a couple 
of weeks and then they are to go up the 
coast to Portland, where, on July 3, they 
are to take part in the Army of the 
Potomac celebration. 

The Army and Navy Journal is au- 
thority for the rumor that there is to be 
another squadron of evolution in Euro- 
pean waters before the end of the year, 
under command of Commodore W. P, 
McCann, who was recently relieved of 
the command of the Boston navy yard, 
and who was president of the naval 
policy board that submitted to congreea 
an exhaustive report upon the number 
and kinds of shipo and weapons which 
the navy needed. The subject is being 
discussed by Secretary Tracy and o'.her 
department officials. Three new vessels, 
the Philadelphia, Bennington and Con- 
cord, and the Pensacola and Enterprise 
are booked for the squadron, and the 
monitor Miantonomab and the dynamite 
cruiser Vesuvius may also be included. 

JapaneHe Warithip Launched. 

London, June 6. — The new Japanese 
warship Chiyoda was successfully 
launched in the Clyde today. The vessel 
is iron-clad, 300 feet long and is designed 
to carry twenty-eight guns. She is also 
titted with three torpedo tubes. Be- 
sides the Japanese officials who have 
been in England for some time, perform- 
ing duties in connection with the con- 
struction of the new ship, '.WO Japanese 
sailors with additional officeis have ar- 
rived here for the purpose of manning 
and navigating her to Japan.

W. Peck is in hot water with the 
Masonic fraternity, and it is within the 
bounds of probability that the "bad boy" 
may be called upon to explain certain 
things in which the fraternity are in- 
terested.

Unfortunately, how- 
ever, later in the proceedings Bishop 
Katzer of Green Bay made a violent at- 
tack upon the Masonic State 
Grand Lodge declaring that it 
originated the Bennett law, that it 
was an unchristian organization whose 
weapons were employed in the interest 
of divorce, free love, the destruction of 
parochial schools and the founding of 
institutions to emancipate women from 
the moral influence of religion. 

Now that these sentiments have gone 
abroad prominent Masons are calling 
upon the mayor to declare whether he 
still adheres to the sentimentaof fulsome 
flattery that he showered on the con- 
vention, and if not, what he intends to 
do about it. So far the "bad boy" has 
made no sign.

THE HA RVAR D PLAN. 

President Adams of Cornell Approves a 
Three Tears' Course. 

Ithaca, N. Y., June 6.— President 
Adams of Cornell university, on being 
asked his opinion of the new movement 
of Harvard, said: "It is impossible to 
speak with perfect assurance. It ap- 
pears, however, to be substantially the 
method which was adopted at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan nearly ten years ago. 
While this scheme had certain merits, it 
had unmistakable faults. One of the 
emoarrassments Harvard has apparently 
tried to avoid by reducing the number 
of courses required for graduation from 
eighteen to sixteen. This will make it 
easier for the student to complete the 
required work in three years, without 
taking so many courses simultaneously 
as to depreciate the quality of his scholar- 
ship. 

"With the scheme of reducing the col- 
lege course to three years I am in hearty 
sympathy. The evil which Harvard by 
its courageous course is attempting to 
avoid is coming to be universally felt. I 
discussed it at length in my report of 
last year; but it seems to me doubtful 
whether the provision added by the 
Harvard faculty, allowing a student to 
graduate when he has completed a given 
number of courses, will not hinder, 
rather than help, the success of the 
movement. The great evil of our pres- 
ent system is the fact that the boys are 
kept so long in the preparatory schools 
and so long in the college course that at 
the time of graduation they are too old 
to begin the study of a profession. The 
consequence is that thousands skip the 
college altogether. An effort that prom- 
ises to rem^y the evil may be regarded 
as an act of educational statesmanship. 
I rejoice that Harvard is making the 
move."

Washington, June 6.— The silver de- 
bate was resumed in the house this 
morning, *tr. Lind of Minnesota, being 
the first speaker. He represented, he 
said, an agricultural district, the farm- 
ers of which were not poor but not 
wholly prosperous; the pressing condi- 
tion being due to the low prices of agri- 
cultural products. 

He believed that prices of producto 
were affected by the amount of money 
on circulation. The increase of circula- 
tion advanced prices and a shrinkage of 
circulation diminished them. The in- 
crease in the purchasing value of gold 
was due to the fact that its production 
was decreasing while its use in the arts 
was increasing. If silver had been al- 
lowed to retain its place as money 
throughout the world, it too, would have 
enhanced in purchasing power. Sliver 
should be restored to it« former position. 
This was demanded by the great mass 
of the American people. 

It was no argument to say that the 
people did not understand the question. 
They did. The people could think and 
reason as well as a member of congress. 
The judgment of the popular mind like 
woman's reasoning, was generally right. 

Commenting on the three measures 
before the bouse, he said that the treas- 
ury bill was the most objectionable. 
Under a friendly secretary it 
might be made useful .'n in- 
creasing the volume of currency, but 
under an unfriendly secretary it might 
be dangerous. Personally he believed 
that the free coinage bill presented not 
only the beet but the quickest way to 
settle the whole question. But he be- 
lieved that it was best to yield some- 
thing, even to prejudice, if by so doing 
legislation almost equally efficacious and 
less objectionable to some classes could 
be secured. Such a measure was the 
republican caucus bill. 



WORKED BY W ASHBURN. 

Senate Commerce Committee Raises Dn- 
luth's Total to $100,000; 

Washington, June 6.— The senate 
commerce committee oonsidered the 
river and harbor bill at some length yes- 
terday. Senator Washburn, a member 
of the committee, submitted an argu- 
ment favoring an increase of the appro- 
priation for the general improvement of 
Dulutb harbor. This argument was suc- 
cesfiful for the committee voted for an 
increase from S80,000 to 8100,000. 

Mr. Washburn said later that he 
hoped to secure an increase of the ap- 
propriation for the improvement of 
.\gate Bay. The house bill fixed the ap- 
propriation at KJO.OOO, but Mr. Wash- 
burn will seek to have it increased to 
850,000. 



Western Sugar Refiners. 

Washington, June 6. — The congres- 
sional committee on ways and means has 
been forced in to a state of siege during the 
past two days by an influential delega- 
tion of the sugar refiners of the West 
and Northwest, and who are anxious to 
secure a rebate on all sugars in stock on 
July l,on which date,according to present 
plans, the tarifT bill is to go into effect. 
It is claimed that if the bill goes into 
effect without a rebate clause on present 
stock there will be a sugar famine, which 
will continue for an indefinate length of 
time, attd that the entire North and 
Southwest will suffer, while the jobbers 
in the East, being close to the refineries, 
will have everything their own way. The 
bill provides for a liberal rebate on to- 
bacco, and the sugar men are unable to 
see why they cannot be similarly 
treated. 

Fees for Officials. 

Washington, June 6. — A member of 
the house said today that one of the re- 
sults of the present investigation by the 
committee on judiciary of the methods 
of United States district attorneys, com- 
missioners and marshals would be the 
preparation of a bill fixing clear and 
definite fees for all coart proceedings, 
providing that no prosecution shall be 
commenced, except in an emergency 
shown in an affidavit, until the United 
States district attorney shall have ap- 
proved of such proceedings, and pre- 
scribing punishment for the violation of 
this law. It is thought that such a 
measure would do much to repress 
existing abuses and relieve the national 
treasury from illegal exactions. 

THE CATH OLIC QUESTION. 

.Separate Schools Knocked Out and An- 
nezatiou Wins In Windsor. 

W1ND.S0R, Ont., June 6. — A parlia- 
mentary election in Canada, in which 
the annexation question was a feature, 
was held yesterday in the North Essex 
riding, of which, this town is the largest 
portion. Sol White, the foremost an- 
nexationist of Canada, was one candi- 
date, opposed by Francis Clery, a strong 
Catholic, and Gaspard Pueand, a native 
Frenchman. 

Religious questions, race prejudices 
and sectional hatred were all arraged 
agninet White, but in spite of it all, he 
carried the riding by over 600 
plurality. His victory is all 
the more significent as he was 
not the nominee of any party, but stood 
alone on his record and well-known prin- 
cipals. White is the chief of the Wy- 
andotte Indians, but to all intents and 
purposes he is a white man and a suc- 
cessful lawyer, his adherents are holding 
high carnival in rejoicing over his elec- 
tion.

LATE REPORTS. 



Some of the Bffects of This Week's 
Storms. 

Dubuque, Iowa, June 6.— The last 
four days have been remarkable for 
great atmospheric disturbances in this 
vicinity. There has been a succession 
of terrific thunder storms, drenching 
rain falls and violent gales of wind. 

Monday a regular cyclone swept west 
in a straight path. On the farm of Hon. 
W. G. Stewart it out a clean sweep ten 
feet .wide through heavy timber, the 
trees being torn from their rooto and 
leveled with the ground. Sweeping on 
it grazed the house of Isaac Dunkley, 
rocking it on its foundation and next 
struck the bam of Mr. Muntz. The 
building was lifted from ite foundation 
and set down a foot out of place. Mrs. 
Muntz, who was standing near by, was 
blown into a barb wire fence and badly 
cut. 

The storm has had a terrible effect on 
the railroads. There have been more 
than a half dozen wrecks in this vicinity 
within four days. Fortunately they 
have all been freight trains. 

A Chicago, Burlington & Northern 
track walker Tuesday night discovered 
that a swelled creek had washed away 
twenty feet of roadbed at Lytle, Wis., 
leaving the tracks undisturbed. He got 
out his lights and torpedoes just in time 
to save a passenger train. 

Two men were killed Monday night on 
a Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City 
on a freight train which went into a 
washout near here. Two passenger 
trains just behind were stopped with 
flags. 

FLOOD S IN ON TARIO. 

A Very Disastrous Flood In the Thriving 
town ur Barrle. 

Barrie, Ont, June 6.— The most dis- 
astrous flood that ever visited this town, 
took place today in consequence of two 
days' rain. The main drain caved in and 
it was of no use in hurrying away the 
tremendous flow that came down from 
the hills along the road like immense 
rivers. All the streets in the central 
portion of the town were completely 
submerged and the principal business 
thoroughfares presented an awful sight 
last evening. 

The water was fully two feet deep and 
many stores were flooded. The streete 
in the vicinity of five point are washed 
away to a depth of from six to eight feet. 
The chasm at present is fully fifty feet 
wide. The vast body of water which 
rushed down, carried everj thing in its 
path to the bay. The railway track is 
washed away and traffic is blocked. A 
number of freight cars were washed into 
the bay. The rainfall was phenomenal. 
At noon the loss to the town was esti- 
mated at about $50,000. 

IN N EW Y ORK. 

The Storms of Last Night Widespread and 
Damaging. 

New York, June 6.— The terrific 
thunder storms of last evening through- 
out the night and till long after day- 
break seem to have been widespread. 
From all pointe of the compass and 
from hundreds of miles away come 
stories of floods and havoc by lightning 
and high winds. Several lives were lost. 
In and about the city several buildings 
were struck and burned, houses un- 
roofed and fences and trees laid pros- 
trate. 

At Elmyra the most terrific thunder 
storm of the year prevailed yesterday 
afternoon and last evening. The house 
of James A. Ward was struck by light- 
ning and burned. At Waverly, N. Y., 
there was a cloud-burst, and the streets 
and cellars were flooded, doing much 
damage. The Erie tracks were also 
covered for a time. 



SEVER AL INJ URED. 

A Baltimore & Ohio Official's Car Goes 
Orer a Trestle. 

Baltimore, Md., J une 6.— A telegram 
received at the offices of the Baltimore & 
Ohio railroad this morning states that 
engine 177 and private car 703 were 
wrecked about 255 miles soDth of Ben- 
wood, on the Ohio River road last night. 
The car rolled over the trestle work and 
injured the following: Mr. Hunter, 
bruised, chest and heml injured; C. L. 
Williams, superintendent of the Ohio 
River road, badly bruised about the body 
and two colored porters slightly injured. 
The car was badly damaged. 

In addition to the injured reported 
above, J. A. Hunter, division engineer 
Baltimore & Ohio, was seriously hurt in- 
wardly, and J. F. Legge of the Baltimore 
& Ohio, who is perhaps the worst in- 
jured, with a broken arm and several 
severe flesh wounds. H. W. Williams of 
the Ohio River railroad, was on the train 
and received severe wounds, but was 
able to go to the nearest telegraph office 
and send news to this city. "The injured 
are doing as well as could be expected. 

Lightning Kills Several. 
Charleston, W. Va., June 6.— Light- 
ning did some terrible work at the Pio- 
neer coal works, six miles above this city, 
at 9 o'clock this morning. During a 
heavy storm a stroke of lightning struck 
the Pioneer Coal company's barn, killing 
Tom Hicks, stable boss; Sumner Stephen- 
son, a colored boy, and partially paralyz- 
ing Wm. Dills, the company's store su- 
perintendent, and a boy by the name of 
Dick Alexander. Stephenson's clothes 
were ignited by the lightning. Dills 
and Alexander will recover, but narrowly 
escaped instant death. The bam was 
slightly injured. 

At Oreenwood, Ontario. 
Greenwood, Ont., June 6. — The roost 
disastrous freshet ever known here oc- 
curred last night, for the past two 
nights terrific thunder storms have 
raged and the waters were high. The 
climax was reached when four small 
dams north of this place gave way. 
Roads were submerged, cellars flooded, 
bridges carried away, and telegraph 
wires broken. Timber and trees along 
the line in all directions were destroyed. 
A number of cattle and horses were car- 
ried away . 

Knocked Out a Postoffloe. 

Pittsburgh, June 6. — During a heavy 
thunder storm this morning the post- 
office building at Goff, Pa., was struck 
by lightning and completely demolished 
and Postmaster Henry was seriously 
but not fatally injured. At Tarentum, 
Pa., the bell tower of the Cumbertand 
Presbyterian church was struck and de- 
molished but DO one was hurt. In this 
city the storm was very heavy but no 
serious damage was reported. 

standard Swallows Them. 

New York, June 6. — There is every 
prospect that at an early date the con- 
trol of the four largest oil producing 
companies, which own territory in Penn- 
sylvania and West Virginia, will pass 
into the hands of the Standard trust in- 
teresta The companies are the Forrest, 
Union, Anchor and Washington, to 
gether with the smaller interests at- 
tached to them.

WITHIN OULUTH-8 REACH. 

R«cent particular inquiriea in the East 
bring out clearly the drift of manufac- 
turing and supply in leading lines from 
the East to the center of the country. 
Take the line of paints for example. It 
was not many years ago when the Cen- 
tral and Western markets obtained their 
supplies from the East. Today in New 
England and the Middle states, the chief 
supply houses are thankful that they are 
holding their own home market and 
have practically abandoned the attempt 
to cover the Central and Western field. 
The leading house in Boston is acting as 
the agent of Western manufacturers and 
obtaining its supplies very largely from 
St Louis, Chicago and Detroit Only 
in the case of specialties is competition 
in this field practicable, and branch 
eetablishmetts have commonly been dis- 
continued as hopeless. 

The general expert opinion in the East 
is that Duluth must look for branch es- 
tablishments to the central cities ranged 
about her.

This unbiased judg- 
ment confirms the prudence and 
business insight of the com- 
ing manufacturer whose enterprise 
has been fully noted in this paper. 

It is thought that a dry goods jobbing 
house here should do well.but the estab 
liflhment of a general cloth and 
clothing jobbing house is not 
judged profitable at present Di- 
rect personal application is very 
strongly recommended as by far the 
best means of securing removals and es- 
tablishments here, and a prompt can- 
vass of firms burned out or likely to 
shift their ground for more favorable 
points of business. To attract active 
interest in this city as a trade center, it 
is recommended that application to any 
house which may be likely to locate 
here independently or by branch should 
be accompanied by a sheaf of actual 
orders from customers here, which an 
intelligent canvasser for this distinct 
purpose might readily obtain. This 
would bring indifferent interest to the 
point of attentive and obliged con- 
sideration at once. 

The Herald proposes to test the worth 
of this latest recommendation at once, as 
it comes from men of the foremost busi- 
ness standing. A leading manufacturer 
and jobber has been examining the 
opening here, and is already favorably 
impressed with it The Herald intends 
to rivet his interest and secure a branch 
location here at least by an exact and 
extended report of the situation con- 
firmed by sample orders, and a member 
of The Herald's staff will be detailed to 
make this report and canvass for orders.

Lieut Geo. W. Bristol, editor of The 
Guardsman: Therearesome individually 
fine companies in the Minnesota uiilitia, 
but its great defect is lack of brigade or- 
ganization and drill. This would prove 
a great defect if ever the entire militia 
should be called out for action. This is 
one reason for the lack of esprit du corps 
in your militia. 

K. S. Munger: I heard the Strauss 
orchestra in the auditorium Wednesday 
evening.

ness to accede to their request. 

Judge Ensign: There is no doubt 
that the chamber of commerce is doing 
a grand work for the city and ought to 
be sustained. Those people who think 
that interest in the chamber is on the 
decline should bear in mind that there 
never was an influential chamber of 
commerce which was not built upon the 
ruins of a dozen others. This one is. 
The St Paul chamber is a good illustra- 
tion. 

Prominent citizen: I am afraid Du- 
luth will suffer at the hands of some of 
our census enumerators, and when the 
census report is issued will not be quoted 
correctly. I am informed upon reliable 
authority that some of the enumerators, 
in their eagerness to cover their territory 
quickly and make as much money as 
possible, are not asking all the questions 
or getting all the information required 
by law. I was informed this morning 
that an enumerator called at the resi- 
dence of a gentleman residing on Fourth 
street and, after asking a few questions 
concerning him and his wife, departed 
leaving four children unaccounted for 
and without asking for other valuable 
information. I have the name and ad- 
dress of the family alluded to. Such 
work is certainly detrimental to Du- 
luth's best interests, and should be 
stopped. Of course, I am aware that the 
enumerators haven't a financial snap, 
but having accepted it they should do 
thoroughly the work required of them. 
Kiither than have Duluth grossly mis- 
represented, the city or the Chamber of 
Commerce should be allowed to offer ad- 
ditional inducements.

When actually in camp a 
fee of 31.50 per diem is paid, and out of 
this rations must be provided.

Eaatern Furniture Factory 
Finally Settled. 

Readers of The Herald will recollect 
that about the last of March it an- 
nounced the expected location here of a 
large furniture factory. The deal which 
brinifs this new industry to Duluth has 
been finally closed, and work on a factory 
to employ 150 men will be^in at once in 
West Duluth. 

The company which will locate here 
already does a thriving business in the 
East, and a market for its product is 
found m nearly every large city in the 
country. The plant to be built in West 
Duluth is an extensive one, and will cost 
over $1:25,000. A specialty will be made 
of common house f uruishings, but tine 
grades will also be manufactured. The 
company receives from Duluth capital- 
its a small bonus and a site, the latter 
between the Grassy Point and the 
Hunter and Markell additions, and near 
the St. Paul and Duluth railway, and 
tbe fajtorj- will, it is expected, be turn- 
ing out its product by December.

LiONDON, June 6.— [By cable to The 
Herald.]— This was the fourth and last 
day ot the Epsom summer meeting. 
Next to the Derby, the principal race of 
the meeting, tbe Oaks stakes of 4000 
sovereigns for 3-year-old fillies was run 
today. It was won by the Duke of 
Portland's brown filly Memoir, by St. 
Simon out of Quiver. Chevalier Ginis- 
trellies' brown filly Signorina, by St. 
Simon out of Star of Portici, wasseoond, 
and Mr. J. H. Hou Ids worth bay filly 
Ponza by Springfield out of Napoli, 
third. There were seven starters. The 
race for the .\corn stakes was won by 
Romanee, Gavotte was second and Jes- 
samy third. 

The English agriculturists, who bear 
the burden of supporting the established 
clergy in the way of tithes on their pro 
duct, are very restless under the burden, 
and not at all satisfied with the govern- 
ment bill transferring the payment on 
rent charge from the tenant to the land- 
lord; what they want is a revolution of 
the tithe, the circumstances under 
which tithes were valued in 183(3, and 
the high prices then established being 
very unsatisfactory now. The farmers 
seem inclined to join in the clamor lor j 
disestablishment, but so far they content 
themselves with declining to approve 
the government bill and calling for re- 
adjustment. The action of the house of 
commons in committee last night, how- 
ever in rejecting a proposal to revise the 
tithe system to meet the altered agri- 
cultural condition, will doubtless induce 
them to join the ranks of the howlers for 
disestablish ment 

The Chronicle this morning offers 
another installment of advice to the gov- 
ernment in retrard to Africa, its article 
being directly antagonistic to the sug- 
gestions contained in the presumably 
inspired article in the Times on the 
same subject. "The only honest and 
patriotic course for Lord SaUsbury to 
pursue, says the Chronicle, "is to stop 
his treatings with Germany with refer- 
ence to the respective spheres of influ- 
ence of Germany and England in Africa 
without delay, and see to it that British 
traders in east .-Vfrica re-occupy the po- 
sitions from which the premier has 
evicted them through his desire to con- 
ciliate Germany. The spectacle of En- 
gland turning her back upon English- 
men while assuming an attitude of sup- 
plication toward Germany, is one that 
the people of Great Britain are not ac- 
customed to, and are not inclined to en 
courage continuance of." 

Considerable indignation is be- 
ing expressed over the dis- 
covery that Arthur Newton, the lawyer 
now undergoing a sentence of six weeks' 
imprisonment is being treated as a first- 
class misdemeanant, being allowed to 
wear his own clothes, buy his own food, 
use the warden's ofllce and receive visi- 
tors at will. 

Newton pleaded guilty to an attempt 
to frustrate the ends of justice by smug- 
gling out of the country some of the 
leading witnesses in the nortorious 
Clerkenwell street scandal, and furnished 
the funds by which the man Hammond, 
the principal in the affair, was enabled 
to fly first to Belgium and thence to the 
United States. Newton's slick methods 
in fact prevented the collection of evi- 
dence against the noble debauchees to 
whose vile tastes he pandered, and hia 
present lenient treatment confirms the 
prevalent idea that the authorities are 
doing their level best to consign the 
scandal to oblivion. 

It is probable that the matter may yet 
be made the subject of keen inquiry in 
the house of commons, although it seems 
more than hojieiees to get beneath the 
veil of mystery with which the scandal 
shrouded.

selves. Last summer Mrs. Harrison 
spent some time with Mrs. McKee and 
her children as Iho guest of Postmaster 
Greneral Wauamaker in a cottage at 
Cape May Point. Mrs. Ilarrisou en- 
joyed herself so thoroughly during this 
brief visit to the seaside that she was 
profuse in her acknowledgement of Mr. 
Wanamaker's hospitality. 

When the anouuncement was recently 
made that Mrs. Harrison and the rest of 
the family would not go to Deer Park 
this summer but that they intended to 
spend their vacation by the seaside, 
the postmaster recalled Mrs. Harrison's 
enjoyment on the Jersey coast last sum- 
mer. The result of this was that today 
Editor McKean, of the Philadelphia 
Ledger, accompanied by Mr. Waua- 
maker, called upon Mrs. Harrism at the 
White house. There, Mr. McKean, on 
on behalf of a cumber of subficribers to 
the gift, presented Mrs. Harrison with 
the deed and keys to the cottage at Cape 
■May Point, where she enjoyed herself 
last summer. Mrs. Harrison was over- 
come by surprise, fcshe is, however, 
greatly delighted with the gift and is es- 
pecially proud because of the fact that 
this is the tirst piece of real estate she 
has ever owned in her own name. 

The cottage is an old-fashioned build- 
ing, coutaing about twenty rooms, and it 
it probable that Mrs. Harrison will visit 
Cape May Point in a week or two to in- 
spect her new possession and make prep- 
aration for residing there during the 
summer. As the impression grows that 
congress will not adjourn until Septem- 
ber the probability grows tiiat the. presi- 
dent himself will be compelled to remain 
in Washington during ruost of the hot 
weather Thus it Ijecuuies doubly pleas- 
ant to know that the ladies of the fami- 
ly will • be able to escuije the heat of 
Washington summer. 

Silver for llu> People. 

WASHiNfiTON, June 7. — Before the be- 
ginning of the debate in the house on 
the silver bill, at the request of Mr. Pay- 
son, of Illinois, Mr. Couger, of Iowa, in 
charge of the bill, moditied his suksti- 
tute so as to provide that the treasury 
notes issued in pursuance of the bill 
shall be a legal tender in payment of all 
debts, public and pritrate, striking out 
the following words: "Except where 
otherwise e-xpreasiy stipulated in the 
contract." Mr. Payson said that he real- 
ize<l that the substitute would in sub- 
stance pass this body, and. it would be 
done in obedience to public sentiment, 
which he believetl to he universally in 
favor of a larger use of silver as a money 
metal and of a further increase of the 
currency of the country. 

If the government used silver at all it 
should be used as a money metal and 
not as a commodity. He was opposed to 
the substitute because of that, but he 
expected to give it his support in this 
contingency. He hoped that an oppor- 
tunity would be given to strike out tlie 
bullion redemption feature. This bill 
was bound to be considered at the other 
end of the capital. It would be amended 
there and the house would have an op- 
portunity to vote on the amendments. 

Mr. Bynum, of Indiana: Suppose it 
is not amended? 

Mr. Payson — Prom assurances I have 
from another place I have no more 
doubt of that than that I am here. 

Mr. Williams of Illinois— Suppose 
they should be controlled as you are? 

Mr. Payson—But they cannot be. 
There is no previous question and no 
special order there. (Laughter.) Re- 
ferring to a remark made yesterday by 
Mr. Walker of Massachusetts, to the 
effect that in caucus he (Mr. Payson) 
stated that he would support 
the bill because his seat would 
depend upon it. He expressed his re- 
gret that the gentlemen had permitted 
that remark to go into the record. The 
gentleman ought to know that he had in 
caucus uttered but one opinion in regard 
to this bill, and that was that 91)9 out of 
every 1000 of his constituents were op- 
posed to it, and that if he should sup- 
port it as their representative it would 
cost him his seat. Could the gentleman 
understand the difference between duty 
and policy? [applause]. He was heie 
representing constituents who had hon- 
ored him with four successive elections. 
He believed as they believed in the 
principles of the republican party, 
and he said in the presence of the 
house and of the country that 
t>i)0 caucus would never comijel hitn to 
misrepresent the pe<jple he represented. 
[Applause.) Mr. Payson then pnxseeded 
to criticise the silver policy of the last 
four administrations.

So Say the Newfouudlanders, and They 
will Erect Fortitii-ationii. 

St. John, N. B., June 7.— Leading citi- 
zens say they feel that the first step 
taken by the government of Newfound- 
land in sending delegates to England to 
present the case of the islanders had 
been a succesa The next step^ will 
probably be the organization of a volun- 
teer force and the erection of fortifica- 
tions.

The newspapers are more 
outspoken on the subject than are the 
delegates. The St. John's Herald says 
England must tight France or abandon 
her British-American positions. 

No More Uoxlnirat Ann Arbor. 

Ann Akbok, Mich., June 7, — The state 
university faculty has taken another 
step in its aggreasive policy toward the 
students. As a result of the hotly con- 
testevi sparring at the field day sports 
recently, Farr, Fransen and Glidden, the 
men who entered the ring, have been 
prohibited from any more contests of 
the kind. This, however, is not aimed 
directly at the students in question, as 
it is intended that boxing will hence- 
forth be excluded from the list of events 
at the regular field day sports. The stu- 
dents are angry at the action because 
they say it was not the students, but the 
visiting athletic men, who gave the pun- 
ishment. The reason given for the de- 
cision is that the measure taken was 
necessary, owing to the attitude of the 
press on the subject. 

Why Didn't They hhoot? 
BuRLiNdTON, June 7. — Last evening a 
tough character named Olin Smith got 
into a quarrel with the driver of a beer 
wagon. When an officer attempted to 
arrest him, he retreated to a barber shop 
where he fought desperately, felling the 
officer with a chair. A second officer 
rushed in, but was kicked in the ab- 
domen and so badly injured that he is 
confinetl to his bed. Bystanders at- 
tempted to assist the officers, but were 
driven off by the desperado who made 
his escape. 

Big Damage— None Killed. 

Des Moines, Iowa, June 7. — A collision 
and wreck occurred on the Des Moines 
union railway track between Wabash 
and Chicago, St. Paul & Kansas City pas- 
senger trains. The Wabash engine was 
badly wrecked and the rear end of the 
Kansas City coach demolished. The 
passengers were badly shaken up, but 
none of them injured. A Wabash brake- 
man had his hand badly hurt and the 
tracks were blocked for several hours. 
The loss is not far from 8100,000.

The day was 
spent in dancing and athletic amuse- 
ments. 

Shot His Father. 

Hi RON, S. D., June 7. — Last evening 
Mr. Handley, editor of The Huron Her- 
ald-Democrat, was engaged in putting 
down a carpet in his house wnen he had 
occasion to rebuke his son Fred, a lad of 
16 years. The boy instantly drew a 
small revolver and shot his father fatally 
in the back of the head. Examination 
showed that the bullet had penetrated 
the base of the skull. The boy was ar- 
rested and is now in jail awaiting his 
trial. 

Would Militarize the Coa«t, 
Berlin, June 7. — A letter from Maj. 
Wissraan has been received here, in 
which he states that the presence of 
cruisers on the east coast of Africa is 
not sufficient to stop the slave trade that 
is being carried on. Maj. Wissman holds 
that the only effectual way to put a stop 
to the slave trade is to establish military 
garrisons at different points along the 
fioast. 

"A Great Battle." 

New York, June 7.— Clem Denning of 
New York and Dan Corbett of Brooklyn, 
both middleweights, fought near Coney 
Island this morning, according to Lon- 
don prize ring rules, for a purse of 8300 
and 8200 a side. Denning won, afier a 
great battle of twenty-three rounds. 
Two hundred persons witnessed the 
sight.

London, June 7.— The admiralty court 
today handed down a decision awarding 
£7,500 to the British steamer Aldersgate 
and £t>00 to the American steamer Ohio 
for the services they rendered to the In- 
man line steamer City of Paris in towing 
her to Queenstown after the breaking 
down of her machinery in mid-ocean 
last March.

"Part of the 820,000,000 raised by the 
recent bond issue will be expended in 
extending the Zenith City Short Line 
into Duluth, the establishment or ter- 
minals and the building of warehouses 
and docks.

SOME O FFICIA L LOVES. 

The Tuagh Story of Kins Milan and Hl» 
Prime Minister. 

London, June 7.— The application 
filed by M. Christich, formerly prime 
minister of Servia, and later Servian 
minister to Berlin, for a divorce from his 
wife, Artemesia, has caused considerable 
surprise, not, however, because of any 
belief that his petition his groundless, 
but ratber that he should at this late 
day take action that any self-respecting 
man in his well known position would 
have resorted to years ago. 

It is a matter of notoriety that the 
particular advancement on M. Christich 
and his retention of the several high 
poeitions to which he was raised were 
based solely upon his acquiescence in 
the scandalous relations existing between 
his wife and his sovereign. King Milan, 
and it is also equally well known that 
his social and finally his official ostra- 
cism in Berlin was due to his pecuhar 
notion of his rights as a husbana. Fur- 
thermore, no part of Europe is in ignor- 
ance of the fact that l£ne. Christich 
finally left the husband to whom she had 
never been true to live openly with 
Milan, who was compelled to abdicate 
his throne by the clamor against his 
profligacy. It was King Milan's rela- 
tions with Mme. Christich too that 
formed the basis of Queen Natalie's suit 
for divorce. 

Yet with all these proofs M. Christich 
merely alleges an ungovernable temper 
on the part of his wife and her final de 
sertion of his home as the grounds upon 
which he petitions for separation. Ex- 
Queen Natalie is too keenly incensed 
against the unfaithful father of her son 
the present King of Servia to allow an 
opportunity for revenge to go by, and it 
is expected that she will contribute very 
largely to the sensational character of 
the revelations of the proceedings in M. 
Christich's action. 

THE L OTTER Y"BiLL. 

Text of the Blood-Money Bill to Be In- 
troduced Next Monday. 

Baton Rouge, La., June 7.- The text 
of the proposed lottery amendment has 
been made public under the following 
caption: .\n act providing for the sub- 
mission to the electors of the state for 
the adoption or rejection of an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the state by 
inserting therein: "An article on levees, 
schools, charities, pensions, drainage and 
lotteries." If adopted, said amendment 
shall read: "In the aid of levees, schools, 
charities, pensions and drainage." The 
proposed amendment embraces a con- 
tract between the state and John A. 
Morris, and associates under which for 
lottery privileges for twenty-five years 
from Jan. 1, 1894. Morris & Co. agree to 
pay the state 825,000,000, or 11,000,000 per 
annum, payable quarterly. 

Provision is also made for the expend- 
iture of the money to be received by the 
state anually as follows: Public schools, 
8:^,000; levees, 8350,000; charities and 
pensions, 8200,000; City of New Orleans, 
for drainage and sanitary purposes, 8100,- 
000. The measure will be introduced on 
Monday next.

WANT A NEW ROAD. 

Tbe Profit for More Kailwayii to the Iron 
Ranse Pointed Out. 

To the Editor of The Herald. 

The following article taken from The 
Manufacturing Record of Baltimore, 
May 24, will we trust add still more Id- 
terest to the already interesting articles 
of The Herald on the iron business on 
the Vermilion and Mesabi ranges: 

"'The rapid development of the iron ore 
dep<}sits of the Lake Superior region 
and more especially the Vermilion and 
Gogebic ranges entitles this wonderful 
region to rank among the phenomena of 
this remarkable industrial era. The 
history of the Vermilion range tells of 
an enterprise even more bold in its con- 
ception and execution than the develop- 
ments of the Gc^ebic region. 
Over dfteen years ago the late 
Charlemagne Tower of Philadelphia, 
learned ^through George C. Stone of 
Duluth) of the existence of rich iron de- 
posits in the vicinity of Vermilion lake. 
The country was a tangled wildecness, a 
trackless forest, in which exploration 
was a dilUcult undertaking, but in 1875 
Mr. Tower seat experts up into that re- 
gion to make a thorough examination 
of all the ore property. Upon the 
strength of ihelr favorable report he 
purchased 20,000 acres of land near Ver- 
million lake, and a few years later he 
set about building a railroad through 
the wiKlemees down to the shore of 
Lake Superior at Two Harbors, a dis- 
tance of seventy miles, and thence along 
the shore twenty-six milee further to 
Duluth. The cost of this railroad was 
enormous and its construction was the 
work of many months for a fon^ of 1500 
men. 

"It was not untU July 31, 1884, that 
the first train load of ore came doVn 
from the Tower mines over the new Du- 
luth & Iron Range railroad to Two Har- 
bors, from which point it was shipped to 
Cleveland by barge. The shipments for 
the tirsi year a>{gregated t>2,124 tons. 
Last year the Vermilion range yielded 
844,7!>2 tuns, and the total output up to 
the beginning of this season was '2,.'M2,- 
991 tons, of a market value of over ili,- 
000,0(X>. In June. 1887, Mr. Tower dis- 
posed of his holdings of Vermilion ore 
property and his railroad to a syndicate 
for ««,250,000." 

You will notice in the above article 
that the shipments from the Vermilion 
range la-it year were 844,782 tons of ore, 
and all this from the Tower and Chand- 
ler mines, and all carried over the Iron 
Range railroad. I again quote from 
same article: ".\8 a train of forty or 
fiftv ore cars is handled by about three 
to five men, and the ore docks are so 
constructed that the ore is emptied from 
the bottom of the cars into pockets and 
then from the pockets into the vessels 
without manual labor, it can be readily 
seen that the expenses of such traffic are 
very light and the profits correspond- 
ingly good. Then there is a large trafiic 
in otber directions, as there is an im- 
mense amount of freight to be shipped 
into the mining regions. .\s a rule the 
regions surrounding the mine workings 
are productive of nothing but iron ore 
and the transportation of supplies for the 
large population of the mining district 
forms in itself a large volume of busi- 



As all know we have but one railway 
to the iron range, let us see, what the 
ore traffic alone has paid that road, to 
say nothing of their enormous lumber 
and general freight traffic. The ore ship- 
ments, as already stated, were 844,782 
tons for last year, which at 90 
cents a ton gives a total of |760;308.80. 
If we add to this j5220,000 for the passen- 
ger traffic we have a grand total 1980,- 
303.80. We regret we cannot give the 
figures on the lumber and general 
freight traffic. In the face of these 
facta, why have we not another railroad 
to our ranges? or whv do our railroad 
oombinee hesitate to enter into compe- 
tition for this large trade which can be 
doubled in amount within one year 
after an assurance is given of a new 
road. It is a well-known fact that 
within sixty-five miles of Duluth on the 
Mesabi range, ore in large deposits has 
been developed by the Mountain Range 
Iron company, and that too, on a direct 
route to the iron range. It is equally 
well known that there is sufficient pine 
lumber along the route to almost, if not 
entirely, pay for the road in 
freight traffic. Again more than 
twenty really first - class prop- 
erties on the V^ermilion range are 
only waiting the starting of another 
road before commencing active opera- 
tions, and the owners are all willing to 
enter into traffic contracts with the new 
road. All over the great Northwest we 
have a reaching out of new railroads ex- 
tending through trackless forests and 
unbroken prairies, whose future divi- 
dends depend almost entirely on the set- 
tlements to be made in the ''sweet bye 
and bye," when the forests shall disap- 
pear and the prairies "blossom as the 
rose," before the hardy fnjntier settler. 
Even the South is banding her surface 
with a network of stieel rails, through 
mountain gorge, and over cedar swamps, 
to reach iron ore, that requires from two 
and one-half to three tons to make one 
ton of iron or steel, while our Vermilion 
and Mesabi ores re^juire less than two 
tons of ore to make one ton of steel. 
Then on with the Duluth 4 Northwest- 
ern railroad or some other road that will 
give the ranges competition, relief, sure 
Bhipments and no monopoly. H. B.

We can only give a general outline of 
the condition of the mine, for although 
we walked and climbed a good many 
miles, no attempts could be made to 
visit all the rooms and stopes.

A Funny Inci<lent ot the American Ban- 
quet to .Stanley. 

London, June 7, -In a speech at the 
Stanley banquet Surgeon Parke, in sing- 
ing the praises of bis chief, happened to 
remark that when Stanley was ill, dur- 
ing the march, he said: "Doctor, run 
up the stars and stripes to cheer me; let 
me at least die beneath the shadow of 
the American flag." This anecdote 
made the Britishers look glum, but 
Stanley's face ware a quizzical express- 
ion. 

This remark of Parke's, taken in con- 
nection with the obstinate silence of 
Stanley in the face of obvious attempts 
by the English to induce him to 
make a declaration "under which flag," 
and also in view of his recent severe crit- 
icisms upon England's African policy, 
gives good ground for the growing be- 
lief that Stanley has determined to 
transfer his allegiance and other services 
to other than British interests. His 
veiled praise of Germany's aggressive- 
ness in opening up new fields for her 
commerce may perhaps be taken as an 
indication that he would not object to 
entering the service of Emperor William, 
for whom he is known to posees great 
admiration.

Recover the Money. 

Meriden, Conn., June 4. — A curious 
plot came to light in this city today. In 
a little village in Russia some three or 
four months ago there lived a poor fam- 
ily named Meaks, consisting of the 
father, daughter and two sons. The 
daughter was a handsome young woman 
and had many admirers. In this same 
village lived a rich man named Lapeu, 
who had a son who was infatuated with 
the poor man's daughter, and wanted to 
marry her.

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A TEST CASE. 

Secretary Windom is now considering 
s test case made up and submitted by 
mutual agreement for bis decision, de- 
termining the right of the department 
to station American customs' officers in 
Canadian ports to bond and seal mer- 
chandise there, and covering the general 
question of authority to ship grain and 
merchandise into this country free of 
duty in cars loaded and bonded in 
Canada, This is a case of high import- 
ance to Duluth and all other points on 
the great lakes. 

Tlie practice complained of grew out 
of an application of the Grand Trunk 
railway several years ago for the priv i- 
le^e of loading its cars with American 
grain and other products at Port Samia 
in Canada. The reason given for such a 
ooQceesion was the fact that there were 
no elevators, caAb yards or other 
facilities for doii^'the business of its 
line on the American side. With the 
understanding tbat the arrangement 
was to be only temporary until suitable 
facilities were provided at Port Huron 
on the American side, the application 
was granted, and a customs officer sta 
tioned at Port Samia and authorized to 
seal and bond cars there. 

No objection would have been raised 
to ibis temporary arrangement, but its 
continuance for years and subsequent 
extensions are now vigocousiy de- 
nounced. Port Huron men put up ele- 
vators at a cost of over $500,000 to 
accommodate the Grand Trunk railway 
and the road itself put up large flour 
sheds at the same point, but when it 
found that the privilege of bonding at 
Sarnia was not revoked, it suffered its 
Huron sheds to lie empty and made no 
use of the Huron elevators. In fact it 
has gone so far as to refuse the 
its cars to these elevators even 
filled without its aid. 

Meanwhile its business on the Cana- 
dian side at Port Sarnia has grown very 
greatly. Grain shipped from Chicago is 
run into its elevators, reshipped by the 
road and brought into the United States 
tree of duty. So too with tiour, cattle 
and other merchandise. If the cars 
were loaded and bonded on the Amer- 
ican side, the products shipped from this 
side would go to Port Huron and other 
.American ports. It is the interest of ail 
American ports to hold the business 
property passing through them and not 
to suffer this unnatural diversion in the 
interest of Canada. We hope the treas- 
ury department will put a stop to this 
practice without nee<}les8 delay. 
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If you don't see what you want in The 
Herald today, ask .for it.

The control of the grounds is re- 
served to him and his family for life, but 
the grounds will be open to the public 
under proper restrictions, and after the 
death of Mr. Barney and his wife the 
property will revert absolutely to the 
city. This form of gift avoids possible 
question of will, and was so made inten- 
tentionally. Forest Park will be greatly 
improved and Springtield greatly ad- 
vantaged.

From an article in the June Century 
on "Track Athletics in America," by 
Walter Camp, we quote as follows: "The 
fastest running thus far done by any 
amateur for UK) yards from a standstill 
18 ten seconds, and if one may believe 
the best authorities in the way of sport- 
ing journals, amateur runners have been 
"P^'i^up this limit occasionally ever 
mnce 1868, but not one has passed 'it In 
that twenty -odd years some eight .\meri- 
Mn amateurs and an equal number of 
liinglishmen have dashed down the track 
m the even time of ten seconds, while 
hundreds have run the course in the 
next fraction of a second. This record 
was made first in London in 1868, and 
last m Detroit in 1889. 
_ "Some time that ten-second record will 
oe beaten, and it will be a story worth 
the tellicg if one has seen it done. 
JNaturally, the hfth of a second by which 
tuis coming champion wdl dash into 
prominence will not be appreciable to 
the eye of the best of judges. Just the 
slightest movement lees of the tine split 
second-hand on the watehes of timers, 
and some man will be famoua When 
one thinks that these sprinters, as they 
are called, go at the rate of thirty feet a 
second, he realizes something of the 
meaning of the term "dash" as applied 
to the short-distance races. From a 
quarter of a mile down the races are run 
at the top of the man's speed, but the 
half mile, mile and above require the 
husbanding of strength and proper put- 
ting forth of just enough to run out the 
entire distance at the beet uniform 
speed. The walking requires a more ac- 
curate idea of the rules to make it of the 
most interest to the average spectator 
This feeling is but human, and it often 
seems to take possession of the contest- 
ants themselves, as one may see from the 
occasional warnings given by the judge."

A Duluth Pastor on the Baptist 

Conference; Some 

Notes 



Of the Y. M. C. A. and Y. P. S. 

C. E.Work; Intelligence 

Locally. 



Tk HE Baptist people of Amer- 
ica hare a deep-seated feeling 
of satisfactioQ at tbe outcome 
of the Maj meeting in Chica^. 
Not only was much routine work done 
and extensive plans laid for the future, 
but the reports of the several secretaries, 
representing different branches of church 
work, revealed results at once pleasing 
and surprising. 

"Of the 1100,000 contributed by John 
D. Rockefeller to the Education society 
two years ago," said Pastor McClelland 
who has just returned from Chicago, 
"as a working capital,^7,000 has been ex- 
pended as a nucleus for the founding 
of colleges and seminaries and 
has been tbe means of the collection of 
additional sums aggregating nearly ^500,- 
000. Dr. Galusba Anderson, ex-presi- 
tlent of the old Chicago university, is 
authority for the statement that in the 
educational field alone the Baptists have 
already invested in the United States 
the sum of ^20,00O,(X)0. The event of 
the meetings, however, was the an- 
nouncement of the Education society, at 
present less than two years old, that the 
founding of the projected Chicago uni- 
versity was now assured. The tirst im- 
pulse towards this memorable achieve- 
ment came in tbe munificent offer of 
lilockfelier, who gave J600,000 for that 
purpose if the Baptists would raise $400,- 
tlOO more by June 1, and the additional 
offer of an eligible site, valued at 1100,- 
000, by Mr. Marshall Field, coupled with 
dimilar conditions. 

"The site, a ten-acre tract, is adjacent 
to South Park, on the lake shore, a 
superb location. The institution is to be 
permanently under the auspices of the 
Baptists, without denominational lines 
and open to all classes. 

*^his instance is the first on record 
where an educational institution has 
been founded by contributions from the 
people at large, for subscriptions were 
received from every state and territory 
in the Union, and nearly every country 
on the globe. As a business venture the 
university will be a great thing for Chi- 
cago, and with that in view the citizens 
contributed right royally. The Stand- 
ard club, a Hebrew literary and aocial 
order, ia represented in the list with 
127,000. The Chicago churches also 
gave jKr33,00<3 to the fund. In addition 
to this, Dr. George C. Lorimer, of Im- 
manual church, Chicago, states that a 
well known gentleman offers condition- 
ally $-Jo,000 for the foundfng of a prepar- 
atory academy."

Says The Advance, the Congregational 

Weekly of the central West: The church 

at Duluth is one of the well organized 
churches that are being happily educa- 
ted into an all around interest and par- 
ticipation in all enterprises. This 
naturally put it into vital and inspiring 
sympathy with the best thoughts and 
movements of the time. A year or two 
ago, having just completed a new and 
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tistica For the four years immediately 
preceding 1886 8955 were added to 
churches on confession. During the^ 
last four years 18,008 were added, a gain 
of over lOO per cent. It is certainly fair 
to ascribe some of this great increase to 
the influence of the Christian Endeavor. 
Every other condition in these churches, 
was the stme before 1886 as after. The 
same results will be found in other de- 
nominations and other sections. 

The Christian Endeavor society of the 
Congregational church has leceived a 
very interesting letter from its protege 
in Japan. Miss Fuyu Ashibayaka, who 
is in the training school, and will grad- 
uate in two years. In it she says 
naively, that the school is divided into 
four grades according to scholarship. 
"Some are first class, some second, some 
third and some fourth. I am first class." 
The society is assured it has a first-class 
representative. 



S. G. Conaughy, general secretary of 
the Worcester. Mass., V. M. C. A., has ac- 
cepted the call extended by the Y. M. C. 
A. of this city, and will become its per- 
manent secretary from the second week 
in July. His brother is a representative 
of young men's christian work at Madras, 
India. Mr. Conaughy comes exception- 
ally well recommended, and the direc- 
tors feel that they have made money by 
waiting. 

The last number of The Outlook, the 
oflicial publication of the local Y. M. C. 
A., shows a falling off in attendance at 
the gymnasium for the month. It is 
easily explained by the weather, which 
has drawn off the young men to the har- 
bor and the trout streams. Those who 
get their exercise regularly at the gym- 
nasium during the winter are glad to get 
into a boat or off for a tramp in summer. 
Other branches of the work show a 
steady and flattering gain. 

In new buildings dedicated to its own 
work the Y. M. C. A. of America is most 
fortunate. The number increases yearly 
and there is now a veritable boom ift 
splendid buildings. The Duluth asso 
ciation is looking with not a little inter- 
est to some man or men who will pro- 
vide it with more commodious quarters 
and expects to find philanthropic indi- 
viduals in a few years. It has a valu- 
able piece of property where the present 
building is located, and there has been 
some talk of selling it, and with the pro- 
ceeds and what could be raised in addi- 
tion, build a new structure on First or 
Second streets. But it is . more gener- 
ally conceded that the time for this 
move has not yet arrived.

Motea of the Churrhea. 

One hundred thousand dollars is be- 
ing raised to endow a Lutheran theo- 
logical seminary in Minneapolis. The 
greater part of this sum is raised, and 
has been secured within a year. 

Minnesota reports 455 Lutheran pas- 
tors. And the returns are not all in! 
The vigorous sons of the North are mak- 
ing of this great state of the Northwest 
a Lutheran stronghold.

Talks to the Clerks' Union on 

Early Closing; Labor 

Notes. 



IT ia. more than probable that the 
labor barty will have something to 
say about the campaign this fall. 
There is a sentiment among the la- 
boring people that the old parties can- 
not be relied upon at all times to fulfill 
their promises. A. O. Grigsby, editor 
of The Industrial Age, who is well 
known in labor circles throughout the 
Northwest and who was a prominent 
character in the convention which nom- 
inated Ignatius Donnelly for governor, is 
now in Minneapolis and in an interview 
in Tbe Tribune he is quoted as speaking 
as follows on the labor movement: 

"Yes, there will be a labor convention 
and a state labor ticket, too. You can 
be assured of that. But there is one 
thing that we won't have this year, th at 
is withdrawals. A ticket that goes into 
the field goes there to stay. I have 
found that there is a strong sentiment 
in favor of deserting the old parties. 
And as soon as enough of the workers 
see this there will be a genuine change 
and not until then. The old parties are 
not to be relied upon. All the labor leg- 
islation we got in 1886 we lost in '88 and 
so it will always be." 

The Farmers Alliance will meet in 
Fergus Falls on the 16th inst. and Mr. 
Grigsby is of the opinion that at this 
convention a plan of campaign will be 
outlined. He thinks the union labor 
platform will be adopted and the cam- 
paign run on those lines. The date of 
the state labor convention will probably 
be fixed at the farmers^neeting. 

The Retail Clerks union of St. Paul is 
one of the strongest organizations of the 
kind in the country, and the members 
get prettv nearly all they demand. At 
a recent meeting, after an interesting 
musical and literary program, a short 
address was made by Bishop McGolrick 
of Duluth. The bishop expressed him- 
self as heartily in favor of the early 
closing movement, as well as the other 
industrial reforms now being agitated. 
Other ministers spoke in the same 
strain. 

Geo. M. Eby, president of the Clerks' 
union: There are great tbings being 
done in a quiet way, and every store in 
Duluth will close its doors at 7 o'clock 
after July L All who were at 
first the bitterest opponents of this 
movement have become convinced that 
the clerks are right and show a willing- 
ness to accede to their request. 

Already there is a quiet canvass being 
made for officers for the state federation. 
The people who label themselves "repre- 
sentative" have a neat little slate. There 
can be no objection to this. It amuses 
them and is perfectly harmless. When 
the delegates for the federation meet it 
is feared that they will insist on select- 
ing officers from the material on band 
and be ungrateful enough to forget the 



good work that is now being done for 
them. 



The next meeting of the State Eight- 
Hour league will be held at labor head- 
quarters in St Paul tomorrow afternoon 
at 3 o'clock. A large amount of busi- 
ness of importance is to be transacted 
which insures a large attendance. The 
idea of forming a state federation is be- 
coming more popular every day, and the 
league will probably take the initial 
step in this direction at the meeting to- 
morrow. 

The St. Paul Shoemakers' assembly 
has decided to hold the first labor picnic 
of the season on July 19, and committees 
have been appointed to decide upon a 
location and arrange all details for the 
event. Some lake in the vicinity of St. 
Paul will probably be chosen, and the 
other unions invited to attend. 



IN TH E NEP IQON. 

A Writer Who Calls it the Source of the 
St. Lawrence. 
Northwest Magazine: Where does 

the St. Lawrence river rise? Some will 
probably say in Lake Ontario; others 
in Lake Superior. Neither answer is 
quite correct. 

Like the Amazon, this river has a dif- 
ferent name for each part of its course. 
The St. Lawrence, between Lake Erie 
and Lake Ontario, is called the Niagara, 
between Lake Erie and Lake Huron the 
St. Clair and Detroit river, and between 
Lake Huron and Lake Superior the St. 
Mary's river. Yet are these all one and 
the same river, the lakes being but so 
many expansions of its waters. 

Beyond Lake Superior, to the north- 
ward, there is still another portion of its 
course, called the Nepigon, a noble 
stream of clear, azure-tinted water nearly 
as large as the Hudson in volume, whicn 
flows down from the great Lake Nepigon 
in the heart of the Canadian wilderness. 

Until recently Lake Nepigon has been 
but little known. On our maps it is fig- 
ured as a much smaller lake than it 
really jis. Its actual dimensions are about 
seventy-three miles in length by fifty- 
one in breadth. These figures give but 
an inadequate idea of its size, for there 
are five great bays varying from twenty 
to ten miles in length. The actual coast 
line of the lake is not much less than 600 
miles. 

Twelve rivers of considerable size, 
four of them rising far up on the "di- 
vide" toward James Bay, flow into it, 
and it« waters rival those of Lake George 
in parity and clearness. It literally 
swarms with whitefisb and trout. 

The Nepigon river — the outlet of the 
lake — may be fairly termed the northerly 
and upper course of the St. Lawrence, 
not only from its size, exceeding greatly 
all other rivers flowing into Lake Su- 
perior, but from the clearness and color 
of its w^ter, and other general character- 
istics. 

Whereas the other smaller rivers of 
Lake Superior are "black-water" rivers, 
that LB to say, having turbid or stained 
water, the Nepigon is a clear and beauti- 
ful river of the same azure, sea-green 
and marine-blue water which one sees at 
Niagara and in the St. Lawrence.

Marshall Field, M. J. Carpenter. The 
regular annual report was submitted 
and accepted. It showed that the busi- 
ness of the company for 188^-90 had 
largely increased over 1887-88, and the 
net earnings to be il50,(.)00. 

The affairs of the Minnesota Iron com- 
pany are in a most prosperous condition.

As the passengers 
were leaving the steamer they loudly 
cheered Capt. Young, who bowed his ac- 
knowledgements from the bridge.

Most of them 
came on deck fully dressed. The fog 
was so dense that lights could not be 
seen a ship's length away. The steamer 
was so close to the rock that any one 
leaning directly over the bow of the 
steamer could touch it. 

Some of the passengers saw people 
from the Fastnet lighthouse looking 
over the deck at them. One passenger 
alleges that be reached from the steamer 
and plucked a flower that was growing 
in a crevice of the rock on which she 
struck. 

There was intense excitement among 
the women and passengers in the steer- 
age when the steamer struck. Most of 
the passengers were ignorant of the fact 
that the forepeak was full of water until 
the steamer reached Liverpool

A New York Fatnily Terrorized by the 
Antics of Lightning. 

LocKPORT, N. Y., June 9.— A most re- 
markable phenomenon is reported from 
the outlying country districts regarding 
the electrical display during the recent 
severe rain storms.

Proflta of the Snex Canal. 

Paris, June 9.— The annual report 
shows that the profite of the Suez canal 
for 1889 amounted to 37,212,925 francs. 
The net dividend was 85 francs per share. 
The receipte from night traffic amounted 
to 71 per cent of the totel, against 4C per 
cent in 1888. The average duration of 
transit has been diminished by four 
hours. The report asked a vote of con- 
fidence in the council on the tariff ques- 
tion. Charles de Lesseps announced 
that the dividend for 1890 would be 91 
francs, without rebate. The report was 
adopted by a vote of 1244 to 200. 

A Big Steamship Combine. 

Washingto.n, June 9.— The state de- 
partment has been officially informed of 
the combination of almost all the steam- 
ship lines in Brazil into one company, 
known as the Brazilian Lloyds. The 
capital is about $20,000,000, and the sub- 
sidies which the company will receive 
from thh Brazilian government amount 
to nearlv $700,000 per annum. The char- 
ters and subsidies run for sirteen years. 
The Bank of Brazil has loaned the com- 
pany 16,000,000, secured by a first mort- 
gage on its property. 



the Scene of a Professional 
"Hold Up." 

Mandan, N. D., June 9.— The through 
East-bound passenger train due at mid- 
night, arrived at 1 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing, the mail car presenting a sorry ap- 
pearance. Two miles west of New Salem 
and twenty-five miles west of here, the 
engineer and firemen were surprised by 
two masked men climbing over the 
teuder and ordering the train stopped at 
the end of big revolvers. Express Mes- 
senger Angevine, hearing shots fired 
forward and suspecting something, hid 
$000 in money from the safe, locked the 
small safe, put out the lighte and ran 
back to New Salem. 

The mail car was first tackled by the 
robbers. Only one mail agent was in the 
car and he immediately obeyed orders 
by turning over the mail matter. 
A number of registered letters 
were rifled and then the two 
robbers turned their attention 
to the express car. This they found de- 
serted, much to their chagrin, and, mis- 
taking the fireman for the express mes- 
senger, th^ ordered him at the point of 
pistols to dpen the safes. He protested 
that he knew nothing about it, and 
finally satisfied the robbers. Then the 
train backed to New Salem, and finally 
came on East The passengers were not 
touched. 

Ten sturdy vigilants were sent out 
from New Salem, yesterday morning, at 
4 o clock, mounted on fleet horses and 
armed to the teeth. They have not yet 
been heard from. The feeling is so 
etrong that when caught, the robbers 
will stand a good show of figuring as 
principals in a quadruple lynching picnic. 
The seven registered pouches are esti- 
mated to be worth $5000. The whole 
country is thoroughly alarmed. There 
are so many men scouring the section 
that it is impossible for them to remain 
unmolested longer than nightfall.

San Francisoo, June 9.— A special 
to the Chronicle from Ensenda, Lower 
California, gives and interview with Gov. 
Terree, governor of the peninsula. Gov. 
Terres says that he has been in constent 
cypher communication with the Mexi- 
can government since the filibustering 
disclosures were raade, and has sent a 
full report, substantiating all that has 
been published.

Dispatehes to the 
headquarters of the road here, say that 
two freight trains collided just outside 
of Warrenton at 1:25 o'clock this morn- 
ing, that both engines and eighteen oars 
were wrecked, and that seven men were 
killed and several wounded.

Of the train 
men Engineer Shivelle had a rib broken, 
Fireman Lee Parsons had his collar bone 
broken, Fireman Brown had his legs 
badly sprained and Brakeman Norton 
was slightly hurt. A wrecking train was 
sent out from Moberly, and surgeons 
from several pointe were sent to the 
scene as soon as possible.

OUR COMMON SCHOOL. 

The Herald haa directiy and poeitively 
a«t its conviction atrainst that of Bishop 
McGoinck on the qaesiion of the merits 
of our free common school system. It 
believes that this system, like any other 
republican institution, is rightly open to 
free discussion and intelligent, temperate 
criticism. It is ix)nvinced that the more 
thoroughly the service of this system to 
the republic is investigated, the more 
profoundly its value will be appreciated 
by impartial students. The free non- 
Bectarian school is, from The Herald's 
standpoint of judgment, the cement of 
tlie unity of the youth of the 
nation and an enduring buttress 
of the principles upon which 
our republic is founded. 

Un this common plane of education 
the children of the whole nation can 
meet, without distinction of race, or 
creeil, or condition, or fancied caste. On 
it they can unite in true democratic 
companionship, studying side by side 
from tne same books, standing side by 
side in the same classes, and joining side 
by side in the same games, on the same 
playground. Here they can learn how 
many things all have in common, and 
bow Mientially liberal is the basis of 
fellowship in this government of the 
people, for the people, by the 
people. How far better is this 
assertion of unity, of this rock of 
fellowship, of this platform of associa- 
tion free for all than the marking out 
of lines of divergence, of contesting creed 
and strait-laced sect, of the bounds of 
disunion in place of the ground of union 
before the eyes of little children quick 
to note the obvious fact, but not the 
pretences of reason. The child sees that 
even in the earliest hours of his childish 
training, he is set apart in a pen day 
after day from the boy of his own age 
who lives next door, and when he asks 
why, he will get very little reason 
through his head except the bald notion 
that there is a wide gulf fixed between 
boys whose father and mother go to dif- 
ferent churches. 
Is this prospect, is anything that 
- tends inevitably to alienation and divi- 
sion if not conflict of interest a pleasant 
thing for lovers of union and happy fel- 
lowship to contemplate? May the day 
never come in this republio which shall 
witness the widespread sundering of the 
common union of little children in child- 
ish study and play without thought of 
Jew or Gdntile, of Catholic or Protest- 
ant! In mdintaming this common union 
The Herald is steadfastly convinced that 
it is mjving in toe right way for the 
best interests of the children of the re- 
public and the nation as a whole. 

It quarrels with no man's conscien- 
tious 'x>nviction, however, and attributes 
no mean motives to those who differ 
from it on this question. It is radically 
opposed to the position of Bishop Mc- 
Goinck in this matter, bat \i. fails to see 
how the strength of its position will be 
advanced by intemperately assaulting 
the bishop or the church for which he 
stands. Believing that here it stands 
npon the rock of reason and truth, it 
sees nothing to be gained and much to 
be lost by obscuring this rock under 
clouds of darkenmg passion or leaving 
its vantage ground to wrangle over the 
contests of the past It does not make 
for present union or for the public 
school to haul the church over the coals 
for its past offenses, or to un- 
cover the embers of dark-age feuds. 
Xothin? will contribute so fast to 
build up the parochial school as intem- 
perate denunciation of it and nothing 
will do more to break up the common 
school than hot sectarian altercations. 
In this free country institations thrive 
the more under a pretence of persecu- 
tion, and there should not be even a 
specious pretext given through the word 
or act of any champion of the public 
school for deserting it. The common 
public school of this country is not a 
Protestant school nor a Catholic school 
nor a Hebrew school nor an atheist 
school. It Lb not founded upon the 
Protestant bible nor the Catholic 
Bible nor upon the teachings of men 
without a Bible, and does not depend 
for iis public service upon the reading 
of a text from any source. It is a place 
where children of any and every parent- 
age and faith meet and should always 
meet to learn to read, write and cipher 
and to love one another and their com- 
mon country.

ARE YOU NATU RALIZED. 

A Question Whit-b in .UisvooHtrued by tbe 
Cenous Enuiuer»tois. 

The census enumerators certainly have 
an unenviable job. A gentleman who 
has had a great amount of experience in 
such matters, and who was for several 
years a clerk in one of the departments 
at Washington, stated today that 
nearly all of the enumerators 
were making errors in regard to ttie 
question of naturalization. In a num- 
ber of cases people have been reported 
as naturalized who have only taken out 
their first papers. These people are al- 
lowed to vote, but they are not citizens 
of the United States. They have sim- 
ply declared their intention of becoming 
citizens. They are not competent to 
serve on juries, neither could they hold 
clerkships in the government depart- 
ments. This is an important matter, 
and the enumerators can not be too 
careful in securing proper answers to this 
question.

A .St. Johns Keoldent Talk* of the 
viuitaees of Nenfoundland. 
I met a gentlemen from St. Johns the 
other day. St. Johns is a great sporting 
town, and she may send a crew of sturdy 
Canadian fishermen here to row in the 
regatta. "Americans have some curious 
ideas about Newfoundland," he said, 
"and associate the beautiful island with 
the North Pole and the Arctic ocean. 
Columbus discovered America, but 
Terra Nova has a history which ante- 
dates the history of the United States 
by 300 years. This country was the 
scene of thriving industry long before 
the Mayflower landed on a 'bleak and 
barren coast.' Vou people are ignorant 
of tbe resources of Newfoundland, yet 
she leaves between 12,000,000 and $.3,000,- 
000 here every year. If the government 
at Washington would lower its protec- 
tection wall this trade could 
be doubled. On the island, which 
IS nearly as large as Holland, are 250,000 
sturdy souls, who pay as they go, and 
ask no odds of any man. There are 
many erroneous impressions about New- 
foundland. Her climate is thought to 
be cold and dreary, the inlands bleak 
and barren. Just the contrary is true. 
Taken as a whole, the climate is much 
more even than that of the United 
States. It is rare, indeed, that the mer- 
cury sinks below zero in winter or above 
80 in summer. As a fishing and hunt- 
ing reeort it hasn't its equal in America. 
The staple industry is cod fishing, and 
1,500,000 quintals are shipped every 
year."

The Hf.rat.t^ BuTDEBy. 
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New York, June 9. — As the date ap- 
proaches for the annual convention of 
the Benevolent Protective Order of Elks 
it becomes more apparent that a disas- 
trous split in the order can scarcely be 
avoided. Under the charter of the or- 
ganization it is imperative that the 
meetings of the Grand Loilge should be 
held in New York. Recently, however, 
a sentiment antagonistic to the East has 
developed in the order westward, origi- 
nated and largely fostered, it is claimed, 
by the somewhat notorious Allen O. My- 
ers, of Ohio, who is at present trying his 
luck as the publisher of a paper devoted 
to the Elks in Cleveland, and in pursu- 
ance of this sentiment the grand exalted 
ruler. Dr. Simon Quinlan, of Chicago, 
recently ordered that the coming meet- 
ing of the Grand Lodge should be held 
in the former city. When the New York 
lodge protested against this mandate it 
was promptly susjjended from member- 
ship, while the supreme secretary, also 
a resident of the metropolis, was depoeed 
and his office conferred upon a Chicago 
grocery clerk. The result is that no 
member of the New York lodge, which is 
the parent or No. 1 lodge of the 
United States, can be received or 
recognized in any other lodge in the 
country. Peremptory orders have been 
received by the New York lodge to re- 
port at the Cleveland meeting, but the 
reply has been returned that as a cor- 
poration, chartered under tbe New Y'ork 
laws, it cannot be represented at a meet- 
ing held outside of the state, while more- 
over, both Judge Barrett and Judge 
Lawrence have reLdered decisions 
under which the supreme records and 
seal cannot be taken outside this juris- 
diction. 

During the past two weeks there have 
been several conferences of prominent 
Elks from Buffalo, Philadelphia, Boston 
and other cities, and it has been practi- 
cally decided that if the scheme of the 
malcontents is persisted in, to withdraw 
frum the order and form a new one. It 
is also contended that while, under the 
constitution, the Elks should be a 
theatrical organization, the lines have 
been so widened of late as to admit 
saloonkeepers, hackmen, butchers, hotel 
clerks, grocery salesmen and others 
having not the most remote connection 
with the profession. 

The order owes its existence to a 
charter granted the Grand lodge by the 
state of New York, and as the New York 
lodge has not only the largest member- 
ship, but as much money in its treasury 
as all the others combined, it proposes 
to stay in the fight.toa finish. Emment 
counsel who have been consulted say 
that the supreme officers are proceeding 
in iletiance of the rulings of the New 
York courts, and threats have been 
made to arrest any of them that may 
come within its juridiction for contempt 
of court. 

Sninv to Kecover a Bet. 

New Yokk, Jiine 9.— Judge Fitzsim- 
mons of the city court has been called 
upon to determine a case involving po- 
litical sentiment, in which the aid of the 
gambling act is invoked. The suit arises 
out of wagers made during the presi- 
dential campaigus of 18S4 and 1888 be- 
tween Dillon Beebe, a republican, and 
John Peacock, a democrat. In 18S4 they 
bet $50 on their respective candidates. 
-\s Clevelana was seated, Beebe paid 
Peacock the amount of tlie wager. 
When Harrison and Cleveland were 
nominated a bet of $50 was made, and 
Peacock refused to pay when Harrison 
was elected, and Beebe sued for the 
amount paid by him on the first bet 
under the gambling act. Ex-Senator 
Thomas F. Grady, who was opposed to 
Cleveland in 1884, is Peacock's counsel. 
Judge Fitzsimmons reserved decision 
on a demurrer by Peacock claiming that 
Beebe had no cause of action.

Chicago, June 9. — Judge Baker's court

same party. States Attorney Longe- 
necker conducts the prosecution in per- 
son being assisted by two of bis chief 
lieutenants Baker and Neeley. The de- 
rendants are represented by Forrest «k 
Duncan of Cronin case fame. A plea of 
Qot guilty was entered in behalf of the 
defendants, and all the tactics known to 
tbe Chicago courts will be resorted to in 
their behalf. The trial will occupy per- 
haps two weeks. 

Result* of Charch OlBlealUes. 

Chicago, June 9.— From advices re- 
ceived here from prominent Lutherans 
in widely scattered sections of the coun- 
try, it appears there is great concern re- 
garding tbe recent decision of Judge 
Smith, sitting at Ottawa, 111., to tbe ef- 
fect that Bishops Bowman and Esber 
were legally tried and suspended in ac- 
cordance with the rules of the Evangeli- 
cal church and that they have no right 
to preside over any conferences.

DR. DUN N'S HO T SHOT. 

The Public !<>chooU Defended by the Meth- 
odlut PaAtor. 

The third of the series of sermons on 
the public schools at the First M. E. 
church last evening by Rev. Dr. Dunn, 
was an interesting discourse. During 
his sermon he said: Our school system 
owes its origin to the intense religious 
spirit of its founders. It is the child of 
pure Christianity, with the Bible as its 
fountain head. If the state concedes to 
the Roman Catholic today, it must ex- 
purgate every text-book in use; it must 
eliminate every extract from the Bible, 
every allusion to Grod as a benefactor to 
Christians— as the world's redeemer. 
There must be no allusion to the first 
cause, none to the evidence of design 
either in the universe or the human 
system, no reference to man's 
responsibility to his maker, which 
is the true foundation of moral 
obligation and fundaiuental distinction 
between right and wrong. No one evei 
thinks of opposing the Bible in our 
courts, or a prayer at the openmg of our 
legislatures or congress or at the onen 
ing of a judicial court as an intermed- 
dling of the state with the rights or 
duties of any church. Nor is it any at- 
tempt by the state to teach religion. 
Why do not the Catholics oppose these? 
No! it is not so much at the Bible that 
they aim their blows (though they are 
far from friendly to this book), but it is 
at the great system of public instruc- 
tion, over whose history some of our 
Protestant clergymen are so glad to 
boast.

Oen. Poe on Water Levels; Iron Ore 
Shlpmenli; Mmritiine AilUrs. 

Gen. Poe in a recent interview spoke 
at length on the condition of the water 
in the Sault locks. In the course of his 
remarks he said: "There is an interest- 
ing set of curves of water levels immedi 
ately below the locks at St. Marys Falls 
canal, taken from the beginning of the 
enlargement of the canal in 1870. Now 
on this sheet are platted the dates of 
the opening and the closing of the canal 
They are found in every case, without 
exception, to correspond with the lowest 
stage of water at those respective periods. 
In the spring it is lowest when the canal 
is opened, and in the fall it is lowest 
when the canal is closed. 

"This is due to the fact that Lake 
Huron opens earliest and the water is 
drawn off. In the fall Lake Superior 
freezes the first and retains the usual 
supply. The observation is quite new 
and quite interesting. It was first made 
by the veoeelmen, who said the ice in 
Lake Superior held the water baok. The 
popular expreseion was that the extreme 
low water at the canal w hen navigation 
opened this spring was due to the late 
breaking up of ioe in Lake Superior. 
It is not often that popular expressions 
of this sort are correct, but it was in 
this case attributed to the proper cause.

DR. DUN N'S HO T SHOT. 

The Public !<>chooU Defended by the Meth- 
odlut PaAtor. 

The third of the series of sermons on 
the public schools at the First M. E. 
church last evening by Rev. Dr. Dunn, 
was an interesting discourse. During 
his sermon he said: Our school system 
owes its origin to the intense religious 
spirit of its founders. It is the child of 
pure Christianity, with the Bible as its 
fountain head. If the state concedes to 
the Roman Catholic today, it must ex- 
purgate every text-book in use; it must 
eliminate every extract from the Bible, 
every allusion to Grod as a benefactor to 
Christians— as the world's redeemer. 
There must be no allusion to the first 
cause, none to the evidence of design 
either in the universe or the human 
system, no reference to man's 
responsibility to his maker, which 
is the true foundation of moral 
obligation and fundaiuental distinction 
between right and wrong. No one evei 
thinks of opposing the Bible in our 
courts, or a prayer at the openmg of our 
legislatures or congress or at the onen 
ing of a judicial court as an intermed- 
dling of the state with the rights or 
duties of any church. Nor is it any at- 
tempt by the state to teach religion. 
Why do not the Catholics oppose these? 
No! it is not so much at the Bible that 
they aim their blows (though they are 
far from friendly to this book), but it is 
at the great system of public instruc- 
tion, over whose history some of our 
Protestant clergymen are so glad to 
boast.

MARIN E MAT TERS. 

Oen. Poe on Water Levels; Iron Ore 
Shlpmenli; Mmritiine AilUrs. 

Gen. Poe in a recent interview spoke 
at length on the condition of the water 
in the Sault locks. In the course of his 
remarks he said: "There is an interest- 
ing set of curves of water levels immedi 
ately below the locks at St. Marys Falls 
canal, taken from the beginning of the 
enlargement of the canal in 1870. Now 
on this sheet are platted the dates of 
the opening and the closing of the canal 
They are found in every case, without 
exception, to correspond with the lowest 
stage of water at those respective periods. 
In the spring it is lowest when the canal 
is opened, and in the fall it is lowest 
when the canal is closed. 

"This is due to the fact that Lake 
Huron opens earliest and the water is 
drawn off. In the fall Lake Superior 
freezes the first and retains the usual 
supply. The observation is quite new 
and quite interesting. It was first made 
by the veoeelmen, who said the ice in 
Lake Superior held the water baok. The 
popular expreseion was that the extreme 
low water at the canal w hen navigation 
opened this spring was due to the late 
breaking up of ioe in Lake Superior. 
It is not often that popular expressions 
of this sort are correct, but it was in 
this case attributed to the proper cause.

THE CO TTON CROP. 

The OaUfwk Encouraging for m Good 8««- 
iton. 

Washihgton, June 10.— The statistical 
returns for June to the department of 
agriculture show an increase in acreage 
in cotton in nearly every state. The 
area as compared with the acreage of 
1S81> is reported in this preliminary in- 
vestigation as follows: Virginia 1)3, North 
Carolina lO'J, South Uarolina lOl^.tJeorgia 
102, Florida 103, Alabama 102, Missis- 
sippi 10*2, Louisiana 9t>, Texas 105, Ar- 
kansas yy, Tennessee 100; average 102, 
average condition 88.8. The percentage 
of Virginia is 00, North Carolina 08, 
South Carolina 97, Georgia 94, Florida 
02, Alabama 93, Mississippi 85, Louisiana 
81, Texas 84, Arkansas 8.j, Tennessee 87. 
The fair price prevailing, with low prices 
for other products, stimulates the exten- 
sion of planting. The overflows in Ar- 
kansas and Louisiana delayed planting 
in those states and prevented increase, 
which would otherwise have been made. 

To Prevent CollUiona. 

Washlno TON, J une 10.— About forty of 
the newspaper correspondents here and 
other business men were witnesses to- 
day of the workings of one of the most 
noteworthy electric devices for the pre- 
vention of collisions between railway 
trains. It is an electric signal. About 
I three miles of the track on the Balti- 
more lib Ohio railroa 1 have been provided 
with this signal system by way of ex- 
periment. The apparatus consists of an 
electric circuit formed by a single iron 
rod which is laid between the tracks, 
and a wire-brush attached to 
each engine in connection with an 
electric gong and telephone. Two 
engines approaching each other on the 
same track come into circuit at the dis- 
tance, one mile and a half or more, 
according to strength of the battery and 
at once the telephone bells ring. This 
is a signal for the trains to stop, and the 
engineers may talk with each other on 
the telephone to discover the trouble, 
whatever it may be. Two trains were 
sent out on the Baltimore & Ohio this 
afternoon with the party. The tests 
were made and proved extremely satis- 
factory. 

Junketing JournalUta. 

Washinc'.ton, June 10. — [Special to 
The Herald.]— The special train bearing 
the members of the Minnesota Editors 
and Publishers association arrived in the 
city last eveuing. A number of the 
members were accompanied by their 
wives or ladies, and today they are all 
busy seeing the sights in and about the 
capitol city. The arrangements include 
a visit to the Soldiers home, Arlington 
Heights, the public buildings, parks and 
gardens; a trip down the Potomac to 
Alexandria, Mt. Vernon and other points 
of interest. Arrangements will prob- 
ably be made for the members to pay 
their respects to the President at the 
White House. The party will leave 
Washington Friday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
for Chicago on a special train on the 
Baltimore Jk, Ohio road. 



AMAZO NS A T WAR. 

Rival Factlonii in tite Camden Jail Fight 
Fiercely. 
Philadelphia, June 10. — The Cam- 
den county jail was the scene of a des- 
perate encounter about 9 o'clock last 
night, when the female prisoners fought 
like enraged tigresses. Gore was spilled 
and Jailor Johntra and his assistant, 
Dan Robinson, were badly used up in 
their endeavor to preserve peace. Mr. 
Johntra explained the state of affaire 
substantially aa follows: There are 
about seventy-five women of all sizes, 
ages and conditions, confined in the jail. 
Kate McCool was the acknowledged 
leader. Everybody in Camden knows 
Kate McCool. She is a notorious char- 
acter who is no sooner released from jail 
than she is returned. She is 40 years 
old, tall, of athletic build, and has a! 
ways led a life of dissipation since early 
youth. All the other priaonera cowed 
down before "big Kate McCool," as she 
is called. Some of them didn't like the 
woman, but they had to appear as 
though in abject fear of the McCool W(« 
man or take a thrashing. 

Six weeks ago Mary Hoard, equally 
notorious across the river as a crook, was 
committed to the jail to serve out a sen- 
tence of six months. When Mary was 
led into the big cell "the queeu" a 
proached her and introduced herself. 
Mary said she "wouldn't take no orders 
from nobody, see?" The girl prisonere 
applauded her independent spirit. Open 
war was declared. Two factions sprang 
up, composed of the followers of the 
two women. 

"They were bitterly opposed to each 
other," said Mr. Johntra, "and they used 
to fight with their tongues. I couldn't 
make them stop, but so long as they 
didn't tight among themselves I didn't 
care. The bitter fight was in progress 
for some time before their shouts of 'mur 
der' and 'police' reached the eara of my- 
self and my assistant. When we reached 
the room a scene long to be remembered 
confronted us. 

"There they were battering each other 
with pieces of wood and with the heels 
of their shoes. I quickly unlocked the 
cage and we both hallooed to them to 
stop. They were so excited that they 
didn't hear us, for they began to belabor 
us. We-had the greatest trouble in mak- 
ing our presence known. When they 
knew we were there they stopped. 

"There were black eyes galore, bloody 
faces and enlarged head«» After having 
their injuries dressed I began an investi- 
gation. I learned that the Hoard faction 
began hostilities by demolishing the 
rickety settee and pounding their op- 
ponents with the boards. The others 
had nothing to defend themselves with, 
and they took off their shoes and struck 
right and left with the heels."

Wholesale Court Martial. 
Washinoton, May 10. — A general 
court martial convened at Tucson, Ariz., 
this morning, for the trial of Capt.

Capt. Miltimore is charged with fraud, 
and the others with renting a room from 
their personal quartera to the govern- 
ment for a sun:: nearly equivalent to the 
amount paid for the whole house thus 
getting their rent practically free and 
their regular allowance for quartera in 
addition. 

The Tariff BUI. 

Washington, June 10.-— Senator Mor- 
rill, chairman of the finance committee, 
was with his republican associates this 
morning, and joined them in the further 
consideration of the tariff bill. The 
wool and silk schedules were examined 
and some items agreed to. Notwith- 
standing statements heretofore made by 
membera of the committee, it appeara 
that the minority members have not yet 
received any of the schedules, and that 
none of them are formally completed , 
although several of them are practically 
tinisbed. 



DIscoMing the Original Package. 

Washington, June 10.— The house 
committee on the judiciary today spent 
two hours in the discussion of the senate 
"original package" bill without re.iching 
a conclusion. The discussion revealed 
the fact that several membera of the 
committee disagreed with the decision 
reached by the supreme court, but it did 
not proceed far enough to show defi- 
nitely how the measure is regarded by 
the committee as a whole. 



Light Fantaatio Alwemblage. 

Washington, June 10. — The annual 
convention of the teachere of Terpeich- 
orean agility, otherwise known as the 
National Association of the Teachers of 
Dancing, opened here today with a fair 
attendance. On Thursday the conven- 
tion will adjourn to Baltimore, where a 
two days' session will be held. OvfT a 
dozen new steps and whirls will be sub- 
mitt<Kl for the approval of the associ- 
ation without which they cannot be for- 
mally presented to dancing society. 



A New Device for Circumventing 
Revenue OtUcent. 

San Pranclsco, June 10.— The seal pi- 
rates in Behring sea have adopted a new 
device for circumventing the revenue 
officera, which is even now being put in 
successful operation, and which can be 
carried on throughout the summer un- 
less the United States government sends 
to the Arctic swifter revenue cutters 
than the Bear and Rush. The pirates 
have established a rendezvous at Sand 
Point, midway of the Aleutian group of 
islands. The schooners, when they have 
collected 100 sealskins, put in there, 
leave their cargo, and then resume hunt- 
ing; thus, if they are overhauled by the 
.\merican cuttere, they will have so few 
skins that they can be thrown overboard 
or concealed, and all evidences of seal 
poaching removed. 

A swift steamer has been chartered to 
cruise about Sand point and take the 
skins as the schooner comes in. The ves- 
sel is BO fast that it can easily outrun 
any government vessel now in commis- 
sion. The steamer will make trips to 
Victoria and unload skins when she gets 
a cargo and then return. The work, it 
is said, has already been iu operation 
one week. The pirates expect to make 
a larger cl ean up than last ye ar. 

A Kentucky Deadlock. 
Cincinnati, June 10.— A Times Star 
Carrollton, Ky., dispatch says the sixth 
congressional district convention has 
taken sixty-one ballots up to the noon 
adjournment for a candidate in place of 
Mr. Carlisle, but has made no progress. 
Mr. Berry of New Port, leads with 
twenty-one votes. 



A Boodler Fatally Injured. 

Patterson, N. J., June 10.— Ex- Alder- 
man James Pierson was fatally injured 
by an Erie train at Jersey City last 
night. Pierson was one of the "boodle" 
aldermen of New York. 



Myiterloug Biases. 

Winona, June 10.— Fire last night 
gutted the basement of McNie & Co.'s 
store in the postoffioe block. The dam- 
age to McNie & Co.'s stock is estimated 
at $1000, fully covered by insurance. The 
origin of the fire is a mystery. McNie's 
store had been closed abont 9 o'clock and 
the gas in the rear of the store was left 
burning. When the alarm was turned 
in it was noticed that the gas in the 
store was turned out. This gave rise to 
the suspicion that some person had en- 
tered the store and taken the precaution 
to turn out the gas before tiring the 
building. 

The Roman Campagna. 

Berlin, June 10. — A German company 
with a capital of $10,000,000 has made an 
offer to the Italian government to cultii 
vate on scientific principles the sterile 
district, known as the Campagna de 
Roma. At present the district is a deso- 
late, pestilential plain, whose condition 
is believed to contribute much to the 
unhealthy condition of Rome. 

Chinamen Captured. 

Tucson, Ariz., June 10.— Treasury 
x\gent McCoy, who has been on the trail 
of a number of Chinese who landed in 
Guyamas a month ago, followed them to 
Arizona and arrested twelve, taking 
them on the desert when they had 
nearly perished for want of water. They 
were taken before the United States 
commissioner. There are four boys 
among the captives. 

Only Slightly Damaged. 
LrvEBPOOL, June 10. — The only ap- 
parent damage sustained by the Inman 
line steamer City of Rome, which struck 
P^astnet rock early last Sunday morning 
while bound from New York for this 
port, is the starting of several of the 
plates on her forefoot and the straining 
of her bow ab ove the water lines. 



Quiet at Colombus. 

Columbus, O., June 10. — Everything is 
quiet in the street car strike today, and 
both sides are apparently waiting for the 
other to make a move. No attempt is 
being made to run care and the strikera 
are quietly lounging about the different 
bams of the company. The directors of 
the Consolidated announced last night 
that a full meeting of the board would 
'be held today, but they bad not come 
together at 11:30, and no prediction as 
to what the next move will be can be 
made at this time. There is no excite- 
ment in the street, nor is there any evi- 
dence of a oomproiuise. 



The fourth annual convention of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians assembled 
its delegates for the transaction of busi- 
ness at Duluth this morning. About 
200 delegates are present, representing 
twenty-three divisions in the state. The 
local divisions in full regalia, headed by 
the French band, marched from the 
Catholic Association hall to the Hotel 
St. Louis, the headquartere for the dele- 
gates, and escorted them to the pro- 
cathedral, where high mass was said by 
Father Mayerhofer, with Father Roy as 
deacon. Father Stevens as sub-deacon 
and Father Corbett as master of cere- 
monies. Bishop McGolnck pronounced 
the benediction. 

Father Corbett delivered the sermon, 
which was an eloquent tribute to the 
benefits that religion had bestowed upon 
mankind. Man could not rebel against 
the authority of God with impunity. 
The day of reckoning was sure to come. 
Nations which had rebelled brought dis- 
aster upon themselves. He then invoked 
his hearers to obey the admonitions of 
the church and to avoid affiliation with 
those societies which she condemned. 
He said that the devotion of Irishmen 
to the church was the bulwark of their 
strength and would deliver them from 
the bond of tyranny. He urged his 
hearere to be good citizens and to apply 
their consciences to the exercise of their 
right of suffrage. 

In conclusion Father Corbett pointed 
with pride to the stand taken by the 
Irish in the war of independence of the 
United States, and said: "I honor 
and love your native land. 
Aid her in times of per- 
secution by all peaceable means, but 
love and uphold the land of your adop- 
tion." 

Professor Schilling's orchestra fur- 
nished fine music for the occasion. After 
mass all delegates and members repaired 
to the hall. The call for the convention 
was read and a committee on creden- 
tials appointed. After a short session 
the convention adjourned to meet again 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 

The excureion planned by the mem- 
bera of Duluth on the lake was post- 
poned owing to the dense fog. A very 
fine program will be carried out this 
evening at the hall. Mr. Daniel Law- 
ler of St Paul, and Bishop McGolrick 
will address the assembled delegates and 
friends. The public are cordially invited 
to be present. 

BUYING B . & O . STOCK. 

The Company Clo«eii a Deal For the 8hare8 

Held by the City of Baltimore. 

Baltimore, June.— Mr. E. R. Bacon, 
president of the Southwestern Balti- 
more &. Ohio Railr :id company and who 
represented the i^yadicate, on the recent 
negotiations f r the purchase of the 
city's holding of Baltimore & Ohio rail- 
road stock, brought that operation to a 
close this forenoon. He deposited the 
;^jCX),000 required b> the terms of the or- 
dinance, signed yesterday by Mayor 
Davidson, to be held a guarantee for 
the fulfillment of other fiscal agreements 
to lie completed in July. Mr. Bacon 
fuily accepted the terms of the ordi- 
nance. The finance commissioners, on be- 
half of the city, agree in virtue of these 
deposits to sell to Mr. Bacon the 32,000 
shares of the common stock of the Balti- 
more «fe Ohio now owned by the city, at 
8100 a share— $:J.250,000. This sum is to 
be paid on or before July 1 next, when 
the transfer of the stock will be made to 
Mr. Bacon and the transaction will then 
be completed. The agreement, of which 
the above is an outline, is signed by 
Mayor Davidson and W. W. Spence for 
the finance commission, and by Mr. Ed- 
ward R. B acon for the new pu rchasers. 
Willing to Sell. 

Chicago, J une 10. — A morning paper 
says: If present indications are to be 
relied upon, the stock of the Union Stock 
Yards and Transfer Company will pass 
into the hands of the English syndicate 
that has been nogotiating for it since be- 
fore the firetof July. Upon the testimony 
of one of tlie highest officera of the com- 
pany, the only thing that can prevent 
the transfer is the withdrawal of the 
offer by the English capitalists. By far 
the greate/ number of the owners of 
stock, in fact enough to furnish the 
ninety per cent, of stock required by the 
Englishmen look upon the deal with ut- 
most favor, and are willing to part with 
their property at the terms offered. 

'Will Mannfticture Twine. 
St. Paul, June 10. — The report in re- 
gard to the binding twine manufacture 
was presented to Governor Merriam. A 
committee from the Farmera alliance 
and state prison inspectora make the re- 
port. They favor the establishment of a 
manufacturing concern at either Still- 
water or St. Cloud to consist of not less 
than two full systems of machinery. The 
cost is estimated at 820,000. 

A Mill Failure. 
Providence, R.' I., June 10. — The 
Oriental Mills company made an assign- 
ment today to Samuel Ames, attorney- 
st-law.

OUEEN VI C'S B IRTHDAY. 

A Correspondent Describes the Features 

of the Celebration. 

On board the Atlanta squadron op 
EVOLUTION, Gibraltar Bait, May 24.— 
Today being the seventy-first birthday 
of her Brittanic majesty, tlie squadron 
dressed ship with the British flag at the 
masthead, and the Atlanta fired the 
royal salute. The day was observed as 
a general holiday on shore, all business 
being suspended and almost every store 
closed. At noon the Spanish captain- 
general, Don Jose Gamier, commandant 
of the camps of Gibraltar, and staff, ar- 
rived from Algesciras, and on landing at 
the "Ragged Staff," a salute of seventeen 
guns was tired. The guards of all of the 
shi|is were paraded and presented arms 
as the Spanish governor passed. After 
lunching with the British government, 
the Spanish officers proceeded to the 
"north front" facing the Spanish lines, 
where 3000 British troops and a naval 
contingent were present. The troops 
were in line, formed in two brigades, the 
firet consisting of artillery, engineers and 
rifles, the second of three 
regiments of infantry— one the 
famous Black Watch, The naval 
brigade was on the right of the line with 
several field pieces, and, on the extreme 
right, two guns of a field battery of ar- 
tillery. When the governora passed 
through the barriera a salute of seven- 
teen guns was tired by the guns on pa- 
rade, and on their arrival at the parade 
grounds they received a salute from the 
rock casements. After an inspection a 
royal salute was fired, followed by a 
feu-de-joie, commencing with seven guns 
from the field pieces before each round 
of the infantry. Before each round 
three lusty cheere were given for Queen 
Victoria. The troops were then formed 
in line of quarter columns and marched 
past in reviewing order before the 
two governors. Admiral Walker 
and the officera of the 

squadron received invitations to 
the luncheon and tickets for the reserved 
enclosure to witness the maich past. On 
Tuesday night the governor of Gibraltar 
gave a full-dress 1^11, the band of the 
famous Kings Royal Rifles playing a 
well-selected program. On Monaay even- 
ing the pleasure steamer Ceylon, in get- 
ting under way, collided with the York- 
town. The Yorktown sustained slight 
damage, but these proved of a very ag- 
gravating character, her most conspicu- 
ous part, the figurehead, being broken, 
and the shield and eagle torn assunder. 
The Ceylon promptly anchored and sent 
a boat on board the Yorktown to inquire 
the extent of damage. 

BURI ED A LIVE. 

A Chicago Han Murdered Through the 
Carelessness of Relations. 

Chicago, June 10.— An afternoon 
paper prints the following story with de- 
tails that seem to affirm the truth: Last 
Saturday the funeral of John Buske, 
who died suddenly, was held at his resi- 
dence, and after the services the body 
was carried to the cemetery. While the 
body was lying in the casket, the friends 
had remarked at the lifelike appearance 
of the face, but the doctor 
had pronounced the man dead. 
Wheu the cortege reached the 
cemetery someone suggested that the 
coffin should be opened, but this was 
voted down, notwithstanding that a tap 
ping from the inside of the coffin indi- 
cated that there was life there. As the 
body was being lowered into the grave 
the tapping became more pronounced, 
but the people bad assembled 
for a funeral and it had 
to take place. Yesterday the 
grave was opened, the coffin removed, 
and an examination of the body showed 
that the victim had been murdered 
through the carelessness of the attend- 
ants. Buske's body was twisted, his 
features distorted, his tongue bitten 
nearly in two, and his finger nails im- 
beded in the flesh. There was every in- 
dication that a horritile struggle had 
taken place.

Men audBoys Injured and Valuable Horses 
Killed. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 10.— The re- 
mains of the wrecked horse train did not 
pull up at the race course across the 
river until 10 o'clock this morning. In a 
caboose next to the last car in the train 
were the eight wounded men and boys, 
the most of them belonging to Chinn & 
Morgan's stable. Scarcely one of them 
escaped with less than a broken leg. 
They were all removed to the Wabash 
hospital. 

The stable most affected by the wreck 
was that of J. Kellar of Cythiana, Ky., 
who, together with his son, perished. 
They had five horses and every one of 
them was killed.

Hannibai., Mo., June 10. — A construc- 
tion train collided with a freight train 
on the St Louis, Keokuk & Northwest- 
ern on a curve about twelve miles south 
of here yesterday and twelve care were 
wrecked. Fireman Arthur Taylor and 
Beny Nelson were scalded to death. 
Engineer Lewis Carver was injured 
about the hips and arms. Engineer 
Fitzpatrick jumped and escaped with 
slight injuries. Conductor O'Mar Lem- 
ons was slightly injured internally and 
Head Brakeman Tucker was seriously 
hurt. An error of Train Dispatcher 
Davidson, said to be his firat in twelve 
yeare, caused the wreck. He at once re- 
signed. 



COWLE S MA Y DIE. 

The Cleveland Kidnapper's Condition Se- 
rious ; The Mother Gets the Child. 

Montreal, June 10.— This morning 
Mre. Cowles appeared in court before 
Judge Tait with her daughter Florence 
and her friends. The letter which 
Cowles wrote renouncing all claims to 
his daughter, and the order from him to 
the nuns with whom she had been 
placed, authorizing them to deliver her 
up was produced. This was regarded as 
concluding the case. Cowles' condition 
is not improved and his wound may re- 
sult fatally. 

A commission of physicians has been 
named to examine Cowles tomorrow to 
ascertain if be is in tit condition to come 
into court If so, the case of Hale will 
at once go to the grand jury, and if a 
bill be found against him he will be 
tried at once. None of the party will 
leave Canada till everything is finally 
settled. Judge Ingersoll is at present 
engaged with the Canadian counsel mak- 
ing out a plan of defense for Hale. It*^ 
will be that the shooting was done in 
self defense.

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THE CATHOLIC POSITION. 

If Dr. Dunn's recent sermon has been 
correctly reported, he has wholly misap- 
prehended the position of the Roman 
Cathoiic church in regard to relij^ious 
teaohi ig in the schools. He says: "If 
the state concedes to the Roman 
Catholic today, it must expurgate 
every text-book in use; it must 
eliminate every extract from the Bible, 
every allusion to God as a benefactor to 
Christians — as the world's redeemer. 
There must be no allusion to the tirst 
cause, none to the evidence of design 
either in the nniverse or the human 
system, no reference to mail's 
responsibility to his maker, which 
is the true foundation of moral 
obligation and fundamental distinction 
between ritjht and wrong." 

This misstatement is the more astonish- 
ing because it is precisely on the score 
of the lUleged lack of religion in the pub- 
lic school training that the Catholic 
church rejects it and supports a system 
giving an avowedly religious education 
in direct connection with mental train- 
ing. The parochial school is founded on 
the theory that proper and complete 
education includes moral training 
as well as mentaL The 

essence and heart of morality in the 
view of the church is religion. Conse- 
quently there cannot be a satisfactory 
moral training which is not heartUy re- 
ligious, and the church insists therefore 
upon relijfious education directly coupled 
with mental m its schools. It is for the 
absence of this essential element, for the 
alleged godlesaness of the common 
school, that the church refuses to coun- 
tenance it, and sets up its preferred 
parochial system in place of it. 

For a fair comprehension of the stand 
of the church, it is absolutely essential 
that this pivotal point should be ex- 
actly noted. The real line of division 
between the church view and that of the 
common school supporter is thia Both 
hold that moral training is 
essential to a rounded education, but the 
latter maintains that the home and the 
church and the Sunday school should be 
relied upon to give iitia training by every 
agency at their command outside of the 
moral influence exerted inevitably by the 
refining and disciplining conduct of the 
common school. The church now con- 
tends that the common school training 
is not reilning and elevating, and that 
religious training cannot be separated 
advisedly from mental m the regular 
school course. It is urged that many 
children of depraved oi reckless parents 
can only be reached effectively by the 
redeeming power of religion and the 
church, the mstrument of religion, dur- 
ing the school hours, and that the 
parochial school supplies the means of 
carrying on steadily and broadly system- 
atic religious education hand in hand 
with mental. 

Now the loyal supporter of the com- 
mon school may fairly oppose this posi- 
tion and combat it with every argument 
and fact at his command, but he has no 
right to misstate or pervert it. The 
Herald is meet earnestly in favor of the 
common school training, for reasons 
already given and others yet to be ad- 
duced, but it can find no warrant in 
fact for the assumption of Dr. Uunn 
that the use of the Bible in the schools 
is a prime cause of offense to the seced- 
ing Catholics. In many public schools 
in this country there is no read- 
ing from the Bible at all, 
yet the parochial schools are 
pushed e-jually, if not with more ardor, 
in these school districts. Undoubtedly 
the church does not recognize the 
Protestant Bible as the orthodox version, 
but we have yet to hear of the complaint 
of any such representative Catholics as 
Archbishop Ireland or Bishop McGolrick 
of Bible reading in th» schools. In fact 
the rooted church objection appears to 
be not because there is any religious 
education in the common schools, but 
because it is so lamentably insufficient 
from the church standpoint So the 
church would give its school children 
more of the Bible instead of less of it 
This is the fact, and it is impolitic and 
unjust not to face it squarely.

Enrllsh Market Glutted. 
LoNDo.N, June 10.— American beef is 
cheaper in thia city today than was ever 
known before. There is a regular jjlut 
in the market. Out at Deptford market 
there are over 8000 beaate which must be 
killed and delivered within ten days, 
while advices say ihat several cargoes 
are afloat. Wholesale prices are ranging 
from seven to ten cents per pound for 
the very choioest cuts, and the retail 
figure ten to fourteen.

New York, June 10.— The Times says: 
A conference of railroad, men held in 
this city a few days ago resulted in an 
agreement by which the Northern Pa- 
cific Railroad company gains control of 
the Seattle, Lake Shore A Eastern rail- 
way, an incompleted road projected 
from Seattle to Spokane Falls, Wash. 

The work of building the road was be- 
gun at each terminus three or four 
years ago, and something over 100 miles 
of the main line were completed last 
year. In addition several short traffic 
spurs were built. 

The Northern Pacific secures control 
of the Seattle, Lake Shore A Eastern 
railway assuming the obligation of its 
bonds. The contract was signed by H 
O Armour, Gen. Thomos M. Logan and 
Edward D. Chester representing the 
Seattle road. This deal practicallv 
shuts out the Great Northern from a 
connection at Puget Sound, and it is au- 
thoritatively sUted that Villard has ee- 
eureii most of the land bordering on 
Lake Washington, and that the line will 
run around the lake.

What Ik the True Inwardness of the Pu- 
eblo-Dnluth Road. 

Some time ago, as The Herald stated, 
the Pueblo A Duluth road was incor- 
porated in Nebraska to build a railroad 
from a point on the southern boundary 
line of the state of Nebraska, in Hitch- 
cock county, in a northeasterly direction 
through the counties of Hitchcock, Red 
Willow, Frontier, Gosper, Dawson, Buf- 
falo, Custer, Sherman, Howard, Valley, 
Greeley, Wheeler, Boone, Antelope,' 
-Madison, Pierce, Wayne, Cedar, Dixon 
and Dakota, to a point at or near the 
town of Covington, in the county of 
Dakota. The incorporators were: Wm 

w ^n'^t^^AV^y.""- "• 9?y«c"tt. Ralph A.' 
Weill, R W. Carman, New York; J M 

Coleman, O. W. Williams, Thomas Mar- 
wood, G. E. Malloy, D. Hitchcock, Peter

Stillson of Antelope county, Nebraska. 

Another road was also incorporated in 
the same state, called the Pueblo, Du- 
luth A Nebraska, its terminal points 
also being Pueblo and Duluth. This 
route would open to Duluth the corn 
helds of Nebraska and the mines of 
Colorado, putting this city on a footing 
with Chicago in the Southwest. 

It is hardly probable that this com- 
pany is formed on an independent basis, 
but that some one of the transcon- 
tinental roads is back of the scheme is 
more likely. Three roads enter Pueblo 
for any one of which a Duluth connec- 
tion would be desirable. Of these three 
—the Atchison, the Missouri Pacific and 
the Denver A Rio Grand— only the At- 
chison has ever made a pretense of de- 
siring to enter Northwestern territory 
Is this road back of the Pueblo A Du- 
luth? 

The South Shore A Atlantic has is- 
sued Its increased tariff, the rates being 
on a basis of 74 cents. 

The Duluth, South Shore A Atlantic 
has at last its summer toar- 
iBts' guide, Julian Ralph the author. 
The little pamphlet wasgotten up by the 
American Bank Note company, and 
some of its eighty-two pages are filled 
with illustrations that are artistic and 
tasty. The frontispiece gives a view of 
Duluth as seen to the southeast from 
Eighth avenue and Second street. Of 
this city the guide says: "Duluth's at- 
tractions as a summer resort have spread 
the city's fame far and wide within the 
past two years. The numerous small 
streams along the north shore furnish 
the best kind of trout fishing. The de- 
licious lake whitettsh need no praises 
here, and of late the fame of the 
planked whitefish, as that dish is served 
in The Spalding house, is co-extensive 
with all knowledge of good living. Feath- 
ered game is plentiful the year around 
and all along the St. Louis river, as well 
as far back in the tangled wildwood, 
deer are still found in great nnmbers, in 
spite of the advancing sound of the 
woodman's axe and the ravages of the 
sportsman's rifle.

▲ Dnbuqne Boy Oleit After Faatintr for 
Nin<>t7-«lx Uayit. 
DfBuguE, Iowa, June 10. — Tommy 
Sutton, after living without eolid food 
for ninety-six days, died yesterday. Dur- 
ing; all his fast his only sustenance was 
Bodawater. Previous to the death of the 
boy a council of physicians was held and 
all united in proDouncint; it a case of 
paralysis of the stomach and bowels. 
Some years ago the lad suffered a fall 
and was never in perfect health there- 
after. Ninety-six days ago his stomach 
refused all solid food, andsodawater was 
the only liquid he could retain. His 
sufferings were moet intense, but he 
bore them without complaining. 

It'a • I'ity. 

New York, June 10. — Alfred J. 
Perrine, the inventor of theGatling gun, 
for which he received but ${0,000, has 
died in destitute circumstances. A 
somewhat similar case was recently be- 
fore tbe bouse of commons in the shape 
of a plea to the government to do some- 
thing for the relief of the daughters of 
Sir William Palliser, who are in a condi- 
tion of extreme poverty. Sir William 
made numerous improvements in guns 
and in the screwing on of armor plates, 
and contributed materially to economy 
and efficiency in both the military and 
naval departments, so much so that less 
than a year ago it was stated in the 
bouse by a cabinet minister that his in- 
ventions had saved the country over 
$30,000,000. The cabinet decided, how- 
ever, that there was no precedent for al- 
lowing a pension to the daughters, and 
the decision was affirmed by the house 
by a majority of twenty. 

Fixing Kxcunilon KateH. 

Chicago, June 10.— More than ordi- 
nary interest attaches to the meeting in 
progress today of the passenger depart- 
ment of the Central Traffic Association, 
Commissioner Blanchard, presiding, from 
the fact that the rates for the National 
Encampment of the Grand Army En- 
campment at Boston in August, are to 
be fixed. The conflict between the rail- 
roads and the veterans over the rates to 
the encampment at Milwaukee last 
year has not yet been forgotten, and the 
attendance at Boston depends largely 
upon the liberal proclivities of the man- 
agers, who last ye«r tried to kill the hen 
that laid the golden eggs. Ivates will 
also be fixed for the triennal convention 
of the Knights Templar in Chicago in 
August. 

Convention Proceedlni^. 

Atlanta, Ga., June 10.— The delegates 
to the convention of the International 
Typographical union got down to solid 
work today, President Plank in the 
chair. A lengthy report detailing the 
general prosperity of the union was pre- 
sented by Secretary McClevy. The 
committee on laws comprising Charles 
Leonard, New York; W. B. Presoott, To- 
ronto, Can.; M. J. Johnson, Fort Worth, 
Texas, and J. M. Bonnell, Boston, have 
prepared a report in which various 
changes in the constitution are sug- 
gested. Nearly 200 delegates are in at- 
tendance. 

Sad Accident at Oberlin. 
Obf.rlin, Jane 10.- Several members 
of the Ot>erlin college who were draw- 
ing the Oberlin college base ball team 
aoout the citv in a parade yesterday, fell 
to the ground and before they were able 
to rise were run over by a band wagon 
containing about thirty-five people, which 
was following immediately after the car- 
riage in which were the ball players. Be- 
fore the team could be stoppeid, the wagon 
wheels passed over the prostrate Ixiys, 
and three of them, B. A. Williams, John 
Luthia and F. D. Ellis, are so badly in- 
jured that it is feared they cannot live. 

Waa Beneficial. 

Council, BLirPFs, Iowa, June 10.— Ad- 
vices to The Nonpareil from points cover- 
ing the territory flooded by the tre- 
menaous rains of last week, indicate 



that the damage to the growing crops 
has been greatly over-estimated. In 
numerable insects were destroyed and it 
is fair to presume ihe beneficiary effects 
of the rain will offset the damage done. 



A Settlement Expected. 

ViENN.v, .June 10. — Strong efforts are 
being made to reconcile the differences 
between the old Czechs and Germans in 
the Bohemian diet. Emperor Francis 
Joseph today gave an audience to the 
leaders of the two parties and in his 
conversation with them his majesty de- 
clared that the arrangements looking to 
a settlement of the difficulties adopted 
by the recent German-Czech conference 
in Vienna would certainly be effected 
This utterance was a departure from 
the Emperor's customary reserve and is 
expected to have a decisive influence in 
settling the long standing troubles be- 
tween the two political parties. 



8hot a Burglar. 

MiNNE.\poi.is, June 10. — [Special to 
The Herald.]— At an early hour this 
morning, a colored man was shot by W. 
P. Ives, of this city, while attempting to 
burglarize the latter's house. He ran 
out and was afterwards found by a po- 
liceman in an insensible condition about 
100 feet from the house.

— The Hyde and 
Behman theater on Adams street in 
Brooklyn was gutted by fire at 12:45 last 
night. The big Arbuckle building is 
also on fire, and the Germania bank next 
door is threatened. The loss is estimated 
at $125,000. Ihe fire was under control 
at 2 o'clock. The theater was vacant at 
the time, except for the janitor and his 
fairily, and no one was injured as far as 
known. The cause of the fire is un- 
known. 

Want* a Faat Line. 

Ottawa, Ont., June 10. — The Domin- 
ion government has decided to advertise 
in the leading English newspapers for a 
fitst Atlantic steamship line. The ad- 
vertisement will call for a minimum 
average speed of eighteen knots per 
hour from port to port, a French port 
being the starting point on the other 
side, the boats to stop at Southampton 
or Plymouth as may be hereafter agreed 
upon. 

American Delegates Sail. 

New York, June 10. — Among the pas- 
sengers for England today were Revs. 
Drs. O. F. Gregory of Baltimore, Lan- 
sing Burrows of Augusta, Ga. and J. S. 
Thomas of South Carolina, who will rep 
resent the Southern Baptist association 
in the meetings of the English baptists 
to open two weeks henoe.

A Noted Irishman's Wedding 

Today; Great Fires in 

Siberia. 



Troubles in Silesia; Stanley; 

General Foreign 

News. 



London, Judo 11. — The marriage of 
William O'Brien, M. P., and Sophie 
Kaffolvitch was solemnized at the 
Uromptun oratory this morninf;. The 
Archbishop of Oashel otiiciated, while 
Cardinal Manning pronounced the bene- 
diction on the happy pair. Solemn 
nuptial mas8 was afterward celebrated. 
John Dillon officiated aa beet man. 
Forty members of the Irish parliamen- 
tary party, beaded by Parnell, were 
present, together with Jacob bright, 
Kight Hon. Shaw Lefevre and other 
prominent representatives of the Glad- 
stonian party. As a brilliant back- 
ground to the political friends of the 
groom were the Dowager Countess Rus- 
sell and her daughters, Lady Sandhurst 
and other acquaiatances of the blushing 
bride. The wedding presents include a 
valuable oil painting from Cardinal Man- 
ning, and an elaborate silver service 
from his colleagues in the house of com- 
mons. 

The bride of the distinguished Irish 
patriot is the daughter uf a prominent 
Parisian banker. She is a Jewess, but 
adopted the Roman Catholic tenets a 
few weeks ago. Mr. O'Briso made her 
acquaintance a few years ago, and her 
brilliant accomplishments as well as her 
ardent admiration for the struggles of 
the Irish race soon caused the acquaint- 
ance to ripen into ardent affection. She 
has rendered the cause valuable help. 

She is French by birth, but speaks 
the English and all other European 
lang:uage6 tluently, and the magnificent 
family mansion in the Champs Elysee 
has for years been famous for its hospi- 
tality to the most distinguished writers 
and thinkers in Europe. 

Miss Raffolvitch has an income of 
over ^20,000 yearly in her own right 
while the groom, whose abilities should 
bring him tens of thousands of dollart* 
ever}' year, has devoted so much of his 
life to efforts in behalf of his country, 
and is moreover of so generous a dispo- 
sition, that he is as poor as the pro- 
verbial church mouse. 

The groom is perhaps the most popu- 
lar man in Ireland and among the 
Irish race throughout the world except- 
ing Mr. Parnell himself. His zeal in 
the cause he has espoused amounts al- 
most to fanatacism, and he is prepared 
at any moment to sacrifice liberty or 
life for its sake. 

The strikers at Beunissch, Silesia, are 
acting in a riotous manner. They at- 
tacked the factories yesterday and with 
clubs and stones smiished in the win- 
dows of sixteen of them. Several of the 
factories were otherwise damaged by the 
rioters. A number of the strikers were 
arrested ami their comrades assaulted 
the police in their attempts to rescue 
them. The trouble became so serious 
that the military was called upon, and 
the troops soon quelled the rioting. 

The Edinburgh municipal authorities 
today presented the freedom of the city 
to Mr. Stanley. He made an appropri- 
ate reply to the address of presentation, 
thanking the authorities for the honor 
conferred upon him. Much enthusiasm 
was manifested. 

Reports have been received at St. Pe- 
tersburg of disastrous conflagrations 
and great losses of life and property in 
the mining districts of the Ural moun- 
tains, ^e iron works at Eufaleisk and 
New Jansk, lUOO dwelling houses, four 
school houses, three churches, the hos- 
pitals and the magazines were com- 
pletely destroyed. Forty persons were 
burned to death and 18,000 were made 
homeless by the destruction of the 
towns. 

In deference to the clamor of the Paris 
public and the demands of the society 
for the protection of animals, the pre- 
fect of peace some time ago divested the 
sport of bull fighting, which bad become 
popular in Paris, of its bloody features, 
by establishing a code of rules rendering 
the bulls comparatively harmless, and 
prohibiting the employment of picadors, 
whose lance thrusts ordinarily enliven 
the spectators and oorrespodingly de- 
press the spirits of the bull. Stripped 
of the elements of danger, 
the sport became too tame 
even for the tender-hearted Parisians, 
while the Spanish authorities accentu- 
ated their disgust by persistent absence 
from the entertainments, and popular 
clamor once more aroee demanding the 
restoration of the picador. The police 
have again responded to a public call, 
and an order was issued yesterday per- 
mitting the picador to resume his func- 
tions.

GIVE THE WEST A CHANCE- 

Oeiuocrata Wcmt and South do not Want a 
New Vorkrr for Frealdent. 
Denver, Col., June 11. — The Rocky 
Mountain News, the leading democratic 
paper in this part of the country, con- 
tains a double leaded editorial this 

morning taking strong grounds against 
the nomination by the democratic party 
of either Cleveland or Hill or any other 
New York man for president. The 
News states that this desire is not the 
outgrowth of any hostility to these gen- 
tlemen, but the attitude of the party in 
going to New York for a candidate ever 
since the war has seclionali/.ed the 
party. The South and West have been 
compelled to submit to New York, and 
with New York to Wall street. 

Until these bonds are broken the 
democratic party can never claim to be 
what its founders made it. Since 1873 
the country has been suffering evil from 
the silver demonetization. It was par- 
tially destroyed by democrats in 1878. 
New York alone dominates and controls 
the whole party in this great financial 
struggle. Democrats in congress are 
almost a unit for free coinage. lu 
national conventions this candor vanishes 
in the superstitious fear that only a New 
York candidate can be elected. New 
York will never cast its vote in conven- 
tion for one not bound in bonds of gold 
to Wall street. Even before Cleveland 
was inaugurateil, he shoulaed the country 
with a letter in opposition to silver. 

If Cleveland or Hill were nominated 
neither <5ould escape from his Wall 
street environment. The convictions of 
the St. Louis convention which nomi- 
nated Cleveland were smothered. The 
democratic party stating that it can win 
success only through a New York nomi- 
nee, admits fatal weakness and almost 
merits defeat. The News concludes by 
an appeal to the party to give the West 
and South a chance.

Columbus, Ohio, June 11. — The effort 
to start the cars was a complete failure 
and it is claimed by the strikers as an- 
other in their series of victories. The 

cars were returned to the barn, and it is 
intimated that another attempt to get 
out cars will be made this afternoon. 
The company and police are keeping 
their own counsels and not publishing 
their movements in advance. 

The Columbus, Ohio, Consoli(fbted 
street railway made another attempt to 
start cars this morning, and the scenes 
enacted were similar to those of Monday. 
The cars had proceeded but a few 
squares when thousands gathered and 
the tracks were blocked with stone and 
rubbish. 

The women took a big hand in sU^p- 
ping the car& The mayor was present 
and ordered the arrest of two citizens 
who were blocking the tracks. The 
situation was threatening, but no one 
was injured. The employes at some of 
the leading manufactories closed down 
and turned out as soon as they learned 
the cars were to be started. Their 
objeci was to aid the strikers. 
The mayor is preparing a list, and 
getting ready to call a meeting of lead- 
ing citizens to consider the threatening 
situation. The compat>y insists on pro- 
tection from the police and the mayor 
claims the police force is inadequate to 
the task. If a compromise is not 
reached the mayor states he will ask for 
the militia if the demand is made by the 
street railway company. 

A Haul of Jewelry. 
G LOVERS VILL.E, N. Y., JUHS 11. — 

Thieves broke into W. D. Norton's 
jewelry store last night and stole alx^ut 
120,1)00 worth of jewelry, among the arti- 
cles taken, being several hundred gold 
and silver watches, a number of chains, 
finger, rings and pieces of solid gold. 
Twenty diamond rings were also taken. 
The safe was blown open and the detec- 
tives on the cose say that the robbers 
were undoubtedly professionals. 

A.U. O. W. Dedication. 

St. Louis, June 11. — Prominent mem- 
bers of the Order of United Workmen 
from several states are arriving today to 
participate in the exercises incident to 
the dedication of the Upchurch monu- 
ment, and which take place in the Grand 
Music hall of the Exposition building 
this evening. In 1868 the order was 
founded in a little town in Pennsylvania 
by John Jordan Upchurch, and before 
his death it had become one of the 
strongest and most popular of the secret 
benevolent societies of the country with 
a membership aggr^ating nearly a 
quarter million.

A 
large number of persons went from this 
city to see the doings, knowing that sev- 
eral companies of troops were stationed 
there, but when they reached the Chey- 
enne river they found it so swollen that it 
was impossible to cross. The hoetiles 
warned them that if any attempt was 
made to cross the river serious results 
would follow.

On general improvements 
the company will expend over !}10,000 
this season, A committee has been ap- 
pointed to choose a site for a depot, and 
a handsome structure of this kind will 
be built and a suburban train service 
will be instituted. At least twenty-five 
contracts have been made for houses to 
be erected at Spirit Lake this year, 
these building to cost from 92000 to 
?10,000 apiece. 

"It is probable," said C. E. Lovett, 
vice-president of the company, "that we 
will build a summer hotel at Spirit 
Lake this year. Our plans call for a 
buildings to cost something like 120,000, 
and it will make Spirit Lake one of the 
best summer resorts in the Northwest."

He felt 
gratitied to be able to say to his hearers 
that there were a great many people in 
Duluth who did not believe all the bad 
things that have recently been said 
against him. "The bishop said that this 
closed his remarks on this subject once 
and for all. Continuing, he said: "You 
have my warm and hearty oo-operation 
and blessing in your work." 

Mrs. Dr. Phelan then favored the au- 
dienoe with a solo which reoeived a caer- 



ited encore, to which she responded, at 
the close of which she received a banket 
of flowers.

BRIBERY^ EXPOSED. 

Nicely Cooke<l Man of the Book Trust 
Dished Dp. 

Olympia, Wash., June 11.— T. H, 
Leach of Vancouver, a member of the 
state board of education announced to 
the board yesterday that he had been of- 
fered $5000 as a bribe to bring about a 
reconsideration of the recent action of 
the board in regard to text books. He 
also laid before the board a check for 
the money drawn in his favor by C. 
Eames, on the First National bank of 
Portland, Ore. 

Last Thursday the board adopted 
text books for the state, the American 
Book company representing the book 
trust, receiving about 28 per cent of the 
awards. Two members of the board 
voted constantly for all the trust books. 
The trust agent, represented by Eames, 
who is connected with a detective agency 
in Portland, was to buy Leach to move 
for reconsideration so far as readers and 
arithmetics were concerned, which 
would give the trust houses 80 per cent 
of the awards. Leach was promised 
35000 and certain other consideration& 

Leach moved to reconsider Monday. 
The motion was accepted and the matter 
left open. He then received the check 
and exposed the plot yesterday. The 
board promptly reaifirmed its action of 
last Thursday and passed resolutions 
condemning the American Book com- 
pany. 

SUBMIT I T TO PEOPLE. 

A Project to Submit the Lottery Question 
to Louisiana at Large. 

Baixjn Rouge, La., June 11. — W. A. 
Crandall, chairman of the democratic 
state central committee, last night wrote 
a letter to State Senator Foster, leader 
of the anti-lottery faction in the legisla- 
ture, suggesting a means of settling the 
lottery question and avoiding dissensions 
within the party ranks. 

He wants the state central committee 
to convene within ten days, and wants it 
to order primary elections throughout 
the state at which white people only 
will be allowed to participate, the said 
election to be held within thirty days, 
and if a majority voting at the primaries 
favor the submission of the lottery 
ambudments to the people, the governor 
is to call a special session of the legisla- 
ture for that purpose within thirty days 
after the said election. "You will, of 
course, understand," writes he, "that in 
order to carry out the above suggestion 
the co-operation of the government will 
be necessarj." The lotterj' amendment 
was introduced in the house Monday, 
and was referred to a special committee 
without opposition.

In the Senate. 

Washington, June 11.— Adverse re 
ports were made in the senate from the 
finance committee on Mr. Stanford's bill 
for government loans on liens of real es- 
tate and on the bill to abolish metal 
money and the bills were indefinitely 
poetponeil. On motion of Mr. Edmunds 
a senate bill extending the criminal 
jurisdiction of the circuit and district 
court to the great lakes and their con- 
necting waters, was taken from the 
calendar and passed. Mr. Morrill, from 
the committee on finance reported back 
favorably and with sundry amendments, 
the house silver bill, and gave notice 
that at the proper time he would otfer it 
08 a substitute for the senate bill. The 
senate silver bill was taken up and Mr.

The pro- 
vision making the certificates issued in 
payment of bullion legal tender for pub- 
lic and private debts was struck out 
leaving them receivable for customs, 
taxes and public dues. The bullion re- 
demption clause was stricken out, also 
the section providing for free coinage of 
silver whenever the market price is f 1 
for 37II4 grains of pure silver. This aot 
is made to take effect thirty days after 
passage and shall terminate at the expi- 
ratioa of ten year$ therefrom.

VicrroRiA, B. C, June 11.— The little 
steamer North Star has been seized by 
Customs Inspector Young on charges ot 
violating the Cadada customs aot. Capt 
Angel EifTel and Fred Jones are own- 
ers. The steamer, it is alleged, has been 
engaged for some time in bringing China- 
men from British Columbia.

NO SPACE TO WASTE. 

The Herald does not propose to waste 
any time or apace in wrangling with any 
other newspaper in this city over any 
matter, and nailing lies about it is tire- 
some aud profitless to the public or it- 
self.

The Herald would have wobbled over just a 
liiUe on the other Side of the fence. Not pos- 
sessing any local circulation, because of its 
na:a>y-pamby vlewa on local subjects. The 
Herald has to depend on stn-et sales and there- 
fore goes with the crowd that happens to bo on 
the street. 

It is known, of oouise, to every reader 
of The Herald that on Friday and Mon- 
day last as well as yesterday, The Herald 
stated as positively as words could state 
its UQwaveriug faith in the common un- 
lectarian school as "the corner stone of 
democracy and union," and declared 
that "the view of Bishop McGolrick as to 
the value of this republic of the free to all 
unsectarian school was directly opposed 
to that of The Herald and we hope t o 
the great majority in this republic now 
and forever."

For this offense it is stoned by The 
News and it expects to be stoned by 
everyone without any idea of common 
fairness. It does not care a straw for 
such stoning and is entirely willing to 
lose any subscriber or reader who is not 
willing to see the truth stated fully and 
frankly. If a fair presentment of both 
sides of any question is standing on the 
fence then The Herald is glad that it 
does stand on such a fence of justice to 
all. 

As to the general position of The Her- 
ald on public questions, its readers know 
that since the day when its present edi- 
tor took charge of the paper by lease it 
has been unqualifiedly a straight repub- 
lican newspaper, heartily in favor of the 
American system of protection and loyal 
to its party, though not hesitating to 
mark out bluntly what seemed to it er- 
rors in its conduct from top to bottom. 
It has, furthermore, been loyal in every 
word and thought to Duluth and to Du- 
luth's best interests, first, last and all 
the time. That is its platform, and it 
submits to every man of sober judgment 
whether that platform is an objection- 
able "fence."

Kaleidoscopic 81ght« of Beauty at the 
Big Navy Yawl. 

New Yokk, June 11.— The navy yard 
has put on its beauty today, and will, 
for the next three or four weeks, be a 
sort of kaleidoscope. It exhibits to the 
eye a great variety of beautiful colors 
and symmetrical forms of naval archi- 
tecture and naval weapons. There is 
the coming and going of the modern and 
the ancient — if a vessel built twenty 
years ago may be called ancient. There 
is the stately white Baltimore, with its 
steel hull, its heavy armor bait, its 
breech -load ing rifles, rapid firing and 
machine guns and torpedoes; and there 
IS the old frigate Minnesota, now used 
as a ship to train American boys to be- 
come good and worthy seamen, with her 
old smooth-bore guns. There is the 
trim white-painted Dolphin— as its 
name implies, a swift swimming and 
beautifully formed vessel— recently re- 
turned from a 58,000 miles' cruise, a ves- 
sel of the modern steel construction with 
the latest improved fighting fittings, as 
the Baltimore also has; and there is the 
Kearsarge. Then there are the great 
ironclad monitors, now being completed. 
The seamen on the Yantic are ready to 
sail, and today go down the bay to take 
ammunition on board and to wait for the 
apprentice boys whom she is to take on 
a cruise. The old sailiag-ship Monon- 
gahela, which has been used as a store- 
ship for the Pacific squadron for several 
years, will arrive here within the next 
few weeks. She left San Francisco for 
New York on March 28, and she will 
probably be the last United States navy 
vessel to round Cape Horn. It was this 
vessel which in February, 1889, started 
from Mare island for Samoa with sup- 
plies for the crews of the vessels which 
had been wrecked there during a hurri- 
cane, and which was believed to have 
been lost because of the long time she 
was at sea without being heard from.

Work on the Duluth & Winnipeg road 
IB jjoiDg on rapidly and satisfactorily, 
except that the recent rains have filled 
up the swamps and rendered grading a 
little more difficult- There are now 
over a thousand men at work on the 
line northwest of La Prairie and Grand 
Rapids, and they are grading the road 
close along behind the locating en- 
gineers. The road runs, aa was first and 
exclusively told by The Herald a few 
weeks ago, north weat of La Prairie to 
the cdnter of Red Lake and then to the 
lower end of the Northwest Angle. 

The locating engineers are pushing 
along, and enough has been learned to 
show that there will be no difficulty 
from the swamps that were feared in the 
original line south of the Mississippi 
rive'* and west of Itasca. These swamps 
are ver\- deep, and it has been claimed 
by the Great Northern people cannot be 
crossed by railways. The new route 
avoids them all. 

On the line east of La Prairie and 
toward Cloquet.ballasters are at work and 
a steam shovel is rapidly bringing the 
road up to grade. It has been expected 
that track-laying on the extension 
towarvl the boundary would begin on the 
15th, but it is hardly probable it will 
commence so soon. The large purchase 
of steel rails, made some time ago, will 
begin to arrive at the end of the track 
in a few days and will be distributed 
along as quickly as may be. The con- 
tractors and the railway company ex- 
pect to get the road through to its con- 
nection at the boundary' at the time 
heretofore set. 

"About thirty miles have already been 
graded on the expansion,'' said a "local 
officer of the North Star Construction 
company this morning. "A thousand 
men are working on parts of the line 
mght and day, and the grading will be 
done as fust as men and supplies can be 
furnished. Another gang of men is sur- 
facing the completed road, and twenty- 
five miles are already completed and the 
line will be surfaced by July 1, making 
as good a piece of track as can be found 
in the Northwest. 

"We will begin laying rails by the 
22nd of this month, north of La Prairie. 
The Penn£yivania Steel company begun 
rolling the iron the 5th of June at its 
Steelton mills, and will begin shipping 
rails this week. We are, in fact, ex- 
pecting a cargo at any time npw." The 
North Star Cocstruction company is get- 
ting its oiBcee in the Hoppman building 
in shape, and Mr. Callahan, the con- 
struction agent, H. P. Haskell, right-of- 
way agent, Mr. Knowlton and Train- 
master McManus now have their bead- 
quart.^rs there.

COMES APP ARENT LY DIRECT. 

A WeU-Known I>iiluthiau KeHpuni^ible for 
an Important Statement. 
The members of the Minnesota Iron 
company by no means informed Duluth 
reporters of all of ite doings at Monday's 
annual meeting. For the past year 
various rumors have been going the 
rounds regarding the establishment at 
Two Harbors or elsewhere in this neigh- 
borhood of a rolling mill and steel plant 
by the stockholders of the Iron com- 
pany. A morning contemporary has 
stumbled over the news and today 
rightly remarked that such mills must 
have Gogebic ores to mix with the Min- 
nesote ores, and the distance from Ash- 
land across would not justify shipping 
by water, hence the other alternative of 
drawing around by rail through Duluth 
to Two Harbors. Duluth is too great a 
rail and water and shipping center to be 
passed by in a case of this nature. A 
few miles out will do, but twenty-eight 
miles out on a single line is at too great 
a disadvantage. 

From semi-official authority The Her- 
ald received this morning information as 
to the intentions of the Minnesota Iron 
company in regard to the recent pur- 
chase of the Webb tract for $175,0C J by 
Capt. Sellwood. The iron company has 
considered the practicability of putting 
in an iron plant at Two Harbors, but as 
the great advantages of this city were 
compared, the company, so it is said, put 
Two Harbors out of the question and 
turned ite attention wholly to Duluth, 
with the result that Capt. Sellwood was 
authorized to make the purchase of the 
Webb tract 

The Herald's informant says: "The 
Minnesota Iron company has bought 
the Webb tract for the purpose of erect- 
ing blast furnaces and a steel plant. 
This 1 have from a member of the com- 
pany. I was talking with a member of 
the Iron company Monday afternoon. 
'It is probable,' he said, 'that the Minne- 
sota Iron company will build a rolling 
mill at West Duluth. We can find no 
town that offers half the advantages this 
city gives. The matter has not been 
definitely arranged, but it was brought 
up at the meeting and seriously consid- 
ered. We intend to purchase a site at 
once, and will, at a meeting to take 
place soon in Chicago, formulate plans 
for the erection of a plant. However, it 
is improbable that anything will be done 
on the works this year.' " 

A member of the Minnesota Iron 
company, interviewed on the subject 
this tuorning stated that there was as 
yet nothing to say in regard to what use 
it was intended to put the property.

Tbe Oovemment K«faMis to Take Lota 
Tied by a String. 

The United States government refuses 
to accept Ooiuth's deed to canal lets 
247 and 2U0 under the oonditions im. 
poeed in the deed of gift recently nent 
to Washington. Under recent date Maj. 
<^uinn received this morning an odicial 
nolitication of this fact from Gen. Casey, 
chief of engineers. 

The letter ia as follows: "ThA decis- 
ion of the secretary of war and the opin- 
ion of the acting judge advocate general 
having been communicated to municipal 
authorities of Duluth, a deed has been 
executed by its mayor and city clerii 
conveying to the United States lots 
2-17 and 2(30 on Lake avenue, Upper 
Duluth, ree«.r\ing to the city tne right 
to build upon and swing over said lots 
or any of them a pivotal drawbridge. 
The war department has reported agamst 
granting {lermisdion to bridge the en- 
trance to the hart>or and the acceptance 
of the property described in the deed 
upon the conditions stipulated." 

A note at the end of the latter reads: 
"The secretary of war concurs in the re- 
port of the chief of engineers."

A large crowd assembled at and near 
the McDougall shipyard this afternoon 
to witness the launch of the steel steam- 
ship 106. But little notice had been 
given of the event, so there was not as 
large an attendance as otherwise might 
have been, still the shout that went up 
aa she slid of the ways, shortly after 4 
o'clock, showed that voices not a tew 
were there. 

The interest of vesselmen centers 
in the 106 because of the fact that she 
is the flrst McDougall craft to be titted 
with propelling engines. The boat is 
the same size and model as the 104 and 
105. Her engine is a massive 
piece of machinery and is as 
graceful and well proportioned, as 
it is substantial. It is a fore and aft 
compound, built by the Riverside Iron 
works of Detroit, Mich., and is one of 
their standard make. It is constructed 
with gallows frames of square section, 
and all working and governing parts are 
so arranged to be very easy to handle. 
The high pressure cylinder is fitted with 
a single porter slide valve and a double 
porter cut-off valve, adjusted by means 
of right and left hand screw; the low 
pressure cylinder is fitted with a double 
porter rolling valve, adjustable by means 
of a slot in the reverse arm. The links 
operating the main valves are of the 
double bar type, with all parts adjust- 
able for wear. The links are reversed 
by means of a direct acting steam cylin- 
der controlled by a hydraulic cylinder. 
Steam is supplied from two Scotch 
boilers 11 feet in diameter by 11 >>^ feet 
long, each having two furnaces and 
tested to 120 pounds pressure to the 
inch. The propeller wheel to be driven 
bv this engine is 11}^ feet in diameter 
of the Hodge type, and the shaft is a 
solid piece 10>4 inches through.

Work on the Chicago shipyard has 
been almost completed, and the laying of 
the keel of the first steamer will be 00m- 
menced soon. General Manager Pank- 
kurst of the Globe yard, said to a Cleve- 
land Leader reporter the other day: 
••We got right into a hotbed of socialists 
and anarchists, and if we have any more 
trouble there I'll shut the yards up till 
the police are able to give us protection. 
If it had not been for the fact that I had 
made a contract which had to be carried 
out, I would have closed the yards dur- 
ing the carpenters' strike. There has 
never been a word of complaint among 
our men here, but would be if we had a 
crowd of labor agitators around us as 
there is in Chicago." 

When the steamer Viking struck 
Eagle Harbor reef she ran out five feet 
forward. Though exposed to very severe 
weather, in a perilous position, all hands 
worked incessantly, and jetl isoned over 
500 tons of iron ore. Friday morning the 
tugs succeeded in pulling the Viking off, 
and soon after released the Michigan. 
The nearest harbor was Copper harbor, 
thirty miles off, and thither the vessel 
proceeded. 

The Campana had twenty-eight cabin 
passengers. 

The North Wave has again smashed 
the record for running time from the 
Sault to Duluth. Capt Waite shows 
the log-book of the last trip, which re- 
cords the time as exactly twenty-three 
hours and seven minutes.

The World's Fair Location 

Claimed to be Finally 

Settled. 



A Splendid Location Taking 
in the Entire Lake 
Front. 



Chicago, June 12. — The Times asserts 
that the World fair directors have pr^'- 
lically decided to locate the espoeition 
on the lake front. An organized etfort 
has been made, it says, to clear the lake 
front of all its objectionable features by 
coming to a definite understanding with 
the Illinois Central railroad, and with 
this end in view all other projects, so far 
as site is concerned, have been left in 
abeyance. 

The formal proposition was made to 
the railroad otlicials yesterday. Should 
it be accepted, it is said that the railroad 
company will abandon its tracks along 
the fake front, and leaving the lakl) shore 
at Twenty-second street, it will run out 
into the lake as far as the government 
pier, thence north just inside the break 
water to a point opposite the foot of 
Randolph street and thence west 
to its depots, warehouses and 
elevators. Inside of the projected 
new tracks a massive stone wall will be 
erected high enough to shut out its 
tracks from view of the Lake Front 
park. This wall is to be terraced to the 
westward and ornamented with plants, 
trees and tlowers, so as to present an at- 
tractive appearance. Should the pro- 
posed plan be carried out, the World's 
fair sit« will extend from Randolph 
street south to the present Illinois Cen- 
tral pier at the foot of Fourteenth street. 
In consideration of the permanent right 
of way and the depot site at the foot of 
Randolph street, actjuired by the rail- 
road, it is proposed that the company 
till in the basin from Twenty- Second to 
Fourteenth street. The special merit 
claimed for this scheme is that it will 
atfonl the city one of the most beautiful 
parkjd in the world, and that too, in the 
very heart of the city. It will further 
forever settle all litigation as to the 
ground. 

SMUGGLING ON BIG STEAMSHIPS. 



More Inman Line Employes in Trouble; 
Some Surprises Expected. 

New York, June 12.— The recent 
cases of smuggling by petty officers on 
Inman line steamships uul'riinated today 
in the arrest of the barkeeper and store- 
keeper of the City of Chicago, of that 
liiie, on an old charge of smuggling. 
When the City of Chicago arrived at her 
pier, she was at once Iwarded by treas- 
ury agents, who instituted a search for 
contraband goods. They then arrested 
James Leythara, the barkeeper, and 
Archer, the storekeeper. The special 
charge upon which these men were held 
is said to be the smuggling of merchan- 
dise on the last trip of the City of Chi- 
cago from Liverpool, when a quantity of 
contraband goods were secreted on the 
Hoboken pier. 

The captain of the City of Chicago 
seemed much depressed over the arrest 
of his two subordinates. The general 
impression prevailed that the arrest of 
Leytham and Archer was due directly 
to confessions made by men now con- 
fined in Ludlow Street jail for smug- 
gling off the City of New York, to tl^e 
effect that Leytham and Archer were 
members of a regular band of smug- 
glers. It was also learned that if cer- 
tain passengers could be prevailed upon 
to testify in the case some sensational 
facts would be learned relative to smug- 
gling on many other ocean steamers. 

THE TRANSFER MADE. 



8acs and Foxes Have a Good Bank Ac- 
coont. 

Sac A.ND Fox Agency, June 12.— Today 
the papers transfering 479,668 acres of 
land to the government will be delivered 
by the Sac and Fox Ind ians. The com- 
mission concluded its work yest«rday. 
The allotment of lands in severalty to 
the Indians will be made in the next 
sixty days. 

The Indians have already at Washing- 
ton 11,000,000, the interest on which 
brings them $G0 per year for each man, 
woman and child. Under the treaty 
each person will get 160 acres of land 
wherever he choses to select it. 

The boomers are becoming more nu- 
merous daily and the Indians are be- 
coming restless. A delegation of Kick- 
apooe hae arrived and are counseling 
with their attorney relative to meeting 
the commission before it leaves. 

Two Sets of UfHcers. 

WiNONA, June 12. — The annual meet- 
ing of the Winona City Street Railway 
company proved to be of an extremely 
lively nature. Ever since the annual 
meeting of 1889, when St. Paul gentle- 
men bought in stock and took a hand in 
the control of affairs, there has been bad 
feeling among the stockholders, who 
have been divided into two factions. 
The novel spectacle of two presiding 
officers conducting two conventions at 
once in the same room for the same pur- 
pose made the meeting in(«resting from 
the outset. There are thus, if both fac- 
tions are to be believed, two sets of 
directors and two sets of officers in the 
Winona City Railroad company. It is 
probable the courts will have to settle 
the dispute. 

In the House. 

Washington, June 12. — Mr. Mills of 
Texas resigned his membership on the 
committee on rules to which he was ap- 
pointed yesterday. The resignation was 
accept^'d and Mr. McMillan of Tennessee 
appointed to till the vacancy. The vote 
was then taken on agreeing to the con- 
ference report on the anti-truet bill, and 
resulted — 25 to 56. Mr. Stewart of Ver- 
mont raised the point of no quorum, and 
the speaker being unable to count a 
quorum, a call of the house was ordered. 
A quorum having appefired the confer- 
ence report was rejected — 12 to 115. 

No Winnipeg Extensions. 

WrNNiPEO, June 12.— General Man- 
ager Graham stated this morning that 
the Northern Pacific would not build 
any road in Manitoba this ^ear, but 
merely complete the present lines. Mr. 
Graham says the poor crops last year 
and the present business outlook do not 
warrant further extensions this season, 
but if there are good crops this year the 
company will do considerable work next 
year. The company is disappointed at 
the treatment it has received at Ottawa. 



RUS K TA LKS. 

A New Tork Interrlew Construed as a 
Presidential Pointer. 

Washington, June 12.— There is a 
good deal of comment in political circles 
over a published interview with Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Rusk, who was in 
New York last week, and in which he 
was made to say that in his opinion 
"President Harrison will not only be re- 
nominated but re-ektcted. There is no 
doubt but that he is the choice of the 
people, for he has given a splendid ad- 
ministration and made no mistakes." 

Although it has been understood all 
along that the President discourages all 
talk having reference to the next elec- 
tion, this utterance from one of his con- 
fidential advisers, and a cautious speaker 
to boot, is taken as indicating that those 
closest to the President have already 
adopted his renomination as a part of 
their program. Were this not so, it is 
said, Gen. Rusk would not have ven- 
tured to make the suggestion that has 
occasioned so much comment, and which 
is regarded as semi-authorized. 

A Church Anniversary. 
Reading, Pa.. June 12. — One hundred 
and fifty-five years have elapsed today 
since the seeds of the Universalist 
church in this country were planted by 
Dr. George de Benneville, and today in 
the old stone mansion near Oley, where 
he made his first address the event is 
being observed with appropriate cere- 
monies. At 10 o'clock this morning the 
delegates to the state convention now in 
session here, together with representa- 
tives from the churches in Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut, New Hampshire, 
Rhotie Island, New York, New Jersey, 
Iowa, Illinois and other Western st^ates, 
took carriages for Oley. On arriving at 
the mansion there were religious exer- 
cises, after which Rev. James Shregley 
of Pniladelphia delivered an oration 
upon the life and times of de Benneville 
and Mrs. Phoebe B. Hanford of New 
Haven, Conn., read an original poem. 
At the conclusion luncheon was served 
on the grassy bank fronting the man- 
sion and the party returned to Reading. 

New Temperance Organisation. 
New Yokk, June 12.— A new National 
Temperance union will be the outcome 
of the temperance convention which 
opened yesterday at the Broadway 
tabernacle. The officers will be elected 
at the closing session this evening. It is 
thought that such an organization will 
command the support of tens of thous- 
ands of temperance people who will not 
affiliate with existing organizations. The 
main object will be to abolish all license 
laws, to support measures providing that 
any person selling liquor on Sundays, on 
election days, after midnight, or to 
minors shall be fined and imprisoned; 
and also providing that any person open- 
ing a saloon in any election district 
against the written protest of a majority 
of the voters residing in that district, or 
a majority of the property owners, shall 
be imprisoned. 

Ninth National V. P. .S. C. E. 

St. LoLis, June 12— Over 5000 dele- 
gates to the ninth annual international 
convention of the National Young 
Peoples Society of Christian Endeavor 
are in the city. They come from nearly 
every state and territory in the United 
States and represent 5000 societies, with 
an aggregate membership of over 800,000 
The convention will be called to order 
this afternoon, an address of welcome 
being delivered by Governor Francis and 
R«v. Dr. Nicholls, and responded to by 
Rev. Dr. Barrows of Chicago. Tonight 
Rev. Dr. F. T. Clerk, the president of the 
national union and the founder of the 
Christian Endeavor, will deliver the 
annual address and Rev. Dr. P. S. Hen- 
son of Chicago, will preach the annual 
sermon. 

stockholders Meet. 

Chicago, June 12. — The offices of the 
Worlds exposition were crowded this 
morning with stockholders when Lyman 
B. Gage called to order the special meet- 
ing which had been called to consider 
the desirability of increasing the capital 
stock to 810,000,000, and of changing the 
title to the Worlds Columbian exposi- 
tion. Most of those present were heavy 
stockholders, and it was apparent that 
the bulk of the voting would be done by 
proxy. The recording of the votes was 
commenced without delay and the polls 
will be kept open until 7 o'clock tonight. 
The indications are that both proposi- 
tions will be adopted by a unanimous 
vote. 

Encouraging Immigrants. 

W.vsHiNGTON, June 12. — The depart- 
ment of state has been officially advised 
of the issue by the Spanish government 
of a royal decree, article 14 of which 
states that foreigners emigrating to the 
island of Cuba as colonists or field work- 
ers may introduce into the island, with- 
out payment of tariff duties, their bag- 
gage, implements, etc., also two head of 
cattle, horses or mules, and four head of 
small live stbck. The sons of such im- 
migrants are exempt from military serv- 
ice, provided they work four years as 
agricultural laborers. 

Cheyenneson the War Path, 

Helena, Mont., June 12.— The Chey- 
enne Indians are on the war path. They 
have left their regular camps, and are 
gathering into small camps of from fif- 
teen to twenty- five in tepees, and aie 
tiring at settlers' houses and making the 
most threatening demonstrations. Cat- 
tle are being shot down by the Indians 
through pure malice, as no parts of the 
animals are used for beef. One troop of 
cavalry and two of infantry have been 
sent from Ft. Keough to the Cheyenne 
agency. 

Annual West Point Event. 
West Point, N. Y., June 12.— The 
graduating exercises of the West Point 
military academy took place today in the 
presence of a brilliant throng. Among 
those piesent were Secretary of War 
Proctor, Gens. Schofield and Sherman, 
George W. Childs, Gen. Hazen, Hon. C. 
W. Whitney, Mrs. Gen. Grant, Mrs. John 
A. Logan, Governor Gordon and wife of 
Georgia, Edward Everett Hale,and visit- 
ors from nineteen states. 



A Monster Convention. 
Brooklyn, June 12 — The largest state 
Sunday school convention ever held in 
this country comes to an end this even- 
ing after a three days' session. Over 
2000 delegates are in attendance. The 
closing addresses were delivered this 
afternoon by Mrs. L. C. Roath, Rev.

KICKER ON THE CENSUS. 



So Duluth Proves to be, and in 

Her Usual Very Lively 

Way. 



Supervisor and His Assistants 
Held Up For Trounc- 
ing. 



If Superintendent Porter could have 
attended the meeting at the chamber of 
commerce this morning he would have 
thought that the wheels of tne census 
machine were woefully out of order. 
About fifty prominent citizens were 
present and some caustic comments 
were indulged in about the left handed 
manner in which the census is being 
taken in Duluth. 

It is a notorious fact that the enum- 
eration is, in some cases at least, being 
made i^ a scant and hurried manner. 
Whole buildings which, while they look 
like business buildings, have in fact, 
many roomers, have been passed over 
without one name being taken from 
them. Sometimes this is the fault of 
the enumerators,sometimeBof the citizens 
themselves. There is no question but 
Duluth is an extremely difficult city in 
which to procure a correct census list. 
Fully eighty per cent of the population 
are foreigners, who do not seem to real- 
ize the importance of the census taker's 
work, or the necessity of answering even 
the simple question as to their name. 
Often the foreign bom citizen does not 
understand the questions put to him, and 
to remedy this the enumerators at St. 
Paul and Minneapolis a.'e given inter- 
preters. 

There is no question, either, but that 
the reports of the Twin cities are being 
padded. And thev need to be to tally 
with the 250 odd thousands both cities 
claim. Instances of this padding were 
given this morning. 

Instead of padding the Duluth census, 
as it is being taken this town will not be 
credited with over four-fifths of its 
proper population. It may not be the 
fault of the enumerators, but the 
l>eople of this city should understand 
that a penalty of $100 is fixed in cases 
where boarding house keepers or heads 
of families refuse to answer questions, 
and that they are liable to prosecution. 

The meeting this morning was a vig- 
orous one. Remarks were made by 
Messrs. Hartley, Baldwin, Geggie, Henry, 
A. J. Miller, Secretary Thompson 
and others, and all seemed 
to think that the Duluth census 
was being badly handled. Many cases 
were cited to show that the enumera- 
tion was not faithfully made. Residents 
in the Pastoret-Stenson building, the 
.\yr and Sherwood boarding houses, the 
houses of Alderman Long, Charles 
Moore, William Craig, R. S. Payne and 
many others have not been visited by 
enumerators. Many men who have 
gangs of men at work, have not been 
called upon. At the meeting at least 
fiulf those present had not been seen by 
the enumerators. Mr. Geggie spoke of 
one case where a house with eleven liv- 
ing in it had not been reported. 

Several enumerators present asked to 
be heard. They said they had met great 
difficulty in getting the names of foreign- 
ers. Many boarding house keepers had 
refused them information. In some of 
the houses of wealthy peeple they had 
been obliged to go away without receiv- 
ing responses to their questions. One 
enumerator had walked up four flights 
of stairs a dozen times to get at three 
men. 

A committee of three reputable citi- 
zens from each of the twenty-four dis- 
tricts was appointed to procure informa- 
tion as to negligence on 
the part of enumerators, and a 
meeting called for tomorrow morning, at 
which Superintendent Smith will be 
present. The matter will be laid before 
him, and he will be asked to give Duluth 
more enumerators so that the census 
will be taken in a thorough and complete 
manner and Duluth given justice. 

The Herald will take the names of ail 
those upon whom the enumerators have 
not called if the same will be kindly left 
at the office of this paper. If you have 
not been called upon in reported districts 
leave your namea 

A meeting of real estate men to talk 
over the same trouble, will be held this 
evening. 

Points the Moral. 

Mr. B. Silberstein was this morning 
appointed on one of the district commit- 
tees to look up the enumerators. In 
less than an hour he found sixty people 
as yet unentered, and whose homes had 
lieen passed by enumeiators. 

A NEW FIND 



FROM ABROAD. 



Where Ore was not Supposed to Exist at 
all; Tower News. 

Tower, June 12. — A new find of lean 
red ore has recently been made about 
forty miles due west of here and eighteen 
miles north of the supposed trend of the 
Vermilion range. Some very good speci- 
mens have l^n brought into Tower. 
The ore does not outcrop in a body, but 
is intermingled with chloritic states, 
jaspery quartz and red oxidized earth. 
The strip of iron-bearing rocks is very 
narrow, can be traced for many miles 
and is flanked on both sides by a granite 
formation. These formations are pro- 
nounced good by iron experts. 

An excursion to Ely is on for next 
Sunday to witness the game of ball be- 
tween Duluth's 200-pounders and the 
Ely fat men. After the above game the 
Tower Maroons will play a picked nine 
of Ely's beet baseballists. The train 
leaves here at 1 o'clock and returns after 
the games. 

Fearful Scenes Prevented. 
Davenport, Iowa, June 12.— By 
prompt work of thirty nuns in the Catho- 
lic Mercy hospital this morning, the 
forty helpless patients who were in the 
institution were saved from a horrible 
death. Before it was light, one of the 
Bisters, who was sleeping on the fourth 
story of the main building, was awakened 
by smoke and discovered a fire in the 
closet of her room. A general alarm 
was sounded, and the work of removing 
the helpless patients was begun and suc- 
cessfully accomplished. One nun called 
Sister Irene, and whose name was Ellen 
Murry, perished. Loss on building, 
$10,000. 

The County Commissioners. 

The county oommiasioners are in ses- 
sion this afternoon auditing road bills 
and transacting other routine business. 
A call for a town meeting tor t je elec- 
tion of officers for the new town of In- 
dependence, to be held June 24, was also 
issued. Some disposition will also be 
made of the woman supposed to be in- 
sane who has been in jail for several 
days. She will probably be sent back to 
St. Paul. 



A Condensed Foreign History of the Day; 
More Russian Plots; In England. 

London, June 12.— Advices received 
at Lisbon from Africa state that Silva 
Portto, captain- major of Bipe, whose 
suicide has been before reported, killed 
himself by blowing up his residence with 
gunpowder after the Portuguese defeat 
at Bipe. His body was found wrapped 
in a Portuguese flag in the ruins of the 
building. 

James Munro, chief the Metropolitan 
police force, has resigned in consequence 
of the quarrel between himself and the 
government regarding the regulations 
adopted by the police on the occasion of 
the demonstration in Hyde Park on 
Saturday. 

The caucus of the conservative party 
called to consider the present status of 
matters now before parliament, was held 
at the Carleton club today. Lord Salis- 
bury announced that the government 
would not abandon the tithes bill, the 
licensing bill or the Irish land purchase 
bill. 

The St. Petersburg government has 
received information that a new move- 
ment against the life of the Czar is con- 
templated. Consequently the guards in 
the imperial palace and at all the ap- 
proaches to the building have been 
doubled. A number of arrests have been 
made of persons who are suspected of 
being connected with the movement. 

Honoring Cardinal Manning. 

London, June 12.— The Parnellite 
members of the house of commons are 
preparing an address to be presented to 
Cardinal Manning in honor of the silver 
jubilee of that prelate, in recognition of 
his services in the cause of the freedom 
of Ireland. The Protestants among na- 
tionalist members, including Mr. Par- 
nell himself, are unanimous ii. endorsct- 
ment of the eulogistic terms of the ad- 
dress. 

Gen. Silicerstoff, a special agent of the 
Russian police has arrived in Pans for 
the purpose of obtaining information 
concerning the nihilists recently arrested 
there and if possible identifying them. 
In an interview today, he expressed him- 
self as confident that the prisoners were 
connected with the most atrocious and 
dangerous conspiracy against the life of 
the Czar and the institutions of the Rus- 
sian government that nihilism had yet 
organized. Indeed, he has positive in- 
formation that the French contingent of 
nihilists were in collusion with those in 
Russia and Switzerland to murder the 
Czar and precipitate simultaneous out- 
breaks in other countries. The 
arrest of the Paris nihilists 
and the vigilance of the Russian police 
had frustrated the plans, but the plotters 
were still active, and a large number of 
arrests would be neces-sary to their com- 
plete separation. 

Seven shocks of earthquake have 
occurred in the French jura. 
The people are panic-stricken and have 
refused to re-enter their houses. Thou- 
sands of men, women and children are 
camped in the open fields. No loss of 
life is reported, but a large amount of 
property has been destroyed. 

HAD A CONST ITUTION. 

The Constitution All Found for the State 
of Lower California. 

San Diego, Cal., June 12. — United 
States Marshal Greo. S. Card arrived 
from Euseneda, lower California yester- 
day, where he had been making an in- 
vestigation of the filibustering move- 
ment which was recently exposed. 

During his investigation a copy of the 
provisional constitution of the new re- 
public which the filibusters expected to 
form, was secured and this document 
has been forwarded to Washington. It 
asserts political freedom from the 
United States of Mexico and declares 
that the people hereby delegate their 
authority to a council of administration 
for the purpose of a war of independence 
and that the authority of the said coun- 
cil should be complete until peace should 
be declared, when a constitutional con- 
vention of the people shall be called. All 
legislative, judicial and executive func- 
tions are vested in the said council, and 
until the declaration of peace, martial 
law should prevail on the peninsula. 
The writ of habeas corpus is declared 
suspended during the war for independ- 
ence; the president to preside at all 
meetings of the council and have the 
casting vote. 

The constitution also prescribed the 
duties of the commanding general, sec- 
retary-general, treasury-general, sur- 
veyor-general and other offices compos- 
ing the council of administration. 

SETTLIN G THE STRIKE. 

The Columbus Street Railway Trouble to 
be Arbitrated. 

Columbus, Ohio, June 12. — The fifty 
citizens invited by Mayor Bruck, 
to meet him in conference with a 
view of suggesting some plan for settling 
the street rail.vay strike at 10 o'clock 
this morning were still in session at 
noon. The meeting is held with closed 
doors and no move by either the strikers 
or the company's officials will be made 
until it ends. The company's directors 
claim it is impossible to operate the road 
with the protection offered the men, and 
the indications are that no cars will be 
started today. 

The conference by an almost unani- 
mous vote, passed a resolution favoring 
arbitration and appointed a committee 
of five to deliver it to the directors of 
the company this afternoon. 

Maine Republicans. 
Augusta, June 12. — Chairman Manley 
of the state committee called the lepub- 
lican state convention to order today. 
Over 1200 delegates were present. Gen. 
C. E. Littlefield moved that Governor 
Burleigh be renominated and he 
was so renominated. The Third 
district republican convention today 
nominated Seth L. Milliken of Belfast, 
for congress. 

AT V/OR K TOM ORROW. 

Active Work on the Street Car Line ; Now 
L,et the Dirt Fly. 

The first active work on the Duluth 
electric street railway line begins to- 
morrow morning. All the contracts have 
been let, and supplies are arriving every 
day. The electrical contract, as The 
Herald has before stated, has been given 
to the Thomson-Houston company, while 
the engines of 320 horse power each will 
be made by the All is company of Mil- 
waukee. Babcock & Wilcox, New York, 
will manufacture the boilers. 

Active work will begin first on the ex- 
treme eastern terminus of the road, but 
the rails, which were made by Johnson & 
Co., Johnstown, Pa., are being laid along 
the route ready for use. Only a few men 
will be at work tomorrow, for no large 
force can be used until the polee arrive, 
which will be about the first of July, 
then wire stringing will begin. 

The motor line will be entirely opera- 
ted from the power of the Duluth line, 
and the motor company is now grading 
and laying rails. 

The steamer Barker will leave for 
Lake View Grove, Spirit Lake, from St. 
Paul & Duluth slip, at 10 a. m. and 2:15 
p. m. Saturday ana Sunday.

The slate quarries of the region lying 
between Northern Pacific Junction and 
Thomson, that have been lying idle for 
twenty years, since first a little work 
was done in the early 70's, are now in a 
fair way for active development and big 
work. 

Levi Deetz of Central Wisconsin, who 
is owner of an undivided half interest in 
a large share of these slate quarry lands 
on the north side of the St. Louis, a few 
miles out of Duluth, has at last wakened 
to the necessity of active business and 
active development if he would get any- 
thing out of his property. He is associ- 
ated in ownership with three of the lead- 
ing state otlicials of Minnesota, one of 
whom is a man of great wealth, and there 
is abundance of money behind the 
company. Mr. Deetz is now at 
work with a party of experts 
from Pennsylvania, and they 
have been at the quarries for some days. 
They are now at work on an island four 
miles above the Junction and about 
eighty rods from the railway tracks, and 
have traced the vein clear across the 
island to the main shore north of the 
river. They have sunk a number of 
holes and have found & vein of the most 
excellent slate thirty to sixty feet wide. 
The test pits and drill holes so far have 
been made to a depth of sixteen feet. 

One of the experts, an old slate miner 
from the East told a Herald reporter 
last night of the state of developments. 
Said he: "We have been surprised at 
the quality of the slate, not less than at 
its quantity. I took a piece ^ of an 
inch thick and split it carefully into not 
!dss than eight leaves, and they were as 
smooth as glass. I have never seen in 
Pennsylvania or elsewhere any finer de- 
posits of slate or any that promised bet- 
ter. If the explorations we are now 
making continue as satisfactory as at 
present for a little longer, Mr. Deetz and 
his associates will at once make arrange- 
ments to develop and will open the quar- 
ries on a large scale." 

"Do you think the showing will con- 
tinue excellent?" said the reporter. 

"I am practically sure of it; and I've 
been engaged in slate mining and explor- 
ing all my life.

It is probable that a United States 
practice cruiser will be built on the 
lakes. As the following dispatch shows 
there were two bidders at Washington 
for a practice cruiser, one ot them being 
the F. W. Wheeler company of Bay 
City, Mich. This vessel is to be of 800 
tons and is designed as a big model for 
use by the students at the naval acad- 
emy and will be fitted as thoroughly and 
completely as though she were of 8000 
tons. The Wheeler bid was the lowest 
by 15000, being a total of ^245,000, and 
the vessel will probably be built at Bay 
City. The dispatch is as follows: 

Proposals to build the three new ves- 
sels provided for by congress were opened. 
They were for the armored cruiser No. 
2, 8100 tons, limit, 13,500,000; protected 
cruiser No. 6, limit, il,800,000; practice 
vessel, 1200,000. Bids were received 
from the Union Iron Works of San Fran- 
cisco, Cramo & Sons of Philadelphia, the 
Risdon Iron & Locomotive Works of San 
Francisco, F. W. Wheeler & Co. of West 
Bay City, Mich., and Samuel L. Moore 
A Sons of Elizabeth, N. J. There will 
be no awards for several weeks. 

The last number of the Cleveland 
Marine Review contains two fine half- 
tone views, one of the new steel steamer 
Emily P. Weed, built by Wheeler, the 
other of the new wooden steamer John 
Harper, built by Davidson, of Bay City. 
The advance of the review, as a marine 
periotiioal, has been rteadily onward, 
until now it ranks with the leatling sea- 
coast publications. 

Keels of the 108 and 110 will be laid at 
the new yard of the American Steel 
Barge company next week. They will 
both be steamers.

He was elected the first term on 
a no license ticket issue over the demo- 
cratic nominee, and his administration 
gave such general satisfaction that he 
was re-elected in the face of the com- 
bined opposition of whisky and state in- 
terests against the strongest republican 
candidate that could be pitted against 
him. He has been engaged in real estate. 
During a recent business visit to the city 
Mr. Earl became so impressed with the 
advantages offered and the absolute cer- 
tainty of profitable return on investments 
that he decided to identify himself with 
Duluth. 

Mr. Earl is strongly backed as a can- 
didate for governor on the prohibition 
ticket, but he has no political aspirations 
whatever, and informs The Herald that 
under no circumstances could he accept 
the nomination. He bears a strong re- 
semblance to Attorney-General Clapp. 
for which gentleman he is frequently 
mistaken. 

A large party went up to St. Louis 
this morning, consisting principally of 
men who go to look over the ground for 
the purpose of clearing it. The contract 
for clearing will probably be let today. 
It is the intention of the company to 
clear ioo o r 500 acres at once.

Many Reports by Citizens of 

the Way Duluth has Been 

Done Up. 



This Morning's Indignation 

Meeting Will Have 

Results. 



Today has diBcloaect much of the 
gToealy slack manner in which the 
census uf Duluth is being taken. Whole 
sections have been missed in reported 
districts, and there are thousands of 
citizens who have not been called upon 
by enumerators. If the people of Du- 
luth had not arisen in their wrath and 
instituted a thorough investigation, the 
census of this town would not have 
shown more than 30,000 inhabitants, if 
indeed, it gave even that number. 

Some of the enumerators have been 
shamelessly negligent in their duties, 
one, so it is said, even making the state- 
ment that he "had gotten all the names 
he could afford to for two cents a head." 
One man. it is stated, works only nights, 
as he cannot give tue enumeration all his 
time. Duluth people are inclined to 
kick over such botch work, and kick they 
have to good purjMJse. 

Another enthusiastic indignation meet- 
ing was held this morning at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, a large number of 
prominent citizens attending. Xo regu- 
lar reports were mavle by the district 
committees appointed yesterday, but a 
number of individual reports were given. 
A. J. Miller was all yesterday afternoon 
industriously engaged in looking up 
those who had been missed by the 
enumerators. He found 150 people who 
had been left out, and will probably 
double his list today. C. C. Brown 
claims to have done even better than 
Mr. Miller, for he reports 20C) names not 
reported, and of these many were in the 
Pastoret Stenson building. Alderman 
Dingwall looked up IGO gixxl and true 
citizens who deeply feel the slight the 
enumerators have given them. Sixty- 
eight names were reported by B. Silber- 
stein, and Messrs. Geggie, Hoover, Bald- 
win and many others had stories to tell 
of negligence on the part of the 
census takers. C. B. King informed 
The Herald that fully forty families liv- 
ing east of Chester brook had not been 
seen by enumerators, and none of them 
have visited "Walkerville" or "Superior 
View," as the map gives it. Only a few 
of The Herald force of tifty have been 
taken, and several contractors who have 
Duluth men working f«r them near the 
city, say that nobody has been for the 
names of their crews. On Lake avenue 
there are thirty boarders in one house, 
not one of whom has been listed. The 
enumerator who went through the Pas- 
toret building was told that five men 
whose names were unknown were out, 
out who would return at night. The 
enumerator promised to "call again" but 
"call again" he did not. So it has gone 
throughout the entire city, and family 
after family are being left out of the re- 
ports. 

All that could be done until Secretary 
Thompson returns from an interview 
with Superintendent Smith at St. Paul 
was done this morning. Mr. Smith has 
telegraphed that he will be here tomor- 
row, and he will be presented with an 
array of facts that will startle him, 
showing, as they do, t^^e utter incompe- 
tency of many members of his chosen 
corps of enumerators. 

A central committee of two business 
men from each of the twenty-four dis- 
tricts have been appointed, and these, 
with an executive committee composed 
of Messrs. Thompson, Baldwin, Miller, 
Ingalls and Gearhart, will attempt to as- 
sist in a correct enumeration of Dulutb's 
population. The meeting adjourned, 
subject to the call of the chairman. 

A MARV EL IN METAL. 

Th« Fiu* Statue to be Krected at New 
tini. 

New Ulm, Minn., June 13.— There is 
being constructed at Salem, Ohio, a 
heroic statue of the German hero Ar- 
minius, or Hermann, who drove back 
and slaughtered the Homan legions under 
V'arua The finished statue, which is 
over 35 feet high, measuring from the 
foot to the point of the sword, is to be 
erected here this fall, and will stand on 
a pedestal of elaborate architecture and 
appropriate height. The figure is made 
of sheet copper, ranging from 24 ounces 
to 4 pounds. The seams are all counter- 
sunk and riveted, and the statue itself is 
supported on a strong framework of 
iron. The statue of Hermann is the 
finest piece of work of the kind ever at- 
tempted on this side of the Atlantic. 
The colossal figure of "Liberty" in New 
York harbor, which also is of sheet 
copper, was executed in France, aiid so, 
of course, would not come into competi- 
tion with it. 

The modeling of the figure was done 
by Alfonz Pelzer, and the magnitude of 
the work will be realized when it is 
stated that about *20 tons of clay was 
useil in the model, and that the root of 
the building in which the modeling was 
done had to be taken off and an annex 
added to make room for the construotion 
of the figure. 

S»j» They Don't Want It. 

Rochester, N. Y., June i.3. — Hon. 
Oliver Mo watt, premier of Ontario, who 
is in this city on private business, was 
interviewed on the subject of annexa- 
tion, he said: "There is no sentiment 
for it in Canada. The election of Sol 
White should not, as is reported, be 
taken as an indication of a desire for an- 
nexation. White himself says he is for 
independence, not annexation. There is 
at present no desire for a change in the 
political system of Canada, but if a 
change ever does come it will be inde- 
pendence from (Jreat Britain's control 
and not for annexation to the United 
States." 

JuHtlce Diaappointed. 

New York, June 13.— Judge Cowing 
in the court of general sessions today 
dismissed the indictments against John 
Keenan and ex-boodle alderman, Henry 
L. Sayles. They were charged with 
bribery in having participated in the 
steal of the Broadway railway franchise. 

Keturn to Work. 

CoLU-MBus, Ohio June 13.— The strik- 
ing street car men have accepted the 
prop<»ition of the consolidated company 
made last night, and will return to work 
at a compromise scale of 1150 for conduo- 
tors and |1U0 for drivers. 
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NEW YORK 'S FR EE BATHS. 

A Clean and Phlluuthruplc Feature of that 
Sinful City. 

New York, June 13.— All of the fifteen 
free baths in the city were formally 
opened yesterday, and all bore on their 
fronts a sign which read "Ladies' Day." 
Today the men will have a chance, and 
the baths will be used on alternate days 
hereafter by men and women.

Nearly 10(10 
persons, from toddling mites 3 years old 
to women of mature years, splashed and 
plunged there to their hearts' content. 

Y'esterday a crowd of boys who were 
waiting around the entrance caught the 
superintendent of baths as he was just 
about to enter and importuned him to 
throw the doors wide open. He did so, 
and the boys around the Battery thus 
gained a three days' start on their lees 
fortunate brothers in other parts of the 
city. On that day not less than 4.'^i0 
boys and men were iu swimming there. 

WHICH LI VED LONGEST? 

A <{ue«r Lecal Point GrowinK Out of the 
.lohnittown DlHaster. 

Baltimore, June 13.— Claimants to a 
beneficiary fund of $.3000 in the order of 
the Golden Chain appeared in court here 
today and the sad story of the terrible 
death of Walter Hoopes, his wife and 
two children in the Johnstown fiood was 
retold by Henry W. Smith, who alone of 
eleven persons gathered at the time of 
the fiood in one house lived to tell the 
story. 

Young Hoopes was a secretary of the 
Somerset & Cambria Iron Works and 
prominently connected in this city. His 
sister, Mph. Bertha Cowman, and the 
administrator of his wife's estate are the 
contestants. The beneficial order is 
awaiting the de<;ision of the court to pay 
the money. The question involved is 
which of the two, Hoopes or his wife, 
died first. 

Mrs. Cowman, who was Hoopers' sister 
and administratrix, claims the money as 
against Mr. Rogers, administrator of 
Mrs Hooper, but the two children, it is 
alleged, survived some minutes after the 
death of the parents. Mrs. Cowman 
claims that all of the parties died on this 
one occasion, and that removes inter- 
mediate interests, and that she, there- 
fore, is entitled to the fund. For the 
defendants it is claimed that as Mrs. 
Hooper is not shown to have died before 
her husband, the fund must belong to 
her estate, but if not it must go to the 
friends of the infant children, as they 
survived. 

His Holiness' Complaint. 

New York, June 13.— A private letter 
from Rome says that Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Brondel of Helena, Mont., who is now 
visiting the Vatican, will take back -to 
the United States an important address 
from the holy pontiff to the faithful of 
that country. The bishop has hud sev- 
eral interviews with the Pope, in the 
course of which the latter has bitterly 
lamented the persecution to which he is 
subjected by the Italian authorities, and 
which he claims are on the increase. He 
feels very keenly the fact that for twelve 
years he has been compelled to remain 
within the boundaries of the Vatican, 
but denies the reports that he is con- 
templating acoepting a refuge elsewhere, 
and says that he proposes to remain and 
defend the rights of the holy see to his 
last breath. 

In the Footateps of Kaudall. 

Washi.noton, June 13.— There has been 
something of a flutter in senatorial 
circles during the past few days over the 
report that Senator McPherson of New 
Jersey, is preparing for a speech on the 
tariff question that will riddle the Mc- 
Kinley bill, .\llhough a democrat, the 
senator has always allied himself witb 
the Randall protective-tariff contingent, 
and has especially stood by the industriee 
of his own state. One of his friends says 
he is strongly opposed to many features 
of the McKinley bill; that he has been 
for weeks preparing his coming speech, 
and that he has expended nearly 11000 
in material for it.

Miles City, Mont., June 13.- 

attitude of the Cheyenne Indians 

tinues to be menacing, though no overt 

act has occurred since the killing of 

Ferguson. Owing to the fact that the 

Indians are away from the reservations 

and are scattered about in small bands, 

the settlers are becoming frightened and 

are sending children and women into 

town. Indian lookouts are placed at 

different points and are constantly 

signalling by mirror flash and blanket 
code. 

Friendly Indians have reported to 
whites that there is to be an outbreak 
and that they are now making medicine, 
which is generally accepted to mean 
that they are waiting to be joined by 
allies from the Standing Rock, Sioux 
and Pine Ridge Cheyennes, to whom 
messengers have been sent. The north- 
ern Cheyennes of themselves only num- 
ber about '^jO bucks. 

At the agency on Rosebud Maj. Carroll 
of the First Cavalry has three troops of 
cavalry, about 140 men. Detachments 
of a troop of cavalry and three com- 
panies of infantry, 150 all told, left Fort 
Keogh yesterday to proceed up the 
Rosebud and co-operate with Carroll. 
Three companies at Fort Keogh could 
be sent out, but no transportation can 
be had. 

In compliance with a request of the 
sheriff of this county, 100 rifles and 10,- 
000 rounds of ammunition arrived here 
today in charge of Col. Curtis, aid to 
(iov. Toole. The sheriff expected that 
the arms would be turned over to him 
for issuance to the soldiers, but Col. Cur- 
tis will not do so unless iu case of great 
emergency, which he is not satisfied ex- 
ists now. It has been arranged for Col. 
Curtis and Stock Inspector Smith to go 
to the Cheyenne agency and confer with 
Maj. Carroll, and on their return report 
the situation to the government. 

The Indians are all well armed with 
Winchester rifles and government am- 
munition, while the ranchers and cow- 
boys are unarmed. Calf branding and 
the round-up has been stopped entirely, 
owing to this fact. If the Indians could 
be disarmed and put back on their reser- 
vation, settlers could take care of them- 
selves, but in the present condition of 
affairs, there seems to be nothing for 
them to do but abandon their homes 
and business, and congregate in the 
towns. 

While nothing of a more serious nature 
may occur, it is quite probable that any 
day may bring news of an outbreak. 

N EWS FROM ABROAD. 

How They Treat American Citlsenii In Ger- 
many ; Foreign Noteit. 

Berlin, June L3.— It is reported that 
the announcements of Gen. Du Vernois, 
the minister of war, relative to further 
military requirements, were made with- 
out the consent of Chancellor Von Cap- 
rivi, and that in consequence ttie resig- 
nation of the war minister may be ex- 
pected. 

A tremendous sensation has been 
caused in Berlin this week by the arrest 
of Joseph Jonasson, of the firm of Meyer 
Jonasson & Co., New York, on the charges 
of libelling the emperor. 

It appears that Mr. Jonasson met a 
couple of students one evening, whom he 
had seen before, and went with them to 
several places, when suddenly both of 
Ihem turned upon him and accused him 
of making objectionable observations 
about the emperor, although as a matter 
of fact the latter's name had never been 
meutioned. Jonasson then noticed 
that both the students were drunk. 
He tried to smooth the matter 
over as a joke, but they refused to 
listen to him, and called for the police, 
who were only too glad of the chance of 
arresting an American. Jonasson was 
rudely searched and all his valuables, 
papers, etc., taken from him. Mr. Jonas- 
son protested against this treatment and 
called the oflicer's attention to the 
drunken condition of both students and 
demanded to be released. But all his 
protests were in vain. He was rapidly 
driven to police headquarters. The offi- 
cers at this station likewise declined to 
entertain pr >tests and ordered his in- 
stant removal to jail. For three days 
and nights he was kept in solitary close 
confinement and given food in a filthy 
condition. 

At length, after suffering great priva- 
tions, Mr. Jonasson succeeded in getting 
one of the best lawyers in Berlin. The 
two drunken students, his accusers, now 
say they made the charge while drunk, 
and, therefore, remembered nothing 
about the affair. But it is hardly likely 
they will be allowed to go off with such 
an infamous excuse. Efforts have been 
made to hush up the case, but Ameri- 
cans refuse to listen to such a proposal. 
The case is still before the court. There 
is no doubt as to Mr. Jonasson's ultimate 
acquittal. When he is really free he will 
probably move an inquiry as to the con- 
duct of the police omcials who refused 
all assistance to him. 

The Novoe Vremya invitee ex-King 
Milan to spend a few years in Russia in 
order that be may overcome prejudices 
and be enabled to work in the Pan 
Siavist house. The invitation has made 
a sensation, in view of the intention 
credited to Russia that it desires to 
secure Milan's influence with the Servian 
army. 

The Czarwitch will start on a tour of 
the world on Aug. 12. He will return 
via the United States. 

A serious riot occurred at Barmen, 
Rhenish Prussia, owing to the entry into 
the city of a band of Salvationists in 
spite of the strict prohibitory laws. As 
they attempted to march a crowd of 
people pelted them with stones and 
clubs. The police protected the Salva- 
tionists and attempted to disperse the 
mob, but they refused to move and con- 
tinued to throw stones at the "army," 
wounding several of them severely. The 
police finally put the mob to flight and 
made a number of arrests. 



Fatal Fights 

Albuquerque, N. M., June 13. — There 
was a free fight Wednesday among a 
number of cowboys in Socorro county, 
resulting in the death of John and 
Jarat Davis on one side and Fred Gross- 
lett on the other. Owing to the 
isolation of the point where 
the affray took place particulars 
cannot be given. There are two factions 
in that county. 



MANY NARROW ESCAPES. 



^ Bad Rail Wreck Xhat. Strangely, Killed 
Mone. 

Cleveland, Ohio, June 13.— A troin 
load of passengers on the Cleveland, 
Canton &, Southern railroad had a mir- 
aculous escape from death in an acci- 
dent at the crossing of that road and the 
Cleveland & Pittsburgh line near Jones 
avenue, thi} city, this morning. As it 
was, several persons were more or less 
seriously injured and the other passen- 
gers were badly frightened. 

A Cleveland & Canton southern pas- 
senger train, consisting of three coaches 
and a locomotive, and the Pittsburgh 
way freight, both bound toward the city, 
approached the crossing of the roads. 
The target man at the crossing set the 
signal giving the passenger train 
right-of-way. It approached, but 
Cleveland and Pittsburgh freight 
not slacken. The express engine 
half of the forward car were over the 
crossing when the freight locomotive 
struck the coach. The heavy car was 
lifted into the air and then thrown upon 
its side on top of the target house.

The first public exhibition of the Du- 
luth public schools in the departments 
of drawing, manual training and kinder- 
garten and the like, opened this morn- 
ing in the Ray building, Superior street, 
near Fourth avenue east, and all day 
long the hall has been crowded with in- 
terested spectators. 

The specimens are tastefully arranged 
upon the walls of the two large rooms on 
the first floor and on table and racks, 
forming a picture most pleasing to the 
eye. The exhibit is worthy a minute 
and detailed description, which, how- 
ever, is impossible today on account of 
the limited time and space. Such a de- 
scription, moreover, could not be made 
satisfactory; the work must be seen to 
be appreciated. 

As one enters the hall the first thing 
to catch the eye is the 
specimen work of the kinder- 
garten. This consistsof paper cutting and 
folding, sewing, embroidery sewing, mat 
weaving, parquetry, drawing and writ- 
ing, and the work, considering the fact 
that it was executed by children 10 years 
of age and under, is truly wonderful. 
Specimens of carving executed by pupils 
of the sixth and eighth grades also at- 
tracts much attention, and shows skill 
that should be cultivated. Tastefully 
arranged on tables are specimen books 
in drawing, writing, music, arithmetic, 
language and spelling from the different 
grades of the several schools. 

The rear room is devoted almost en- 
tirely to high school and manual train- 
ing school work, and contains really the 
most interesting part of the exhibit, be- 
cause that most advanced. The manual 
training school has been in existence but 
a single year, and the proficiency ac- 
quired by its pupils, as attested by 
specimens of their work here displayed, 
is extremely gratifying. To give each 
special mention would be impossible, 
but some are especially deserving. 
A beautiful backgammon and 
checker board of inlaid woods, the hand- 
iwork of Charley Hutchinsin, aged 17, is 
among the most noticeable specimens, 
also a handsome fire screen, made by 
Willie Upham and D. Moore, each 16 
years of age; Upham also displays an 
elegant antique oak writing desk, and 
Charley Davis and Ward Ames, Jr., each 
17 years of age, display artistically con- 
structed oak commodes. Here ako are 
to be seen specimens of dove- tailing and 
joiner work that would cause an old 
knight of the hammer and saw to turn 
green with envy. The pupils of the 
manual training school draw their own 
plans, that for each specimen exhibited 
accompanying it. 

Beautiful specimens of drawing and 
penmanship are shown, also of panel 
carving. Prominent among the latter is 
a perfect locomotive, the production of 
Miss Sophie Bloedel, of the fifth grade 
of the Washington school. 

The exhibit throughout shows 
thorough training and careful study, re- 
flects great credit upon both teachers 
and pupils, and cannot fail of gratifica- 
tion to the citizens of Duluth, speaking 
volumes of praise for our school system.

A BAO BOTCH. 

It must be clear to most people by this 
time that the current ceosua appropria- 
tion is stupidly insutficieat, or else there 
IB wretohed cheeseparing in portioning 
it out. The gathering of the record in 
this city is grossly bad, and Minneapolis 
is oomplaiuing of carelessness and neglect 
as earnestly and justly apparently as we 
are. There was disgraceful delay and 
stinting in the supply of the necessary 
blanks here, the number of enumerators 
was far too small, and the pay is plainly 
too little to ensure a thorough and faith- 
ful count. 

There are doubtless competent and 
trustworthy men on the working force 
here, but it is certain that some are not, 
and how many the city is likely to had 
out to Its cost and injury for ten years 
to come. Obviously the pay offered was 
not enough to secure the right kind of 
men, and not enooKh even to induce 
poor agents to cover the tield with any 
approach to thoroughness. In some di^ 
tricts they have simply skimmed the 
cream of the count at two cents a head, 
and let the balance which they had to 
climb for or stir about for go by default. 
In many instances, even, they have been 
m such a hurry to do up and turn in 
their tiresome and poorly paid job, that 
they have passed by some of tbe most 
prominent houses and heads in their 
districts. Such a mass of evidence to 
this effect has been brought before The 
Herald that we judge this count the 
most rotten we have ever known. 

Scarcely one half of the entire working 
force on The Herald, in all its depart- 
ments has yet been counted in, and in- 
quiry in other business otSces shows 
often a neglect or delay in the count as 
bad or worse. Skimping the allowance 
to two cents a head, and tagging on a 
long list of questions, of which a big 
share at least is not truthfully answered, 
if answered at all, is almost certain to 
make this eleventh census of bad re- 
pute. In the last census a white ele- 
phant of jumbled stuff was left 
over, after the patience and pocket 
of Uncle Sam had been strained 
to the limit of the old man's temper, in 
sorting and boiling down and chucking 
away, and the present census has not 
protited much by the example of the past. 
The prime thing of importance to this 
city and country was a full and exact 
count, and every other item should have 
been sacriticed to this essential, instead 
of sacridcing the main point to the off- 
shoots. The one thing absolutely need- 
ful has been left undone or poorly done, 
and much has been done which was not 
worth doing. 

For ten years to come, this city will 
Bntfer directly and inevitably from a rot- 
ten count, if such a count is allowed to 
stand, and its attaching injuries may be 
of even greater damage and larger effect 
Such a count will determine our politi- 
cal representation and comparative 
weight in the affairs of state and nation 
for ten years to come. The head of the 
lakes should be the acknowledged head 
of northern Minnesota and the rallying 
pout of all the country districts against 
the over-weening assumption and greedy 
grasp of the Twin cities. With a rotten 
oount it will be a sore and 
a weak head for such a leader 
to show. Moreover the patent result of 
such a count without the explanation of 
it, will be spread b'X)adcast throughout 
the country to the contempt of Duluth 's 
fair claims and certain detriment. For 
not only must onr city combat the un- 
consciously unjust impressions but the 
willful thrusts as well of unscrupulous 
rivals. This must not be. There should 
be organization at once to secure a re- 
count in every reported district and a 
thorough oount in every district not yet 
returned. At the worst, in default of 
organization, or the grant of a recount a 
volunteer committee with every enumer- 
ator can do much even in one day to 
improve the record. We are glad that 
the Chamber of Commerce is stirring 
8o actively in this matter. It concerns 
every one in Duluth personally and as a 
citizen to make this public business his 
own businees.

The new freighter now being built by 
Wheeler, at West Bay City, for D. Whit- 
ney, Jr., will be launched about Sept. 1. 
She will rank in the largest class of 
wooden vessels, being 2d5 feet keel. 

The steel steam yacht Princess, al 
most completed at the yard of the De- 
troit boat works, for O. W. Potter of 
Chicago, will be launched on Thursday. 

The Cleveland Leader says: The 
steamer Pontine, which has gone into 
the record smashing business on big 
loads, came into port yesterday after- 
noon with the largest load of ore ever 
carried on the lakes. She had on 2903 
gross tons, or 3231 net tons. She was 
drawing sixteen feet of water aft. Capt. 
Lowe received a number ot compliment- 
ary cheers from persons standing on the 
docks as he went up the river. 

Tbe managers of ocean steamship lines 
continue to extol the twin screw as a 
new thing in steamboat propulsion. Two 
wheels may be new to the steamship 
owners on salt water, but here on the 
lakes we had large freight steamers pro- 
pelled by twin screws twenty years ago. 
Eastern men ought to come West, oo- 
cusionally, to pick up ideas old and new. 

The Cleveland Leader says: When 
Wheeler began building two steel 
steamers for the .\tlantic, vessel 
luen were skeptical about lake 
shipyards competing with the yards 
on the .\tlantic. The Globe Iron 
Works company has figured time 
and again with salt water men, but 
never successfully. The principal ob- 
jection this company had was that the 
parties on the .\tlantic could be satisfied 
with a cheaper and poorer vessel than 
the Globe builds, and as General Man- 
ager Pankhurst would not bid on cheap 
work the Eastern 4irms made lower bids 
and were awarded the contract. To get 
a vessel to tbe coast she must be cut in 
two and taken through tbe canal, and 
as it would have been necessary to send 
a gang of picked men down, sacrificing 
the work in the yard, the Globe p«eople 
were not especially anxious to obtain the 
contracts. 

The Inman line has just received an 
immense wrecking pump, which is being 
put together today. This is the largest 
pump of the kind on the chain of lakes. 
It throws a 12-inch stream, and is cap- 
able of pumping grain, sand, coal or any- 
thing that can pass through a space ot 
twelve inches. It will be tested tomor- 
row on the Northern Pacific dock. It 
will be a valuable addition to Commo- 
dore Inman's already good wrecking 
outfit and will be an assurance that all 
work in the wrecking line can be quickly 
cared for.

Chicago, June 113— The anti-public 
school agitation which has come to the 
front in Wisconsin and Illinois is to be 
met with a solid front by the American 
Proteetant association, several hundred 
delegates from which have been in secret 
session in this city for the past three 
days. Tbe association has a member- 
ship of over 100,000, and is in affiliation 
with other organizations which repre- 
sent a total m?hiberfihip of oOO,(X)0. 

It has been decided to inaugurate a 
national agitation in support of an 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States to be cuucbed in some- 
thing of the following terms: 

"No state shall pass any law respect- 
ing the establishment of religion or pro 
hibiting the free exercise thereof, or use 
its property or credit or any money 
raised by taxation, or authorize either 
to be used for the purpose of founding, 
maintaining or aiding by appropriating, 
payment for services, expenses or other- 
wise any church, religious denomina- 
tion or religious society, or any institu- 
tion, society or undertaking which is 
wholly or in part under sectarian or ec- 
clesiastical control." 

Conferences of other organizations 
are to be called throughout the country 
with the view to a general public agita- 
tion of this amendment, and the associ- 
tion will also take an active part in the 
coming Wisconsin campaign. 

Two Will I>ut ThouMtnda to Flight. 

A pugilistic soiree was held at Camp- 
bell's saloon this morning, in which 
twelve toughs took part.

The followiDK telegram from R P. 
Porter, BuperinteDdent uf United States 
census, was received this morning at the 
Chamber of Commerce: 

"Supervisor Smith has been informed 
that the neceesary time to make a com- 
plete census of Duluth will be granted, 
and the enumerators are instructed to 
give immediate attention to the work at 
Duluth." 

Now all that remains for Duluth peo- 
ple to do is to assist the enumerators all 
in their power towards making a 
thorough canvass. A little help in this 
most important matter will go a great 
ways towards a reliable census, and if 
substantiation to all the claims that have 
been made for this city was ever needed, 
it is needed now. 

At a meeting of the central commit- 
tee last evening the following call was 
issued: "In order to remedy so far as 
possible the deficiencies in the census 
count the citizens' committee has ar- 
ranged to receive the names of those who 
have not been counted at the places men- 
tioned below. Every one who has not 
been counted, every employer, every 
landlord, every citizen who knows of any 
one who has not been counted, should 
see to it that the name is sent in today. 
This is a matter of vital importance. 
Chamber of commerce; otBce of N. J. 
& A. J. Miller, room 5, Miller block, cor- 
ner of Lake avenue and Superior street; 
Kelley's furniture store, 710 West Su- 
perior street; Swanstrom's grocery store, 
comer of Superior street and Gartield 
avenue." 

At these places, up to the hour of go- 
ing to press, several hundred names had 
been taken. At the chamber of com- 
merce the enumerator had had many 
calls and had been kept busy making 
out his lists. Secretary Thompson has 
telegraphed Supervisor Smith several 
times, but no definite answer has been 
received, the supervisor's time being too 
much taken up with St. Paul The 
only response has been: "Will come if 
possible." 

The citizens' committee is doing good 
work. Since the appointments were 
made over 2500 names of unenumerated 
citizens have been found, but many of 
these have been taken by census men 
today. A call has been issued for a gen- 
eral meeting of the central committee 
men at 4 o'clock this afternoon, 
at the Chamber of Commerce. All 
enumerators arereijueated to be present, 
as they will be given instructions from 
Washington as to their future action. A 
plan will also be formulated for arriving 
at the best results in taking the census 
and getting it accurate and complete. 

There was a full attendance at this 
afternoon's meeting of the district com- 
mitteemen, and nearly all the enumer- 
ators of the city were present. Plans 
were made for helping the census takers 
in t'aeir work, and Duluth can be assured 
of a complete enumeration. 

Will Prevent Stvalin^it. 

Marql-ettj:, Mich.. June 14.— The ad- 
vent of the new management at the 
Michigan mine inaugurates a new policy. 
Superintendent Ford has not only de- 
cided to curtail expenses, but is also de- 
termined to know what has become of 
upward of «GO,000 worth of mineral that 
authentic reports say has already been 
mined from the Michigan. Tho'isands 
of dollars worth has been traced to the 
trunks of miners, some of whom fled the 
district before their thefts were discov- 
ered. .\s a precautionary measure, all 
employes are now re<iuired to change 
their clothing on the premises. 

The Senate Lavlth. 

Washington, June 14.— It is said the 
additions made to the river and harbor 
bill by the senate committee on com- 
merce aggregate nearly f4.000,000. The 
committee is considering the expediency 
of the bills appropriating moreys fo-- the 
improvement of Galveston Harbor, Hay 
Lake channel, and St Mary's Falls 
canal. Lake Superior, for which separate 
bills have passed the senate. If these 
are added to the bill it will further swell 
the total by about a million and a half 
dollars. The bill will be reported to the 
senate next week. 



Waa Hung for It; He CalU 
Warning to Urinkera. 

London, Ont., June 14. — At 8 o'clock 
this morning Henry Smith, the wife 
murderer, was conducted from his cell 
to the scaflfold. A short prayer was said 
by one of the attending ministers, dur- 
ing which, the executioner adjusted the 
black cap, and at 8:10 o'clock the string 
was cut and Smith was launched into 
eternity. There were only twenty per- 
sons inside the jail yards, but many men 
and bovs on a shed outside, viewed the 
proceedings. 

Smith and his wife were given to 
drinking and had frequent quarrels. On 
the 18th of February last, when under 
the influence of liquor, he attacked her 
in a most brutal manner, and when the 
aatborities entered the bouse, Mrs. 
Smith was found dead and terribly 
theater.

THE L AKE F RONT. 

As Wa« Predicted, it is tlie Favorite Loca- 
tion for the Fair. 

CnicAao, June 14.— Last night the 
executive committee of the World's 
Columbian Exposition association as- 
sembled to hear the reports on site. 
Except the Lake Front park, the com- 
mittee criticised more or less all of the 
half dozen locations which have been 
discussed in Chicago for weeks, as 
possible places for the fair ground. 

Garfleld park, the favorite spot on the 
west side of the city, was declared to be 
out of the question. The lake front, the 
committee held, was the ideal site, 
barring certain legal disabilities which 
were in process of adjustment. More 
time was desired before the final recom- 
mendation be made. The extension of 
time was granted, and then the execu- 
tive committee listened to representa- 
tives of the west and north sides of vhe 
city, each opposing Jackson park, the 
place of the southern part of the city, 
but agreeing that the lake front, en- 
larged so as to take in the present outer 
parks, would be acceptable. 

By the "lake front" is meant the open 
tract bounded on the west by the busi- 
ness center of the city and on the east 
by the waters of Lake Michigan. The 
idea is to add to this trajt a square mile 
of territory to be reclaimed from the 
lake. 

Anotlier I>aniien. 

Boston, June 14. -The work of Father 
Damien is forcibly recalled by the visit 
to Boston of a man who is now doing in 
Batavia, Surinam, a v/ork similar to that 
done by Father Damien at Molokai. 
Right liev. William Wulfingh, bishop of 
Dutch Guiana, arrived in this city last 
evening. Bishop Wulfingh is an ener- 
getic young prelate, who is entirely de- 
voted to his self-sacrificing work. 
Leprosy has for him no terrors, though 
he does not conceal from himself the 
risk he runs. He has seen three of his 
fellow-workers become a prey to the 
dread disease, and one is now slowly 
dying at far-off Batavia.

Popular at Home. 

St. Paul, June 14.— Governor Mernam 
had a walk-away in Ramsey county last 
night. The primaries met and chose 127 
delegates to meet at the Newmarket 
theater today and, in their turn, chooEe 
twenty -seven delegates to represent 
Ramsey county at the state convention, 
July 24. All of the 127 delegates are 
favorable to the nomination of W. R. 
Merriam for governor. 

And Raiiie the Price. 

PnrsBURGH, June 14. — In accordance 
with the decision arrived at by the Win- 
dow Glass Manufacturers sssociation 
(western) last month, all the factories in 
the country will shut down tonight for 
the entire summer. This will throw 
several thousand men out of employ- 
ment. 

They'ie Only Alternates. 
Washington, June 14.— Secretarj- 
Blaine has issued instructions to the al- 
ternates to the Chicago World's fair com- 
missioners that they will not be expected 
to attend the meeting to be held in Chi- 
cago on the 26th inst. unless they learn 
that the commissioners who'.n they ire 
to represent will not be able to attend. 

A Home Aid Amociatlon. 

Articles of incorporation of the North- 
western Aid association have been filed 
with T. O. Hall, S. F. White, Dr. H. S. 
Davis and B. H. Scott as incorporators. 
The capital stock will be ilO(.>,UTO divided 
into shares of $100 each. The institu- 
tion is the first of its kiad in this oitv 
and IS built upon the same plan as the 
many others in cities around Duluth. 
Its object is to furnish to workingmen 
and others certificates permitfing them 
to receive treatment in hospital or home 
by certain designated physicians of the 
company. The company expects to be 
able to go to work inside of ten days. 
Agencies will be estaolished in the lead- 
ing cities of this and surrounding states 
and by the end of the year it is expected 
that a line of agencies will be eetab 
lished between New York and Cali- 
fornia. 



Washington, June 14. — The United 
States will have no official representative 
at the St. Petersburg Prison congress. 
Considering the space that has been 
given by its newspapers to the reports 
of Russian cruelties and atrocities, the 
thousands of columns of editorial de- 
nunciations of that government that 
have been printed, and the fact that it 
was an American — George Kennan — who 
first laid bare the inside history of 
Russian prison life, the decision of the 
cabinet and President to hold aloof is 
not surprising. 

George Kennan himself had offered to 
be a delegate, and to defray his own ex- 
penses, conditional upon his being 
allowed to present the evidence in his 
possession regarding the outrages to 
which the nihilists and other unfortu- 
nates have been subjected to at the 
hands of the prison authorities of the 
country, but naturally enough his propo- 
sition could not be entertained. In fact 
his selection as a delegate would have 
seriously embarrassed the relations be- 
tween the United States and the Russian 
government, and it is doubtful whether 
even had he gone armed with credentials 
he would have been allowed to cross the 
Russian frontier. 

It is stated at the department of state 
that the Russian authorities were noti- 
fied several weeks ago that it was not 
deemed advisable to send a delegate, but 
that certain instructions, the nature of 
which it has not been deemed advisable 
to make public, have been sent to Hon. 
Charles Emory Smith, the minister at 
St. Petersburg, relative to the views of 
the government in the matter. 

The United States, however, will have 
representatives at the gathering in the 
persons of W. F. M. Rowns of New York 
and F. M. Sanborn of Massachusetts, 
who have been delegated to attend in 
behalf of the prison associations of their 
respective states. Both are amiable, 
easy-going kind of reformers, and with- 
out doubt the Russian authorities will 
make use of their presence and acquies- 
cence in the proceedings to bolster up a 
declaration that the people of the United 
States take no stock in Kennan, or those 
of England in Prince Krapotkin. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg, says 
the International Prisons congress will 
be formally opened at 11 o'clock tomor- 
row in a salon of the palace which has 
been placed at the disposal of the gath- 
ering. Over 300 delegates representing 
all the European powers will be in at- 
tendance. The Prince of Oldenburg 
will be the presiding officer, having been 
designated for this duty by the last con- 
vention which was held in Stockholm 
five years ago. 

The Russian government has prepared 
for the use of the delegates a lengthy 
and elaborate report concerning the 
management of the prisons in that coun- 
try. An advance copy of this reached 
Prince Krapotkin in London some weeks 
a^'o, and he has sent to each delegate, 
notwithstanding the rigorous espionage 
of the Russian postal othcials, some com- 
menis which fill a pamphlet of twelve 
pagea Among other things he says 
that in the report old and worn out ex- 
planations have once again to be used. 
These consist in admitting that abuses 
have existed in the past but in declaring 
that under the present administration of 
the prisons all the cowardly and brutal 
wrongs and injustices have Ijeen prac- 
tically remedied. 

Tde prince declares that the report 
has been prepared for the delegates 
Bimply that an excuse may be manufac- 
tured for ignoring recommendations 
from other powers. Considering the 
fact that the delegates will be more or 
less the guests of the Russian govern- 
ment, it IS hardly likely that the prison 
atrocities, of which the nihilists and 
students have been the victims for years 
past, and which have horrified the civi- 
lized world, will be touched upon. 

In connection with the congress there 
will be a meeting of the International 
Union of Criminal Law, representing a 
movement in progress in Europe for 
some time looking to the modification of 
the principles governing punishment for 
crime, and particularly of those produc- 
ing the present uniformity of sentences.

Five Tons of (ilyceiiiie Blow the 
Out of Findlay. 

FiNDLAY, O'lii 1, June 14.— At 2:30 this 
morning everyb xl y was awakened by a 
tremendous ehock that rocked every 
building, breaking windows in many 
places. It was found to be the explo- 
sion of CastorIin.d «S: Co.'s nitroglycerine 
works, situated four miles east of the 
city. 

A correspondent just from the scene, 
reports a hole in the ground large 
enough to take in a four-story business 
block, while the factory, reduced to 
kindling wood, is scattered for a mile in 
every direction. No one was in or about 
the works, hence no loss of life. An idea 
of the force of the explosion may be esti- 
mated when it is said five tons of nitro- 
glycerine went up. No estimate of the 
loss is yet obtainable. 

Specials from all points in northwest- 
ern Ohio show that the shock was felt 
for over forty miles in every direction, 
and was generally attributed to an earth- 
quake. It was distinctly perceptible in 
Toledo.

The Senate Panties BillH ; Industrial B:du- 
cation; in the House. 

Washington, June 14. — After some 
unimportant business, the senate pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of bills on 
the calendar. The following bills, 
among others, were passed: House bill 
to authorize entry of public lands by in- 
corporated cities and towns for cemetery 
and park purposes; senate bill to amend 
laws relating to custom revenue bonds; 
senate bill to provide for the reduction 
of the Round Valley Indian 
reservation in California; senate 
bill for the relief of the Mission 
Indians in California; honse bill to grant 
the right of way through the Indian 
territory to the Pittsburgh, Columbus & 
Fort Smith railway; senate bill to pro- 
vide for the examination of certain offi- 
cers of the army and t) regulate promo- 
tions therein. It prov.des thai promo- 
tion to every every grade below that of 
brigadier general thail be made ac- 
cording to seniority in the same 
corps or depart turu I ; It also prescribes 
a system of examiaaliou of all officers of 
the army below the rank of major. At 
the request of Mr. Morrill the senate bill 
was taken up to ettublish an educational 
fund and apply the pnKjeeds of the pub- 
lic lands and receipts from certain land 
grant railroad coinp.inies to support of 
colleges for the advincement of scien- 
tific and industrial e<1ucatioa. 



In tile House. 
Washington, June 14. — The speaker 
announced the appointment of Mr. E. C. 
Taylor of Ohio, Mr. Stewart of Vermont 
and Mr. Bland of Miosouri as conferees 
on the anti-trust bill. Mr. Bland said 
that as the houee h'ld instructed its con- 
ferees to recede from the amendment 
there was no further interest in the 
matter, and be asked to be excused from 
serving on the coinmiltee. There was 
no objection, and Mr. Culberson of 
Texas was appointed to till the vacancy. 
The house then went into committee of 
the whole on the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill. 



"Prevent" Kinln Pasha. 

Berlin, June 14.— The government 
has instructed the German officials in 
East Africa to preveni the Emin Pasha 
expedition from entering Uganda while 
the negotiations are pending between 
Germany and England relative to terri- 
tory in Africa.

THE STATE OF TRADE. 

The weekly reviews of trade give a 
most excellent condition of affairs. They 
fsay spe<.-ulatioD has been neither large 
nor enthusiastic during the past week, 
buc the legitimate business of the coun- 
try continues unprecedented in volume 
and highly encouraging in prospects. 
Although the treasury has taken in 12,- 
iKK'vOOO more than it has disbursed, and 
foreign exchange has advanced about a 
oeBlilimiig the week, the current rate 
for money on call has declined from 5 to 
i}4 per cent. There has been quite a de- 
cline in exports from Xew York for two 
weeks past, the value having been 14 
per cent below that of the same week 
laer. year, while in imports here a mod- 
erate increase continuee, last week 5 per 
cent. Interior cities report rather more 
dtMuand for money.and at Boston rates are 
rising, at Chicago and St. Louis steady, 
and at Philadelphia dull, not much com- 
mercial paper offering. 

Crop prospects begin to rule all mar- 
kets and these are distinctly improving. 
The capacity of iron furnaces in blast 
June Twaa 130,795 tons against 180,099 
May 1, and 137,199 a year aga It seemtf 
scarcely credible that the actual coo- 
sumption can be 31 per cent greater than 
a year ago and yet the tone of the mar- 
ket is fairly confident, and does not in- 
dicate accumulation of stocks. The 
demaad for various forms of manufac- 
tured iron and steel is good and prices 
steiidy. and sales of 10,000 tons of rails 
are reported, with 131 quoted at Eastern 
mills. No improvement is seen in 
woolen goods. Flannel mills are gen- 
erally cutting down production. 

Railway wars do not cease. It is but 
fair tiFremember thac the competition 
of Canadian and lake line is felt with 
constantly increasing seventy. Prices 
of 3Ux:ks have been weaker, though 
sugar trust has been put up again with 
f large profits. In the main, 
f bill has been accepted by the 
committee and is thought likely to be 
pasaed without great changes. The 
latest advices about silver legislation 
suKirest greater possibility that the two 
houses may disagree, the disposition 
toward free coinage being strong in 
the senate. 

The Engineering and Mining Journal, 
certainly an authority on the subject, 
says: "It is im{)ortant to note that the 
increased demand for iron and steel does 
not arise froti: any spasmodic activity in 
railroiid building, which in timee past 
has been a controlling cause of the ups 
and downs of the iron trade, but that it 
results from a steady increase in the use 
of iron over the whole country for con- 
struotive purpoeee in general. Statistics 
show that notwithstanding the complete 
substitution of steel for iron for rails, 
and the nearly complete substitution for 
naili^ and boiler and ship plates and 
other uses, the consumption of puddled 
iron is still on the increase. This indi- 
cates an extremely wide distribution and 
large cunsumption of puddled iron for a 
vast variety of small products, and the 
general prosperity of all iron-using in- 
dustries. As the condition of the iron 
trade is generally considered an index of 
the general business condition of the 
country, the present outlook is for a 
prosperous year.

This requirement, we believ », is practi- 
cally essential to the weldii g together 
of the diverse elementsof out nation and 
the perfect union which our forefathers 
sought. 

There is absolutely nothing in the 
Bennett law to stir up rati< »nal opposi- 
tion, and the pother and I >eat which 
have been raised over it are ignorantly 
or artfully fomented by blind men or un- 
scrupulous leaders of the b ind. Rival 
creeds or methods of training are not set 
against one another in this ^ase. Here 
is no question of public orpr vate school, 
of secular or religious educ. ktion. This 
is simply the issue — shall our children 
be taught to speak a oomt ion tongue 
and write a common languaj :e, or shall 
they not? That is the issue sharply de- 
fined, and there is no other.

CENTRAL PA RK C HRONOLOGY. 

.Some Polntitor Intereitt in the Great Pleait- 
ure Keiiort, 

New York Sun: The Central park 
cost the city about |G,000,OCO for the 
land and about $13,000,000 for oonstruc- 
tion and maintenance. It is now about 

forty years old, and the total cost of it 
has not been as much expense as for 
three weeks' cost of the late war of the 
rebellion. About forty years ago the 
idea of constructing a great public park 
for the city wai agitated by A. J. Down- 
ing, a famous hiDdscupe gardener of that 
day. In 1851, Mayor Kingsland urged 
the subject upon the common council, 
which promptly recommended the selec- 
tion of Jones' Wood as the site for the 
new park, and the same year an act of 
the legislature adopted that plan. Sub- 
sequently the common council recom 
mended a change of site to the present 
location, which was adopted by the leg- 
islature in IS-'iS, fixing the northern limit 
a I One Hundred and Sixth street, and 
tne city got title to the property in 1856. 
The first commission for the manage- 
ment of the park consisted of Mayor 
Wood and Street Commissioner Taylor. 
The chief engineer was Mr. Egbert L. 
V'iele, and the advisory committee was 
Washington Irving, Charles P. Briggs, 
James Phalen and Stewart Brown. .\ 
new board of commissioners was ordered 
by the legujlature of 1857, of which J. R. 
Cooley was president and Andrew H. 
Green treasurer. The work of clearing 
the ground began in August of that 
year. There were no expensive build- 
ings within the area and most of the 
structures were squatters' hute. In De- 
cember there were 1120 men at work. In 
August, 1858, there were 2000 men at 
work. The first tree was planted in Oc- 
tober, 1858. Water was let into the lake 
and the first skating was had in De- 
cember of that year. The first finished 
parte prepared for public use were the 
Ramble and the Mall. The great trees 
which now ornament the Mall were all 
set out at this time, and they were the 
largest trees ever transplanted. 

The first curling on the Park lake was 
in January, 1859. In that year the north- 
ern limite were extended to One hundred 
and tooth street, and the old Boston 
road through the Park was closed. At 
this time there were 3000 men at work. 
In July there were 3800 men at work, 
using forty barrels of gunpowder daily. 
The first public concert in the Park was 
given in July, 1859, by private contribu- 
tion. In the following September there 
were three and one-half miles of drives 
and the first traverse roaii was declared 
open. In I>ecember the construction 
south of Seventy-ninth street was de- 
clared complete. During that year 17,- 
300 trees and shrubs were planted, in- 
cluding most of the deciduous trees 
south of Seventy-ninth street. The 
average number of men employed was 
3879. 

In May, 1860, twelve swans were pre- 
sented to the park by the city of Ham- 
burg. In October following Mrs. Craw- 
ford presented caste of the Crawford 
BCulpture8;theVintntrs'company of Lon- 
don presented twen.y-four swans and 
the Dyers' company of London pre- 
sented twenty-five swans. The next 
month the city of Hamburg presented 
ten more swana There were 16,200 
trees planted this year. During the war 
a number of volunteer soldiers were 
quartered in the old arsenal in the park,

commenced in 1861. This 
were seven miles of drives 
there were 52,700 trees and shrubs 
planted. In 1862 there were 74,7:iO trees 
and shrubs planted, and Mount St. Vin- 
cent building was used as an army hos- 
pital. 

The city of Philadelphia presented the 
park with eight deer in September, 18»J:i; 
the commissioners first assumed the cost 
of the concerto; the number of visitors 
was 1,326,500. In 1864 Manhattan park 
was annexed to Central park, 20,000 
trees and shrubs were planted, and a 
lady introduced seven pairs of English 
sparrows, the pioneers of the peste of the 
city today. Over 6,000,000 visitors en- 
joyed the park this year. In 1865 the 
statue of Commerce was presented, 
schoolboys were first permitted to play 
ball in the park, and the number of 
visitors was 7,aX).000. 

The Harlem Mere and the Kinderberg, 
a rustic arbor for children, were com- 
pleted in 1866. The next year the Belvi- 
dere, the great children's playground, 
was commenced. The bronze statue of 
"The Tigress" was presenteil. and the 
art gallery with the Crawford collection 
was opened at Mount St. Vincent. The 
first hothouse and the meteorological 
observatory were established. 

The Paliezoic museum was commenced 
in 1868, and the bronze statue of the 
"Indian Hunter," by J. Q. A. Ware, was 
presented. The bust of Humbolt was 
presented in 1869, the statue of Colum- 
bus the same year. "The Dairy" was 
opened and the movable skating house 
and curling houses were constructed. 
During this year there were 12,522 trees 
and shrubs planted, a museum of natural 
history was established in the arsenal, 
steam rollers were first used on the 
Park roads, and the boys' playhouse was 
opened. 

Under the charter of 1870 the depart- 
ment of parks was established, the zoo- 
logical garden and the carrousel were or- 
dered to be laid out, and the plans for 
the conservatory were prepared. In 1870 
the sheepfold was commenced, and the 
number of visitors were 8,628,826. In 
1871 the stables and workshops were 
commenced, and the number of visitors 
increased to 10,764,411. In May, 1873, 
the Bethesda fountain was inaugurated! 
The nuber of visitors this year was 10,- 
06;i,159. These pointe cover the main 
feature of the park as they exist today. 
The great museums and art gal- 
leries of the park are almost entirely due 
to the efforto of public spirited citizens, 
the value of whose gifte and loans rivals 
the expenditure of all the public money 
expended on the park. Making a rough 
estimate of the cost of the park, and the 
numbers who have visited it, the actual 
outlay has been about five cente of pub- 
lic money for each visitor, and the city 
of New York has more than got ite money 
back in the taxation on the increased 
value of adjacent property.

Sellwood of Duluth, 
formerly of the Coiby mine, is president 
and one of its principal owners. 

The iron trade is giving e vidence of a 
recovery from the recent depression. 
Reports from the leading iron centers 
are almost uniformly favorable, and es- 
pecially so in the South and West. Chi- 
cago reports the heaviest business for 
the past SIX months, and Cincinnati also 
boasts of greater activity than for some 
time past. 

The only good Bessemer ore yet found 
in the South is that which has been dis- 
covered in the Lone Star state. It is a 
magnetic ore, showing 65 per cent of iron 
in the furnace. It looks so much like 
the Champion and Republic ores that 
one can hardly tell thera apart. 

Capt. Hooper of the Beaver mines, re- 
ports that the Beaver silver mill started 
yesterday and is reducing thirty tons of 
ore per day. 

Ely Iron Home: Tne Pioneer mine 
shipped its first car load of ore for this 
season on Wednesday last. The car was 
consigned to an Eastern furnace, and 
will be tested in regard to the iron prop- 
erties of the ore.

A list 
of technical papers by the most dis- 
tinguished American and foreign en- 
gineers is now being prepared.

HE associational year of the 
northern Minnesota district of 
the Baptist denomination has 
just closed. The association 
will uunvene at Fair Haven next Tues- 
day, uud it is imperative that that body 
shall take action on matters of consider- 
able interest to the local church of Du- 
luth. The district comprises a large 
territory of widely separated churches> 
making it both inconvenient and expen- 
sive for delegates attending the annual 
meetings. This with other reasons ben- 
eficial to the society at large has been 
deemed sufiBcient cause for a change, 
and ii has been officially recommended 
that the Baptist church here be trans- 
ferred to the St. Paul association. At a 
business meeting last evening that step 
was ratified and the transfer will be 
made as soon as possible. 

Quotations from the associational let- 
ters to be read before the Fair Haven 
meeting will reveal material progress and 
prosperity in the three societies here. 
In the FirSb, thirty-seven new fnemLif rs 
have been recorded. It's finances are in 
good condition and the church building 
and site are free from all incumbrance. 
During the year ^25 has been raised for 
home mission, $155 for foreign missions, 
$94 for state missionary work, the total 
for benevolent purposes aggregating 
nearly $800. For permanent improve- 
ments $1500 has been expended, and the 
total raised for all purposes amounts to 
$478(.). The Endion and Second Baptist 
churches have made a record fully as 
creditable. Several changes are made, 
or soon to be made, in local Baptist pas- 
torates. Mr. Ballard has resigned, and 
it is <^uite probable that a second res- 
ignation will be sent in a few weeks or 
days. 

-:- 

The Presbyterians of Minnesota main- 
tain a college for young men at Macal- 
ester. They maintain a Ixiarding school 
for young women at Albert Lea. They 
regard the Bennett seminary at Minne 
apolis as under their auspices. All of 
these establishments are suffering for 
want of adequate support. It is now 
proposed to bind them together under 
one management. The prevailing view 
among Presbyterians is not favorable to 
co-education; and it is suggested that 
the college for young women shall be lo- 
cated in the neighborhood of the college 
for young men, and that one faculty can 
do the work of teaching by a plan of os- 
cillation. There would be some diffi- 
culties encountered in arranging this 
plan of double work for the faculty, but 
these could be surmounted. A strong 
state Presbyterian institution would be 
as creditable to them as the educational 
establishments at Faribault are credita- 
ble to the Episcopalians or Carleton and 
Hamline are to the Congregationalists 
and Methodists, both of which denomi- 
nations believe in co-education. 

It will be an agreeable surprise to 
those interested in the new Baptist uni- 
versity of Chicago to learn that the 
arrangement of the site has been ad- 
vantageously changed by the negotia- 
tions of the past few days so that the 
university will have a campus -composed 
of three consecutive blocks, between 
Midway Plaisance and Fifty -sixth street, 
and bounded on the east by Greenwood 
avenue and on the west by Ellis avenue. 
The university will probably front on 
Midway Plaisance, and a more attractive 
site could hardly be found. 

-:- 

The sixty-fourth anniversary of the 
American Home Missionary Society 
brought together about 1.500 represent- 
atives from every section of the land. 
The anniversary meeting of 1891 will be 
held in San Francisco. This will make 
quite an event in the Congregational 
church, as it will be the first meeting of 
one of its national societies on the Pa- 
cific slope. Already the brethren on the 
sunset side are forming plans. While 
the main sessions will be held in one of 
Frisco's largest churches, auxilliary 
meetings are to be arranged for other 
sanctuaries, in order to accommodate 
members from outlying towns and dele- 
gations from Oregon and Washington. 
It is to be made a sort of Congregational 
house warming jubilee. At the close of 
the general meetings representative del- 
egations will visit every Congregat ional 
church between Lower California and 
Vancouver, and a religious love feast 
will be the result. It is expected that 
fully 3000 Congregationalists will make 
an excursion across the continent to at- 
tend. In 1892 the society will meet 
again Saratoga. 

Missionary work in the Congo state, 
Africa, would appear to be attended by 
almost insuperable difficulties and dis- 
couraging results. The pestilential 
climate of the West coast plays havoc 
with the gallant band of American pio- 
neers of the gospel, and it is stated by 



correspondents that no less than 58 per 
cent of Bishop Taylor's missionaries 
have been placed hors de combat within 
a year by disease and death. Even the 
excellent prelate himself is reported as 
being prostrated with sickness Those 
of the missionaries who at length suc- 
ceed in getting acclimatized and in re- 
maining at their poets find themselves 
greatly hampered in their arduous labors 
by the scarcity. of provisions and by the 
jealousies of the varied tribes. 

Carleton college, the Congregational 
institution of higher instruction at 
Northfield, Minn., has secured for its de- 
partment of chemistry and physics, from 
which Prof. A. H. Parson has lately been 
transferred to the department of philoso- 
phy, Mr. W. V. Metcalf, a brother of 
Rev. Irving W. Metoalf of Cleveland. 
He is a graduate of Oberlin, studied two 
years in its theological department, 
taught two years in Whitman college, 
and for the last three years has been 
pursuing special studies in chemistry 
and physics at Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity. 

The Methodist church South, besides 
electing to its bishopric its two foremost 
and most progressive men, Drs. Hay good 
and Fitzgerald, elected three missionary 
secretaries. This fact means a great 
deal as to the enlarged missionary 
thought and purpose on the part of this 
body. 

-:- 

The three divisions of the Lutheran 
church in session in Minneapolis finished 
their separate routine business Thurs- 
day and yesterday united in one body. 
The committee on union found that the 
amounts raised by the three bodies for 
the endowment of the professorship in 
-■Vugsberg seminary was $50,000 in excess 
of the amount that had been agreed 
upon in the proposed articles of union; 
that the anti-Missourians had raised 
$90,000, the conference $54,000 and 
Augustans synod $19,000, and that the 
amount would swell the endowment 
fund to full $175,000. The several com- 
mittees in charge of the collection of 
funds in each of the separate bodies will 
be continued in office until said funds 
should be turned over to the new trus- 
tees of the seminary, who are to 
be chosen by the united body. 
Professor Sven Oftedal read the 
report of the board of missions. 
During the year missions have been es- 
tablished at Tacoma, Seattle, Astoria, 
Portland and Spokane Falls, and also 
in the mining regions norih of 
Duluth. Augsburg seminary has 
had 160 students during the year, 
seven professors have been employed and 
eleven candidates are ready to be or- 
dained. When the committee reported 
on the plan of union, Rev. M. L. Gjertsen 
delivered a stirring address favoring the 
proposed union. He held that the union 
was the work of God and not of man. 
He claimed that the union would be a 
great blessing to the Norwegian nation- 
ality in America, as the split in the 
church had hindered its development. 
Other denominations had pointed the 
finger of scorn at the Lutherans on ac- 
count of their division. The union 
would remove this odium. Mr. Gjertsen 
thought that by 1892 the old Lutheran 
synod would come into the United body. 



DESERT ION I S EASY. 

A Portress Monroe .Sol liar Describes the 
Simple Process of 81iliuilng Oat. 

Fortress Monroe is oia of the lone- 
somest places in America, says the New 
York Sun. It is dead and dull, except 
when the Old Point Comfort hotel is 
thronged with guests for a few months. 
Uncle Sam's soldier boye, of whom 500 
artillerymen now inha'iit the vast fort- 
ress, don't like the p'ace. They have 
only a few hours of service daily, for the 
rest of the time t'l'^y come and go as 
they please. There is no where to spend 
an idle hour, so they g > away for good, 
desert — "skinning out," they call it. 

A great many of Lho soldiers spend a 
lot of time down on the pier under the 
lantern of the whitewashed Point Com- 
fort light fishing. Tney become equally 
adept in angling ani shosting the big 
15-inoh guns at flouting targets down the 
bay. That pier is littf red with bits of 
crabs, with which t.'iey bait hooks, 
strung on an Evening Sun gear, for a 
score of small fish, every one of which 
the soldiers are familiar with. A 19-year- 
old artilleryman best-nJe the string- 
f)iece of the wharf nas i\xat pulled in a 
ikely looking "spot," and in a good 
humor said to a Suu reporter the other 
day: "Yes, 'tis an aA-ful lonesome spot 
here. The boys kuep skinning out. 
They average about two or 
three deserters a moath. The govern- 
ment don't makd any fuss about it 
though. It's the easiest thing in the 
world to desert. Y-ju just walk right 
out of the fort at any time when you are 
not on guard, get uq the boats, and run 
over to Norfolk. Th^re is a ready-made 
clothing store, you buy a suit of civilan's 
clothes, sell your sjidler clothes to some 
second-hand dealer, and then skin out for 
some city. And t'iRt is the end of it. 
The government makes no attempt to 
catch you. Even if you should re-enlist 
years afterward un K r an assumed name, 
and the government should find it out, 
there would be no trouble over it, pro- 
vided you had b -Laved yourself in the 
meantime. At the very worst, if you

I'EAKING of Duluth in an in- 
tereeting write-up in its June 
_ number, The Home Magazine 
of Washington, D. C, after a review of 
its business activity, says it is not, how- 
ever, to Duluth as a great commercial 
city that The Home Magazine invites 
the attention of its readers, but rather 
as a aommer resort, with such marvel- 
ously beautiful scenery as nature has 
provided few spots on earth. 

"It speaks well for the character of the 
citizens of Duluth that they have so 
earlv in the development of their city 
diflcc>vereU what nature has so nobly 
provided them with a series of parks 
and driveways, with which it is not ex- 
travjigant to say no other in the world 
can compare. 'Think of it, within 



the 

city fimiu a Watkins Glen, even larger 
and more picturesque than the world-re- 
nowned spot in New York! This is 
called the Glenwood Park, and is con- 
nected with another lovely spot called 
Cascade Park, in the valley of MiUera 
creek, at the western end of the city, by 
a driveway which pasaea en route 
through a third park, the name of which 
has not yet been decided on. This park 
is the largest of the three, and entirely 
ditlerent in its characteristics, lying, as 
it doee, upon the heights and embracing 
withing its limits the highest ptak in 
the neighborhood. 

'•The driveway which connects these 
three parks is the most remarkable feat- 
ure of Duiath"s park system. It is per- 
fectly level, being the ancient beach 
where ages ago the waves of Lake Supe- 
rior broke. It is about 500 feet above 
the present lake, commanding a wonder- 
fully picturesque view of land and 
water. This natural driveway extends 
along the lake, and it is the intention of 
the Duluth park commission to improve 
fifty miles or more of it. It is now eight 
miles or more in length, spanning here 
and there with pretty rustic bridges the 
torrent streams which rush down the 
hillside. 

"At several points this natural drive- 
way is abruptly broken off, where we 
oome to precipitous ledges of rock, the 
palisiides of the ancient lake. Here the 
nml is continued by blasting a roadway 
out of the sides of these silunan rocks 
and guarding the outer edge with a rug- 
ged stone wall. From Glenwood park 
to Cascade park the natural driveway is 
six miles in length, winding round the 
sides of two miniature mountains. The 
drives and glens which make up the Du- 
luth park system are lovely picturesque 
spots in themselves, which, when the 
contemplated improvements are made, 
w^ill have few rivals, but the view to be 
ha«.l from all points of the many miles of 
driveways which it embraces cannot be 
»iuailed by any city in the world. 
From one' point we see, to our 
nght the St. Louis river, break- 
ing through the ancient rim of Lake 
.Suijenor, dotted over with pretty 
--islands as it enters the lake. On a clear 
dav. hfteeo miles above, are to be seen 
the dalles of St Louis. There is little 
doubt that Duluth will soon become 
one of the most popular summer re- 
sorts in the United States. Here, ex- 
cessive summer heat is unknown, the 
days are delightfully cool the entire 
summer. From this point many delight- 
ful excursions can be made — by water 
or by land — from a few hours' sail on 
the lake to a long cruise to Isle Royale, 
Port Arthur and many other points of 
interest. 

"To the lovers of game and rod the re- 
gion offers special attractions; besides 
what Lake Superior itself can offer, 
there lies to the north of it a romantic- 
ally beautiful, wild, yet attractive, re- 
gion, stretching over an immense extent 
of country, extending as far north as 
Hudson Bay. In this wild country 
deer, bear, moose, and all kinds of game 
may be found. 

♦KJuiet and peace, verdure and shade, a 
little plot for flowers and fruits, with the 
church and the schoolhouse within con- 
venient walking distance, and the office 
not too far away— that is the ideal home. 
Chaucer gives us his picture of it in two 
lines: 
"His wooing was full fair upon a beatb. 
With green trees sbaUed waa the place." 

"How, then, can a bustling young city 
like Duluth, with its rocky hillsides, 
barren of trees for the most part, its 
steep grades and cold cUmate,be a favor- 
able place for home building? And yet 
it has advantages, and no light ones. 
Foremost among these is the same clear, 
cold air. If tiguree can be trusted, it is 
the healthiest city in the country. With 
it£ marvelously clear air, fresh from the 
bosom of old Lake Superior, its abun- 
dant sunshine and its soil free from an 
inheritance of the sanitary sins of past 
generations, it would be strange if it 
were otherwise than a healthy city. 
Never were seen sturdier children than 
those that play in its streets. The out- 
look over the beautiful lake is restful to 
the eye; the shore and bay furnish nu- 
merous tempting facilities for little out- 
ings; you are continually enticed during 
the summer by the witcheries of nature 
into life-giving contact with her myster- 
ies. The city is rapidly beoo'iiing 
beautiful Trees cannot be made 
to order in a day, but they 
are growing fast on many lawns. Taste- 
ful houses of every variety of archi- 
tecture are found on every hand. Num- 
erous building associations make it pos- 
sible to own a houie, even though it 
may take years to pay for it completely. 
Social surroundings oount for the most, 
next to nature's charms. And here you 
find a young, vigorous, intelligent and 
cultured people. College graduates are 
plentiful; every large institution has its 
repreeentatives. In spite of the pressure 
at business there is much Uterary and 
eocial activity. The lavish expenditure 
for schools shows the character of the 
population.

"The city is well provided with attrac- 
tive churches. .\11 the leading denomi- 
nations have one or more repreeentatives. 
There is one handsome building of stone 
and there are two others in 
process of erection. All the 
Protestant churches work together 
in harmony, and there is in entire ab- 
flenceof the narrow sectarian rivaly so 
ant to embitter the religious life of a 
Jew immunity. Duluth is the seat of

The new building is one of the finest 
examples of modern architecture which 
New York can boast.

The 
entire building is lit by electricity — a 
myriad of incandescent globes being sus- 
pended from the iron girders supporting 
the roof and the galleries. There are 
4000 electric lights in the amphitheater 
alone. 

In addition to the grand amphitheater, 
a garden theater is to be opened in the 
fall on the ziarth side of the Madison av- 
enue entrance. A restaurant and con- 
cert hall are also to be opened shortly on 
the south of the main entrance, and a 
tower of 300 feet is in the course of con- 
struction. 

The entertainment last evening 
proved that the acoustic properties of 
the hall were unequalled, the faintest 
notes carrying easily to the further cor- 
ner of the enormous building.

Albast, June 14. — Governo. Hill 
promised prominent Indiana democrats 
a year ago that he would attend the cer- 
emonies of unveiling a statue of ex- 
Vice-President Hendricks in Indianap- 
olis whenever that ceremony should 
take place there, unless he should be de- 
tained in New York by his duties as 
governor. The statue is to be unveiled 
upon July 1, and the governor has been 
reminded of his promise and he says 
there is bo question that he will go to 
Indiana the latter part of June. 

But the governor also is debating 
whether he will not at the same time 
make a more extensive journey; one 
that will not end until he has visited 
San Francisco and the other chief places 
of interest upon the Pacific slope, and 
an article of a day or two ago in The 
Rocky Mountain News of Denver, tele- 
graphed in these dispatches, will un- 
doubtedly decide him to do so. A few 
months ago Gen. Nelson A. Miles of the 
United States army, whose headquarters 
are at San Francisco, visited Albany and 
extended a warm invitation to Governor 
Hill to visit San Francisco and be his 
guest while there. The governor was 
much pleased by the invitation, and 
while not accepting it at the moment, 
said that he desired ardently to visit 
that part of the United States, and if 
poisible would do so the present year. 

The governor's political friends say 
that he could most conveniently be ab- 
sent from New York state, so far as the 
interests of the democratic party are con- 
cerned, during the month of July and 
the first half of August, because the po- 
litical campaign in New York will most 
need his attention in September and Oc- 
tober. No man who thinks of being 
elected United States senator, they say, 
can afford to be absent during the six 
weeks preceding election. It is. there- 
fore, likely that if Mr. Hill decides to 
add a visit to the Pacific slope to his In- 
diana visit be Mfill make it in July. If 
he does he will surely visit the north- 
western states, and particularly Minn- 
sota, when reports have it there is not a 
little democratic leaning. 

While Mr. Hill's visit to Indiana is os- 
tensibly for the purpose of showing re- 
spect to the memory of Thomas A. Hen- 
dricks, every politician will know that 
David B. Hill makes it for the purpose 
of securing such alliances as he can for 
the presidential contest in 1892. All 
Hill democrats here think that the demo- 
cratic ticket in 1892 will read: 

For President— Ex-Governor Hill of 
New York. 

For Vice-President — Ex-Governor 
Gray of Indiana. 

.A.S for the trip to the Pacific slope, if 
Mr. Hill decides to visit that region, poli- 
ticians will not believe that he does so 
simply to see the Rockies, the Yosemite 
valley and the Pacific ocean. There are 
democrats of that section of the United 
States also. 



HE Knights of Labor

At the present time no 
class of workers work as long 
hours for small wages as the 
retail clerks. If these long hours are 
continued the working people will be 
very largely to blame. The clerks of 
Duluth have by organizing placed them- 
selves in line with the great brotherhood 
of labor and deser\'e the hearty co-oper- 
ation of those engaged in all branches of 
honorable employment. We owe it to 
ourselves to oome to the assistance of 
the clerks in their efforts to secure bet- 
ter conditions. To do this let every 
knight cease to purchase goods after 5 
o'clock.

Philadelphia labor leagues have passed 
resolutions as follows: We having read 
letters of T. V. Powderly of January 16 
and May 1, 1890, in The Journal of the 
Knights of Labor, after carefully oon- 
sidering the situation from all stand- 
points, have reached the conclusion that 
the time has arrived when organized 
labor is not only ready, but must take 
the necessary political steps for the im- 
provement of its condition. "To test 
the sense of organized labor we would 
ask assistance to the following plans: 
First, Vfe desire to reach all trade unions, 
federation of trades, local assemblies of 
Kuightfl of Labor and the Farmers' Al- 
liance of this country, to have an ex- 
pression with a view of having political 
conventions called in the several states, 
for the purpose of placing full tickets in 
the field for the coming election, and 
also to adopt such a platform as will 
best serve the interest of all working 
people. We desire your assistance in 
this war." This is directly in line with 
the attitude of the Farmers* AUrance of 
Minnesota and the Knights of Labor of 
Duluth and elsewhere.

Labor Notes. 

Treasury Agent A. J. Lester, has re- 
turned from Chicago, where he has been 
collecting evidence of violations of the 
Alien Contract Labor law among the 
carpenters of that city, r The evidence 
has been forwarded to Secretary Win- 
dom. This week government agents 
have investigated the violations of the 
law at Fort Sheridan. It is reported 
that carpenters are at work there who 
have been brought from Scotland, and 
are working for less wages than are paid 
to the American wage-earners. jf 

Striking carpenters at Philadelphi* 
have issued a statement of their griev 
ances. They say the carpenters are the 
poorest paid class of skilled laborers en- 
gaged in the construction of buildings; 
that they have now been out on strike 
for six weeks, for an advance in wages of 
five cents per hour; and that, in all this 
lime, the employers have ignored all re- 
quests for a conference and have resisted 
all efforts at arbitration. Continuing, 
the statement says: "It is not a ques- 
tion of recognition of the Carpenters' 
Union, for union and non-union men are 
alike engaged in this strike." 

Mot Surprising. 

New Orleans, June 14. — Yesterday 
some excitement was created in the 
legislature by the summoning of Senator 
Foster and other members before the 
grand jury of East Baton Rouge parish, 
the charges of bribery having been 
taken up by that body. The lottery 
people say the investigation will result 
in nothing, as there is nothing to dis- 
cover, and that the antis only took the 
matter before the grand jury in order to 
keep their men in line.

New York. June 14. -The attendance at to- 
day s games of the Players and National 
league clubs was as follows: 
Cities. 
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A state organization for the protection 
of our land and water game is some- 
thing that has long been needed. At a 
meeting held lately at Minneapolis an 
orifanization was formed. \ broad foun- 
dation was laid on which to erect a 
strong association. The idea of a state 
organization was the main object sought 
to be accomplished. In a circular W. P. 
•Vndrus, corrtsponding secretary of the 
association, says: The name adopted 
was, "The Game and Fish Protective as- 
sociation of Minnesota." Its duty is, "to 
ascertain, so far as it can, all offenses 
against the game laws; to detect, pursue 
been in and prosecute all violators thereof; and 
has re- for this purpose it has power to employ 
and pay attorneys, detectives and others, 
and to offer rewards for information of 
the game laws of the state." 
The annual dues were place<l at 12, and 
the annual assessment limited to tl per 
member. Our laws at present are very 
defective, but they afford some protec- 
tion if properly enforced, and an organi- 
zation like this can accomplish much 
good. It is a part of the policy of the 
association to endeavor to secure better 
legislation on the subject of game and 
fish protection. A state game warden is 
a pre-requisite to the enforcement of 
game laws, and we want, by concerted 
actioii, to secure the appointment of this 
official, and also obtain the appointment 
of deputies enough to thoroughly police 
the state, and protect in reality— not 
theoretically. 

* * « 

The New York Star publishes a state- 
ment of the comparative attendance at 
the League and Brotherhood baseball 
games in the four cities of New York, 
Brooklyn, Boston and Philadelphia. As 
usual, the Brotherhood games attracted 
the largest number of spectators, their 
aggregate being 38,3l>4, against an aggre- 
gate attendance at the League games of 
28,156. It is a notable fact that the two 
organizations together did not draw as 
many people as attended the games of 
last year. This year's combined attend- 
ance was 67,C0O, and last year's was G7,- 
050. It appears, therefore, that while in 
the larger cities the proceeds of the base- 
ball business are divided by the exist- 
ence of rival organizations, there is not 
as much money for the two as there 
used to be for one in the days when the 
League was alone in possession. The 
time will come when there won't be any 
more money in baseball than there is in 
the ice business, or coal, or plumbing.

The use of the lively ball can scarcely 
be considered an advance in the national 
game, says The Sun. According to a 
prominent Brotherhood player, the ball 
used is practically a return to the base 
ball of twenty years ago. This player, 
in a conversation a few days ago, said : 
"It will not surprise me to see some 
pitcher knocked out of the box by a 
hard hit before the season is over. 
What surprises me is that some of the 
intielders have not had their hands al 
most torn off by some of the terrific hits 
that they have tried to stop." This is 
exactly the same statement that was 
made against the old-time lively ball, 
and that brought about the introduc- 
tion of the "dead" ball— the danger to 
the tielder's hands and body. The one 
great advantage that the players now 
have is the big, thick gloves to protect 
them, and which were unknown in the 
days when Peck & Snyder first got out 
their "red dead ball."

ON IS LE RO YALE. 

Tbe Big English Copper Company Begins 

the Year's Development Work. 

The Isle Royale Land Corporation, 
Limited, the company of English capital- 
ists, which owns the greater part of the 
island of Isle Royale, has just started 
operations on its property for the year. 
This company commenced last season to 
explore the island for copper deposits by 
cross-cutting the surface, as The Herald 
has from time to time announced. Con- 
siderable time was necessarily spent at 
the beginning in establishing camps, 
cutting trails through the dense forests, 
and re-establishing the stations of the 
government survey made forty-tive years 
ago. After this preliminary work was 
executed, a numberof lodes were opened, 
and a good showing of copper made in 
several of the openings. 

The company considered these de- 
velopments of sufficient moment to war- 
rant a resumption of operations on a 
much bigger scale this season. A system- 
atic exploration has just been com- 
menced, and will be continued until the 
company has a fair idea what its prop- 
erty is worth.

An Owner Disappears but 
Finally Found in After 
Years. 



The Man Who Sold the Land 

is Arrested in 

Chicago. 



It was about three months ago that 
Lawyer H. R. Spenoer of Duluth went 
to St. Louis on a quest of importance. 
Mr. Spencer had been engaged for a long 
time in looking up land titles to Duluth 
property and in abstracting work, and 
he had learned a queer story, which he 
went south to investigate. With him 
went Messrs. Coburn and Xntt, both 
residents at the head ot the lake for the 
last twenty-flve or thirty years, and 
whose testimony was going to be valu- 
able in the search he had instituted. 

On their return a Herald reporter, 
having learned something of the story, 
went to Mr. Spencer for information. 
There was then no news to give the 
public, but the story was told the re- 
porter under promise of secrecy until 
the law had asserted its power and cer- 
tain arreete had been made in the South. 
These arrests were made yesterday, and 
though Mr. Spencer himself is not in the 
city, having been called to Ohio, the 
story can be told. 

It was wAy back in 1856 when Charles 
Johnson settled on land adjoining Lester 
river. He lived on it long enough to 
obtain a government patent, and did 
(obtain such patent, which was 
tiled in the register of deeds office 
on .\ugu8t 22, 18()I, at 1 o'clock p. ra., in 
book C, pages 27.3 and 27'1, the descrip- 
tion of the property being the 
se|4 section .33-51-13. Soon af- 
ter this Johnson disappeared and 
no trace of him could be found. In later 
years a man representing himself to be 
the original Johnson appeared on the 
scene and sold the land; as his title 
seemed to be clear and he obtained 
notarial recognition he easily made 
deeds. He also disappeared with his 
fraudulent gains. .\bout a year ago 
Spencer & Sanford learned that 
the second Johnson was not 
Johnson, but an imposter named 
Reed. They then proceeded to hunt up 
the rightful claimant. He was found to 
reside in St. Louis and thither a trip 
was made as noted above. Here Mr. 
Coburn easily identitied Johnson, whom 
had well known in the early

DENIE S A Y ARN. 

Consresanian Sprinj^er Esouerat«d from a 
Charge <>f Itane Motive*. 

Springpikld, 111., June 16.— Consider- 
able excitement has been occasioned at 
the home of Congressman Springer by 
the wide publicity given to an aflSdavit 
of Highland C. Kirk, filed with Speaker 
Reed, charging Mr. Springer with un- 
worthy motives in defeating Kirk'sclaim 
against the Federal government. The only 
person mentioned in substantiation of 
Mr. Kirk's charge is Alex. C. Jones of this 
city, ex-United States consul to Barran- 
guiUa, Colombia, and formerly Mr. 
Springer's committee clerk. Mr. Kirk's 
affidavit says Mr. Springer .^referred him 
to Mr. Jones, his clerk, with the state- 
ment that his measure was a speculative 
one, and if he expected favorable action 
he would have to see Mr. Springer's 
clerk. 

Mr. Kirk acted on this advice and 
when he told Mr. Jones what the chair- 
man of the committee had said, Jones 
said: "Did Springer tell you that? The 
robber. I am getting sick and tired of 
this whole cut-throat business and I will 
have nothing to do with it." 

Mr. Jones pronounces the story utterly 
untrue in every particular and said: 
"The author of the affidavit evidently 
supposed that I was still consul at Bar- 
ranguilla, far removed from cable com- 
munication, and that before my state- 
ment could reach the world his malicious 
charge would have worked irreparable 
injury to Springer." 

ON THE WIS CONSI N CENTRAL. 

A Serious CoUUlon Near Eao Claire; 
Several Narrow KitcapeH. 

Chippewa Falls, Wis,, June 10. — A 
serious collision occurred yesterday 
afternoon on the Wisconsin Central 
Short line, between here and Eau Claire, 
between a freight and a passenger train. 
Both engines were demolished and Engi- 
neer Watson of the passenger train re- 
ceived serious injuries about the head 
and a dislocated shoulder. Fireman 
McNulty of the freight engine, was seri- 
ously but not fatally injured. 

The forward coach of the passenger 
train was badly smashed, the passengers 
in the coach almost miraculously escap- 
ing without serious injury. The second 
coach was considerably wrecked, and the 
pasaengers were badly shaken up. There 
was a panic among the men ana women 
and children screamed from fear. The 
pavengers walked back to town. 



ART SA LE IN PARIS. 

The American Dollar Beaten by the 
French Franc. 

Paris, June 16.— One and a half mil- 
lion francs were realized by the sale of 
fifty-three paintings in the Crsbbe col- 
lection at Sedelmeyer's gallery today. 
M. Chevallier, with his ivory hammer, 
presided over the destinies of the vari- 
ous lots. The Parisian amateurs were 
present almost to a man, and the Eng- 
lish-speaking contingent was fairly 
strong, comprising Mr. Hutchinson, 
president of the Art Museum, Chicago; 
Mr. Barney, New York, and the presi- 
dent director of the Sydney Museum, 
Mr. Montefiore. Morris K. Jessup, trus- 
tee of the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
was prevented from attending the sale 
and sent his agents, as also did Ogden 
(jroelet, who is as much at home at an 
art sale as on the box seat of a four-in- 
hand. 

The battle between the American dol- 
lar and the French franc was a feature 
of the sale. Many Paris dealers had re- 
ceived orders from the United States. 
Sedelmeyer had no less than ten and the 
auctioneer had been cabled on the morn- 
ing of the sale to a similar effect, yet the 
American dollar got severely the worst 
of the struggle. Scarce one gem of the 
collection will, for the present, at least, 
cross the Atlantic 

BIGGEST RAFT AFLOAT. 

It U 1700 Feet in Length; Precautions 

for Its Protection. 

St. Joed*, N. B., June 16.— A mammoth 
raft, which eclipses in bi/e the Joggins 
raft that caused so much peril to .ocean 
steamships, left here Saturday for New 
York, and is now well started down the 
coast. The raft is consigned to James 
D. Leary, who owned the great raft 
which went adrift in 1887. In every res- 
pect the new raft is larger than any 
other that was ever built. The timber 
was cut just back of this city. It is 
composed of seventeen sections, each 100 
feet long, 25 feet thick and 35 feet wide. 
The raft will draw fourteen feet of water, 
and will project seven feet 
above. Each section will be cigar-shaped 
and will be strongly bound with chains. 
The whole structure is so designed that 
in case of necessity one section, forming 
a whole raft in itself, may be cut adrift. 
The raft will be 1700 feet long. 

The towing has been undertaken by 
the Laughlin Towing company. Two 
strong tugs have been completely refitted 
and strengthened for their great task, 
and it will require fifteen to eighteen 
days before the consignment will be 
landed safely in this port. The tugs 
are 115 feet long and draw about 
fourteen feet of water. The raft will be 
protected at night by eight large lamps. 
The officers do not think they will ex- 
perience any difficulty in handling the 
raft. They say that there might be 
trouble if they were caught in such a 
storm as that in which the raft was 
destroyed three years ago. As this is a 
favorable time of the year for ocean 
towing, they claim that this vast pile of 
timber will doubtless reach these waters 
unbroker, and will constitute the 
largest importation ever sent to this 
country. According to the Ashburton 
treaty, lumber cut by Americans in 
Canada may be floated into American 
ports free of duty. 

A "Farewell" Banquet. 

Chicago, June 16. — Thirty of the 
most prominent of the "Bachelor Set" of 
Chicago will tonight sit down to one of 
the most elegant dinners ever given in 
the city. The scene will be the Wash- 
ington Park Club house and the host of 
the occasion, Hobart Chalfield Taylor, 
who on Thursday night forsakes single 
blessedness and takes to himself a wife 
in the person of Rose Farwell, second 
daughter of United States Senator 
Farwell. The wedding will be the event 
of the season and many guests from 
abroad have already arrived in the city.

New York and 
Boston have t«n delegates each, Chicago 
nine, Philadelphia nine, San Francisco 
twelve, while there are large contingents 
from other cities. A good many of the 
delegates say that owing to the fact that 
the last winter was an extremely open 
one in many parts of the country there 
was not BO much money made in the 
trade as in previous years. 

This Means Trouble. 

Victoria, B. C, June 16.— The sealing 
schooner Lillie sailed Saturday for 
Behring sea, where she will hunt for 
seals. Her owner gave the captain posi- 
tive orders to hunt in forbidden waters. 
Other owners have also given their ves- 
sels similar instructions, and word has 
been sent by the vessel to schooners 
cruising on the west coast of Vanoouvers 
island to proceed to Behring sea. The 
full Victoria fleet will enter the sea.

Chicago, June 16.— The Daily News 
this morning prints a number of com- 
plaints indicating that the federal cen- 
sus which was practically completed 
Saturday night, is decidedly faulty, as 
far as Chicago is concerned.

London, June 16. — Much alarm is oc- 
casioned by the continual spread of the 
cholera at Puebla De Rugat, Spain. The 
authorities are making strong efforts to 
stamp out the disease, but so far they 
have been unsuccessful. Yesterday 
there were four deaths from this dis- 
ease and nine new cases. It is rumored 
from Lisbon today that infantry, artil- 
lery and marines will be sent to Mozam- 
bique by Portuguese authorities. Quil- 
limane advices say that the governor and 
a committee of the inhabitants have de- 
cided to organize a colonial marine serv- 
ice and irregular forces for the Zambesi; 
also to suppress English coin and boy- 
cott the English. The British vice con- 
sul is compelled to quit his residence 
and to take refuge at the Italian con- 
sulate. 

Henry M. Stanley and his bride will 
spend their honeymoon at Metchet 
court, Hampshire. The place is owned 
by Lady Ashburton, who has loaned it 
to Mr. Stanley. 

The marriage of Mr. Antonio Navarero 
and Miss Mary Anderson, which will 
take place in this city tomorrow, will be 
a very quiet affair, only the relatives of 
the bride and groom being present. The 
ceremony will be of the simplest char- 
acter. 

Thirteen thousand dock laborers at 
Swansea have struck for higher wages. 
The shipping business of the place, with 
the exception of the coal trade, is at a 
standstill as a consequence of the strike. 

Concerning the son of the Comte De 
Paris he will enter the Russian army as 
soon as the gayeties of the London sea- 
son are over. Just now the young man 
is being regarded as a hero for having 
undergone an imprisonment he could 
not avoid. Since the departure of 
Chakir Pasha, governor of Crete, for Con- 
stantinople, the troubles between 
the Christian and Mussoiman 
Cretans have very much increased. The 
preeent condition of affairs there is re- 
presented to be very alarming. The 
weight of evidence goes to prove that 
although the Christian Cretan is re- 
garded as a martyr, and is believed to be 
most cruelly persecuted by the so-called 
Turks, he is really the aggressor. John 
Dillon, Wm. O'Briemand, John Red- 
mond, have been a pointed delegates to 
make a tour of America in the autumn, 
in the interests of the Irish nationalist 
movement. 

Henry M. Stanley has been tendered 
and has accepted the governor-general- 
ship of the Congo free state. He will 
not enter upon his duties until the be- 
ginning of 1891, unless he should be 
called upon to assume them earlier by 
King Leopold. After his marriage, 
Stanley will proceed to the United States 
where he will remain until summoned to 
enter upon his duties. 

A MATRIMONIAL r^lSSIQN. 
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Bringing; About an Alliance In Toung 
European Koyalty. 

London, June 16. — Despite the fact 
that the most strenuous efforts have 
been made to keep it a secret, the real 
object of the recent visit of the King of 
the Belgians to this country has leaked 
out. According to The Court Circular 
the visit was simply one of courtesy to 
Queen Victoria (the two sovereigns being 
cousins) upon the occasion of her birth- 
ilay, and the official journal went into 
estaciee of delight over his majesty's 
good nature in journeying from London 
to Balmoral and back, a distance of over 
1200 miles, for no other purpose than to 
present a birthday bouquet to the 
Queen. 

As a matter of fact, however, the King 
was on a matrimonial mission. He is 
more than anxious to secure an eligible 
arti for his youngest daughter, the 
rincees Clementine, and for some time 
past has had his eye on one of the sons 
of the Prince of Wales. The King looks 
with the greatest favor upon • Prince 
Albert Victor, the eldest son, recently 
created Duke of Clarence. 

The prince, who is now 26 years of age, 
has been anxious for some time to take 
to himself a wife, and as his health and 
constitution are anything but the beet, 
his parents, as well as the Queen, have 
looked upon the idea with considerable 
favor. 

The list of eligible Protestant prin- 
cesses, however, is decidedly limited, and 
hence the time selected by the king for 
his visit was decidedly opportune. It is 
said, however, that the Queen is opposed 
to any match between Prince Victor and 
Princess Clementine, owing to her own 
relationship to the King, but 
in view of the previous record 
of the reigning sovereigns of England 
in the matter of alliances, it is not 
thougbt that these objections would 
prove insurmountable. 

The princess, who was born in 1872, is 
fairly good looking. She will have an 
immense fortune settled upon her when 
her marriage contract has been signed. 
Although a Roman Catholic it is no se- 
cret that her royal parents are quite 
willing that she should beoome a Prot- 
estant if the change of religion should 
be found expe<iient for her temporal in- 
terests. 

Those who are supposed to be in the 
confidence of the Prince of Wales say 
that it would not be surprising if a 
match between his son and the princess 
were to be arranged and announced 
within a couple of months. The royal 
couple, however, have yet to see each 
other for the first time.

Western Schemes. 

New York, June 16.— The Times says: 
The North America company, which filed 
its articles of incorporation in the office 
of the New Jersey secretary of state 
Saturday, is the the corporation which 
is to succeed the Oregon Trans-Conti- 
nental compupy. It will have a capital 
of 150,000,000, the same amount as the 
Trans-Continental, but it is privileged to 
range over a wider field than was open 
to the other. 

Rumors of the formation of the new 
company have been going the rounds for 
a good many weeks.

A PUT-UP JOB. 
The Minneapolis Times profeeses to 
be an independent observer, and it cer- 
tainly has no bias of liking for the re- 
publican party in this state nor the 
present administration. Therefore it is 
not likely to put in anv time in hunting 
mare's nests for the party benefit. But 
as a matter of news it claims to have 
unearthed a slick little plot for the 
defeat of tiie prospective repablican 
ticket. 

It is said that the nomination of a 
state ticket by the Farmers alliance is 
to be tixed up atj a blind to throw- the 
republicans off the track. According to 
the program the alliance ticket ia to be 
headed by a republican, and the wire- 
pullers are to put in their tine work 
publicly by haranguing the farmers m 
support of the new party. A few days 
before election the word is to be passed 
round among the democratic joiners of 
the party to vote the straight democratic 
ticket, as there was no hope of electing 
the farmers ticket, while the republican 
alliance men will be steadily led to be- 
lieve that there will be no bolt from this 
ticket. 

The result of this nice little game, if 
it w^orks, will be that the republican 
members of the alliance will vote 
squarely at the polls for the alliance 
nominee while the bolting democrats 
will swell the vote for the straight dem- 
ocratic ticket to the full party strength 
with the hope of success in ttie republi- 
can defection. It is a plausible trick 
but difficult to play successfully. The 
likelihood of the attempt, howevVr, 
should be enough to demoralize the al- 
liance from the outset. 

As a matter of practical politics, it 
must be apparent to every competent 
judge of the situation in the state, that 
the alliance, as handled at present, has 
not the ghost of a show of winning di- 
rectly. Its only possible effect will be 
to give the straight democratic ticket 
an exceptional chance through 
republican defection. If the present 
governor should be renominated on the 
lirst ballot by the republicans in party 
convention assembled, as now seems 
likely, for lack of any working oppoei- 
tion, we fail to see any pretext at all for 
republican defection on the score of ob- 
jection to the high tariff stand of the 
republican house caucus. For CJovemor 
Merriam has taken issue directly with 
the stiff-necked high tariff men, and as 
the head of the ticket would stand for 
tariff reform of the kind demandetl by 
the alliance. 

As a matter of fact, the issue of high 
and low tariff does not enter legitimately 
into the state contest at all. The rival 
parties in state elections are opposed on 
state questions and relative efficiency of 
state administration. Asa candidate for 
congress, high tariff republicans might 
reasonably oppose the nomination of a 
representative holding Governor Mer- 
riaoi's views, but as a candidate for the 
chief executive post in the state, his per- 
sonal opinions on the tariff cut no figure 
of any account. And tariff reform re- 
publicans will certainly not work against 
him on the score of his stand on the 
tariff, for it accords with their own, and 
leaves ihem not even a pretext for bolt- 
ing. The alliance has no leg to stand 
on that IS visible to the naked eye for 
lifting its head in the coming election 
between the two parties. It will do 
nothing for any republican who votes 
with it, and can result in nothing except 
possible damage to republican state m- 
terests and standards.

liev. Dr. Dunn preached last evening, 
to a congregation that filled the First 
Methodist church, the last of bis ser- 
mons on the Bible in connection with 
the public schools, unless he is obliged 
to take it up again. 

"The last few years," he said, "have 
greatly multiplied the number of copies 
of the Bible in existence. From the 
very day that Faust threw off the first 
copy the Bible was safe, for it was in the 
hands of the common people, and the 
masses will preserve the scriptures. It 
need not be placed in a cloister or a 
monkish library to be preserved. It 
would be as difiicult to pump these great 
lakes dry in a single night as to destroy 
the existence of tne Bible among ua 

"This is a time of popular education of 
the masstjs, a time of helpful criticism 
and it has Oeen an exceedingly nervous 
time for imposters. Skepticism used to 
Ltand up straight and ask *where is 
Nineveh, that great city of three days' 
journey'' liecent excavations have 
snown the existence of such a city and 
skepticism never peeped. The Bible was 
never better understood than at present. 
No new doctrines have been added, but 
dark paragraphs have been cleared up. 
Legislation is waxing more scriptural, ft 
provides schools for the blind, where the 
sightless may read the Bible with raised 
letters. I have often wondered why the 
Roman Catholics in their efforts to bene- 
fit the race do not take 
the Bible from these blind people. 
"All the tastes in the ideal man may be 
satisfied in this book, yet our enemies 
would tear it out of the schools. Catho- 
lics say I should not refer to the historf 
of the cburch in a discussion of the 
question, as many of the old forms are 
now obsolete; yet they always claimed 
infallibility for their church and what 
was true in the sixteenth century is true 
in the nineteenth. The fact is the 
church is losing strength in Italy and is 
looking for a home in this country. 

"I was borne into this discussion, I 
did not rush to the papers. I address 
my people from my own pulpit, the 
same as the Catholics, and as long as I 
occupy this pulpit, I propose to preach 
what I believe to be truths. What 
has the Cathplic church done 
for Italy? Italy, the mother of 
genius, which taught the nations to read, 
now knows not how herself. Let not 
such a national calamity befall us. In 
itSSl in Germany there were 9 per cent, 
Austria 51 per cent, Italy 51) per cent 
and Spain 03 per cent of the people un- 
able to read, and those three countries 
were under Roman Catholic rule. Leo 
XIII in a recent address said: "There 
can be today only two camps; the Catho- 
lic camp resolved to maintain always at 
any price the power of the bishop and 
the people, and the camp of the enemy, 
who will fight against them. Sooner or 
later you will b3 obliged to take a 
stand. Let it be on God's side."

The Eastern Minnesota road deserves 
well at the hands of the citizens of Du- 
luth and Superior, or at least that por- 
tion which is interested in the regatta. 
When the regatta was first thought of 
the name of President Minot of that 
road, was the first to go on the railroad 
subscription and with a donation of $500, 
besides offering other help to make the 
occasion a success. The Eastern did 
more. It was the first to guarantee the 
association excursion rates. The South 
Shore company also deserves recognition 
from Duluth and Superior for its share 
in putting the regatta on a sound finan- 
cial footing. Its subscription of $200 
can be used to advantage. The other 
roads promised again and again to render 
substantial assistance, but a meeting at 
St. Paul Saturday afternoon all the con- 
solation the Duluth men received was: 
"We will refer the matter to the general 
managers. We have no funds from 
which to make subscriptions, and are 
afraid of creating a precedent." 

A regatta never took place in the East 
which did not receive more help from 
the railroads than from any other source. 
None will receive more benefits from the 
Duluth-Superior regatta than the rail- 
roads. The roads lay great stress upon the 
fact that they would give a $4.50 rate 
between St. Paul, Minneapolis and Du- 
luth, yet the $4.50 rate is of common 
occurrence, and any small society which 
desires to attend a St. Paul or Minne- 
apolis meeting can have such a rate, and 
the railroads are glad to propose the cut. 
In an ambiguous letter to the Regatta 
association, the Western States Passen- 
ger association announces that it will 
give a half fare rate from points within 
a radius of 160 miles. If the radius 
means from Duluth, the rate is unneces- 
sary as we already have such a rate. If 
from Chicago, the association deserves 
thanks. 

As matters now stand, it looks as 
though a dozen crews would enter the 
professional fours. The Boston Globe 
contains the following: "Sylvie Gookin 
of the Casey-Gookin crew, is trying to re- 
organize the four for the purpose of 
competing in the Duluth-Superior re- 
gatta."

Bishop McGolrick gave a remarkable 
sermon on the great sin of blasphemy, 
unfortunately so common now, at the 
Sacred Heart yesterday.

The fact that it is so common, and that 
we have become familiar to those wicked 
sounds does not make it any the less 
abominable in the sight of God." 

He showed that the infidels of the Vol- 
taire class seemed instinctively to know 
the majesty and power of that name, for 
they called upon their followers to "de- 
stit>y the infamous one, the enemy of 
our fathers!" That name that, we hope 
and pray, will be last upon our lips, at 
the last moment of our lives: the name 
of Him whom we shall find standing by 
our side the moment our souls leave 
the mortal bodies, there and then to 
judge us!
